Action Begun in the Santa Clara Courtm 
hp th» Ho mlh o rn rmetflc. 
SAN JOSE, March 14.— In tbe Superior 
Court the South Pacific Company and the 
Southern pacific Railway Company have 
begun action against the town of Los Gates 
and Fen Masaol, the president, and Henry 
Schoraberg. E. N. Davis, T. J. Davis and 
D. P. Simontis, tlie members of the Board 
of Trustees of the t .wn. The a< tion was 
brought to restrain the town of Los Gat«s 
from appropriating for public use and 
graveling and guttering a portion of Santa 
Crux svenne in that town. The piece of 
land in controversy is described as being 
39 feet in width and SOS feet in length, 
being a portion of the right of way and 
appurtenant to a railway owned by the 
."^outh Pacific Coast Pailway Company. It 
is alleged in the complaint that tbe latter 
company leased tbe premises to the South- 
em Pacific Conpsny, which corporation 
now claims to hsv* the legal right to their 
posaessimi. 

On March 4, 18K, the Board of Trustees 
passed a resolution to grade, gravel and 
gutter the whole of Santa Cruz avenue, 
which, it is claimed by the plaintiffs, 
would deprive them of the iiossession of 
the property. A petition for an injunction 
against the proposed work on Santa Cruz 
avenue was filed by A. N. Towne and J. C. 
Stnbbs, who are the sureties, in tbe sum of 
$1000, upon tbe undertaking in injunction. 
J. E. Foulds and F. B. Lake are sttoitieys 
lor the plainti ffs. 

BELMA'S BOOVB rXIXUFACTIOK. 

A. Story Told in Court of Hou) the Fig- 
ure Warn Made, Buried and Dug Up. 

FRESNO, March 14.— The preliminary 
examination of Lemon and Woods, the 
men arrested for MUMfflk iaiution of 



petrified human body to N. V. Daggett, 
has l)een in progress at Selma to-day and 
some interesting developments have been 
made. District Attorney A. B. Snow is 
conducting the prosecution. 

The most important witness examined 
was ('. P. P.-izcnian, who told liow he had 
made the figure in May, 1301. The life 
likeness of the imitation was due to the 
fact that he used his young daughter as a 
model. When the figure was completed 
it was buried in Cantua Canyon, in the 
extreme southern end of the county, where 
several other imitations of petrified human 
bodies have been discovered. Some time 
afterward Bozeman dug up the body, pre- 
tending that he had come upon it by 
chance. 

Lemon and Woods were induced to buy 
it, and later they sold it to Daggett for 
1^00. Now the latter has discovered tbe 
fraud and has had a criminal action 
brought.

SANTA ri:rz, M.ir.h 11.— At the trial 
of Alirani S.iti'. the ciglitcen-ycar-old 
slayer of Juan Gonzago, the prisoner testi- 
fied to-day that he knew of the quarrel- 
some character of deceased. 

Soto said that John Gonzago and one 
Castro were about to engage in a Quarrel, 
when he separated them. On the way 
home Gonzago, who was drunk, accused 
Solo of having hoen talking about his 
(Gonrago's) girl and waiil.-l lo tight him. 
Soto denied saying anything to the girl, 
wnen Gonzago struck him. Not resenting 
the blow Gonzago stnick him again, when 
the prisoner fell. As he was about to rise 
he saw Gonzago reach around to his pocket 
for his knife, and to protect himself he 
stabbed his assailant He knew Gonzago 
was nrmed, for he saw him with a knife on 
tbe day of the killinc. 

Witnesses testified that Qonzago had 
made threats to kill people while under 
the influence of liquor and also that he 
struck people with weapons. 

The case will go to the jury to-morrow.

FRESNO, March 14.— One of the two 
women shoplifters who were arrested here 
yesterday afternoon while engaged in pil- 
fering in A. J. Wienger's dry-goods store, 
made a determined effort to commit sui- 
cide at tbe Countv .lail. She complained 
of a severe headache and sent for some 
mediohie. 5he was allowed to have ull of 
it and took six or eight times as much as 
was prescribed. She soon felt in a fit, but 
linallv recovered. 

I'lirliig the day three more complaints 
were tiled against them, making live in all. 
Among the articles recovered from the 
room, which they had engaged when they 
pame up from their home at Bakersfield, 
were a aozen large potted plants and two 
valises filled with valuable lace goods. 

The women's bonds were r^ed from 
«2S0 each to $1250 and this u likely to in- 
crease. 

The officers who went to liakrrsfield to 
getevidence against thewornen have found 
hundreds of dollars' worth of goods. The 
women pave the names of Mrs. Annie 
Holkey and Mrs, Carrie Liliiiy.

— Monday 
night three valuable horses were stolen 
from the ranch of Major Ramon Pico, sit- 
tiated near Pleasanton, in the Livermore 
Valley. 

Tlie fact that a trusted negro servant 
named Henry Green disappeared at the 
same time has given rise to the suspicion 
that he accompanied the animals. 

This evening Major Pico, who had

A colored man named Henry Thomas 
was arrested on suspicion by tlie police

The Assembly Votes on the Bill 

With but Little Dis- 
cussion. 



SACRAMENTO, March 14.— Senator 
Cleaves' bills < i>nccrnim.' proposed changes 
at the foot of Market street to enable the 
construction of an overhead pansenger 
bridge came up in the Assembly to-day. 
There were originally three bills, and, al- 
though the House was in favor of the 
bridge, it killed the two bills for the pro- 
posed sites— one yesterday and one to-day. 
The two hills killed provided for an ex- 
change of certain ]}roperties tiolonging to 
the State for land to be condemned. 

One bill was passed. This empowered 
the Harbor Commissioners to condemn 
and purchase the property at the junction 
of Market, East and Sacramento streets. 

Senate bill 61 was the first considered 
to-day. It authorized the Harbor Commis- 
sioners to exchange certain property east 
of the westerly line of East street with the 
owners of the triangular corner common 
to Market, Sacramento and East streets. 
Price of Sonoma violently opposed tbe 
bill, and before the debate had gone on five 
minutes Bixon, the chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Commerce and Navigation, was 
inviting the representative of the wine- 
growing county to step outside and settle 
a question of veracity at fisticuffs. 

Price said he thought the bill should be 
voted down, as the Committee on Com- 
merce and Navigation had reported on it 
adversely. 

Dixon protested that the committee had 
taken advantage of his being sick and of 
friends being absenttoglve the meastue an 
unfavorable report. 

"When the gentleman says we took any 
advantage of him he speaks an untruth," 
said Price. 

Dixon, his face ablaze with passion, 
shouted, "Take down those words." 

Bmsie, who .was in the chair, called out 
for the clerk to take down the words, but 
he did so in such a way that the House 
laughed. This angereil fi-r n, etperin'ly 
as Price was shouting that he was willing 
to have his words taken down and would 
add more to them. 

"Take them down, I say," called Dixon 
excitedly. "Tliis is no laughing matter. 
And if I cannot be protected on the floor 
from having my word disputed I warn Mr. 
Price that I will make him answer for bis 
words outside." 

As he spoke Dixon shook his hand at 
Price, and declared that the whole truth 
of the matter was that when the committee 
had visited San Francisco the Harbor 
Commissioners had not given them any 
fine dinners, but bad just shown them 
the places where the changes were to be 
effected. 

Price here said that they had expected 
no dinners. The Harbor Commissioners 
had given some whisicy, though, but if they 
expected they were eoing to get their votes 
for that the Commissioners made a mis- 
talv. "They want to give a large tract for 
a small one," said Price. "Besides, I am 
against the trading of any water-front 
property and think the State should re- 
main the proprietor." 

Dinkelspiel declared that, irrespective of 
free lunches and steam beer, be was in 
favor of the hill. He thought the bill rep- 
resented the wishes of all the best people 
of San Francisc.j. 

The House, however, felt that the State 
should not give up its title to the least bit 
of water-front property and the bill was 
refused passage. The vote was as follows :

Then Senate biU 62 was taken up. This 
empowers the Harbor Commissioners to 
condemn the triangle by exerting the right 
of eminent domain. There was almost no 

discussion. The vote was as follows:

THE ASSEMBLY. 

Proposed Stringent Law In- 
tended TO Affect Chinamen. 
SACRAMENTO, March 14.— The Assem- 
bly to-day adopted a proposed constitu- 
tional amendment, which, if it becomes a 
law, will take away the right of a China- 
men, even to the clothes on his back. The 
proposed amendment reads as follows: 

Foreigners shall not have the right to acquire, 
poEse.s8, enjoy, transmit or inherit property in 
this State, unlets they are eligible to become 
citizens of the United States under the natural- 
ization laws tberaof. 

There were only three votes against this 
measure. These were llassford, Collinsand 
Hudson. It was intended to refer only to 
real estate, but at present indndea prop- 
erty of every sort. 

The Senate sent back the bill appropriat- 
ing $42,500 for supplies fumishea the 
militia last July, advising that the S700 
added by the Assembly to one item be 
dropped. 

Brusie asked that the $700 be insisted on, 
as the grooeryman had furnished goods 
when no one else could be found to do so 
and the supplies were made under a spe- 
cific contract. 

McKelvey xeminded the House that all 



bills bad been carefully passed on by the 
various officers. Rather than occasion any 
delay, however, the House consented to 
withdraw the $700 raise and the bill went 
to the Governor. 

Tibbittsof Amador succeeded in getting 
his bill to allow the use of altcrnati' jurors 
passed to-day. Tibbitts' measure was sup- 
ported by the leading lawyers of the 
House. It provided a surety against a 
failure to procure a verdict and was recog- 
nized as valuable. This morning on re- 
consideration it was passed by a vote of 58 
to 0. 

The Amador Assemblyman had another 
bill to prevent Wells, Fargo & Co. from 
carrying armed guards on their stages with 
treasure. This was lo keep stage-robbers 
from tiring ii4o sM-' s they intciulid to 
liold up. This iiu'ii'.mg S\ipcrintendent 
Tracy of Wells, Fargo it C o. and Detective 
Humf came to the House and assured him 
that if he would withdraw his bill they 
would put their guards on the seat with 
the driver instead of with the passengers, 
as. before. Tibbitts agreed. 

Only two men voted against tbe consti- 
tutional amendment proposing to limit 
the contingent expenses of each house to 
$2,5, (MO. The two voiins against the meas- 
ure were Boothby and Meads. There is a 
[irovision in the amendment allowing an 
additional expense to be incurred if three- 
fourths of botii houses agree. 

The reconsideration of the bill to expend 
$25,000 on a system of ventilation was 
effected to-day. After a long debate the 
bill was finally passed by a vote of 45 to 20. 

The fate of the old City Mall has been 
settled at last. I'o-day the Assembly 
passed Senator Biggy's hill authorizing the 
Supervisors to put up a suitable building 
for Police Courts, jail, Morgue and other 
municipal purpusos. The bill now goes to 
the Governor for his signature. 

Over an hourwas spent in fighting overa 
$75 a month job this afternoon. The ele- 
vator attendant put in his bill at $75 a 
month. This the Senate allowed. The 
Assembly reduced the salary to $50. Sena- 
tor Voorheis announced that the elevator 
man was his appointment and he had the 
bill sent back to the Atseiniily with the ad- 
vice that they raise the salary to $75. The 
Conference committees met and were sent 
back unsatisfied. The response was al- 
ways that Voorheis wanted $75 a month 
for his man. 

This aroused the combativeness of the 
Assembly. It was urged that they should 
not recede from their amendment. Nearly 
$.500 of time was spent in a call of the 
House that was deemed necessary. Final- 
ly, to save tunc ;i!id money, forty-one men 
agreed to the $75 proposition and the As- 
sembly yielded. 

The general primary law, composed of 
the ideas of Cator, Popper, Kelly and a 
hundred others, was adopted by a vote of 
40 to 3. The bill is cumbrous. It conteins 
so many contradicting provisions that it 
will hardly pass the Senate. Had it been 
made to include the country counties it 
would have been bitterly fought. As it is, 
including only San PVanci.sco and I^os An- 
geles, it passed by a vote of 49 to 3. 

Another hill was presented to-day, the 
si.xty-seventh day of tb« socsjon. It pro- 
^ ides that all private ^laiwi bills passed 
t h is year shall not be payable till January, 
1 HIH3. It also provides that they shall pass 
through the hands of tiie Board of Bzam- 
iners before being paid. 

Among the other bills passed were: 

Establishing a justice's court nt Berkeley. 

Providing that commilmems to reform 
schools shall be made by Huperlor Judges only 
and that when possible the parents shall' pay 
half the child's support. 

-Allowing the Southern California Insane 
.\sylum to sell certain water rights. 

.Authorizing franchises for elevated and 
under-ground railroads. 

Allowing the County Assessor, Tax Collector 
and Treasurer of a county to do the work of 
similar officers for cities of the fourth and fifth 
classes }n their counties. 

Appropriating .fHOOO to psv a claim of the 
State Agricultural Society. 

Appropriating $200,000 for the Whittler 
Reform School, In place of $245,000 allowed 
by the general appropriation bill. 

Appropriating f2S00 tor tbe Stata Tltteal- 
lural Commission and providing forits demise 
on Decern l)er 31. 

Appropriating $653 for additional land for 
the Napa Insane Asylum. 

Prohibiting the sale of Intoxicating Uqoors 
near soldiers' homes. 

Providing for dlsincorporatinn of the muni- 
cipal corporations of the sixth cia^s. 

Authorizing the construction of a City Hos- 
pital in San Francisco.

TO THE ClTT. 



STOCKTON, March 14.— Stockton opened 
to the public to-night Us new Free Public 
Librarj- building and now boasts the best 
fcuildiiig used exclusively for public library 
purposes in any city of its size in the 
country. 

The building was built with money re- 
ceived through the bequest of Dr. W. P. 
Hazelton, who, dying at Tarrytown, N. Y., 
left to the city $74,000 to be used for library 
purposes. The structure occupies the cor- 
ner of Market and Hunter streets, 100 feet 
fronting on Kast. 

It is brick veneered with marble and 
finished with marble on the inside. In its 
building over 9000 square feet of white 
marble 2-inch veneer and 1500 cubic feet 
of marble molding were used on the out- 
side and over 1000 squsro feet of colored 
marble veneering on the inside. 

The stack or book room is entirely fire- 
proof and capable of holding 40,000 Tol- 
omea.

SACRAICBKTO, March 14.— Governor 

Budd will not approve the anti-scalpers' 
bill, for he said so to-night. 

The scalpers and the Southern Pacific 
had a day in court before the Governor to- 
day. The afternoon was consumed in the 
arguments over the e.xtraordinary bill 
which the Legislature sent to the Gov- 
ernor for his signature. Qovemor Budd 
at various points in the dialogue 
plainly and pointedly intimated that 
the bill would not be signed, and 
skillfully drew from the railroad's ad- 
herents cogent admisdona why it should 
not be signed. 

Assemblyman Bledsoe, one of the bit- 
terest opponents of the bill in the Legisla- 
ture, made the first address, saying: "I 
introduced the amendment which provides 
that a purchaser of a ticket m good faith 
may sell or give it to another. I have 
fought this bill for three sessions. I have 
never been able to understand the extraor- 
dinary interest which the Southern Pacific 
takes in this bill and why it should main ■ 
tain its lobby here. I know that it has 
had such lobbyists as Gillis and Gage here 
and some disguised lobbyists who appear 
as employes of the corporation. Knowing 
the history of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany and the way It has treated tbe 
people of this State, I do not think 
the provisions of a bill which the cor- 
piirai ii.in's lobby works so earnestly for 
can be of hciiftit to the i)eople ()f Califor- 
nia. Look at the penal propositions in the 
bill. AVhen a man buys a ticket be pays 
for it in advance. It should make no 
difference who rides that ticket out. If 
the purchaser of a ticket violates the pro- 
visions of this bill he goes to prison. If 
the corporation violates it, it is to be im- 
prisoned. How are you going to imprison 
a corporation? Will C. P. Huntington, II. 
E. Huntington, Colonel Crocker or Steven 
Gage endure tbe vicarious punishment, or 
will some gentleirjOi who has baan bet* 
for the last two mbntSs lo'bbying for the 
bill go to prison for the corporation?" 

George W. McKenzie of Chicago, presi- 
dent of the American Ticket-brokers' As- 
sociation, made a strong argument against 
the bill. He laughed at the idea that the 
hill was to protect the railroad conductors, 
and referring to Conductor Massey, who 
was present, said: "Brother Massey car- 
ried me on his train on my bridal tour and 
now he comes here to be protected by the 
people of California. Six years ago the 
Southern Pacific came here to lobby for the 
bilL The railroad, of course, is not here 
to-day. It is merely the conductors. Why 
are they here?" 

"Of course, while they are here they are 
not getting any pay from the road," sug- 
gested the Governor, and the oowd which 
had gathered to hear the argument 
laughed. 

"When a conductor has not snfiScient 
discrimination to lift a scalper ticket, of 
coarse he is docked. Brother ilassey is 
frequently docked in this way," sarcas- 
titally continued McKenzie. lie also ex- 
plained the worlvings of the Ticket-brokers 
Association. He challenged the con- 
ductors to show where a single one had 
been forced to make good a s<»lped ticket 
to the railroad. There was no acceptance 
of the challenge. 

Then McKenzie declared that ticket- 
brokers bought tickets from the railroads 
and divided tbe commissions with the pur- 
cliasers of the tickets, while, wlicn tlic juir- 
chaser bought his ticket in the Southern 
Pacific Office tbe commission was divided 
between Stubbs and Goodman, and this 
commission on the overland ticketo 
amounted to thousands of dollars a year. 

William Ross of the Southern Pacific, 
who represented the ticket clerks and the 
conductors, denied this and challenged 
McKenzie to prove his statement. Mc- 
Kenzie sought to interrupt, but Ross said 
tliat hp preferred to speak continuously — 
otherwise he might get rattled. 

"I am glad to see that somebody con- 
nected wiUi tbe Southern Pacific can get 
rattled," said the Governor. 

Ross read from Judge Cooley's report 
condemning the business of tbe ticket- 
brokers. 

Governor Budd declared that under the 
provisions of the bill the man who bought 
a ticket after it bad been sold to a second 
person could be punished more severely 
than tbe man who stole a ticket or the 
man who sold his child on the street. The 
bill gave no discretion to the Judge. It 
was $200 fine or a year s imprisonment, as 
the minimum. "Do you think that is 
right?" asked the Governor of Kosa, and 
Koss stammered. 

"How is it with you, Brother Massey?" 
asked the Governor. 

Massey said, "Yes, I think it is." 

The railroad men talked of the wicked- 
ness of the scalpers. They did not want to 
injure the dear people, but they did want 
to get at the scalpers. Ross admitted that 
he did not like the amendment, but wanted 
the bill as originally drafted. 

The Governor declared that tbe bill came 
to him in the amended form. His only 
course was to sign the bill as it was or to 
veto it. 

The Governor gave th« scalpers and the 
omidnctora a second heaiinc; to-night. In 
response to statements 'by Conductor 
Massey Governor Budd said: 

"Under this bill, if I bought a ticket and 
gave it to my friend Gould be would not 
break the law, but if he gave or sold it to 
Thomas then they would be punishable." 

"But Gould would not do it," said 
Assemblyman Thomas. 

"I suppose not, for I presume you have a 
pass," said the liovernor. 

''Is Gould your friend?" asked Massey. 

"Ha was, bat as ha has been lo^kinK for 



office I don't know whether he is now," 
said the Governor. 

These sallies disconcerted the Assembly- 
man and the Chairman of the Democratic 
State Central Committee. After a little 
chaffing of this sort Ross said: 

"But if you sign the bilir' 

"But I shall not," said the Governor. 
"It is a bad bill; it makes the giving away 
of a ticket worse than stealing one. and. 
gives the offender a more aerers punish- 
ment." 

"Why, robbery is punishable lor twanty 

years," persisted Massey. 

"You know more about robbery than 
you do about petty larceny, probably," 

was the Governor's rejoinder. 

Then there was some talk about the 
prosecution of the Southern Pacific, and 
the Governor said : 

"I know of no power so great as the 
Southern Pacific." 

Ross finally admitted that the amended 
law was not a good one. 

"And I sb^l not approve it," said the 
Governor. 

"In the future we may bring a bill which 
will catch Ottinger and McK. nzie and tbe 
rest of the stalpers," said Koss. 

"And when you do I will listen to argu- 
ments," was the Governor's reply. 

VETOES AND APPROVALS. 

Governor Budd's Action on Bills 
Referred to Him. 

SACR.^MENTO, March 14.-The Gov- 
ernor to-day vetoed.Senator France's bill. 
No. 438, appropriating $10,000 for the sup- 
port of the Woman's Relief Corps' Home 
for two years. 

The Governor has approved the following 
bills: 

Senate bill 313, authorizing an autopsyphys- 
Ician for the Coroner of San Francisco. 

BiU 291 paying the contingent expenses of 
the Senate. 

BiU 365 apnropriatlng a deficlenfcy for re- 
pairs at the Hiwkton asylum. 

A large contingent of railroad men and 
representatives of ticket-scalpers met in 
the Governor's office this afternoon and 
presented arguments for and against the 
anti-scalpers' bill, now awaiting the 
Governor's signature. 

BOOTHBY'S BOXING BILL PASS 

The Assembly Carries It Amid 
A Burst of Applause. 
SACRAMENTO, March 14.— Boothl^ of 
San Francisco, backed by tbe entire San 

Francisco delegation, effected the lecon- 
sideration of his bill allowing six-roimd 

contests with five-ounce gloves. 

Bledsoe tried lo amend by inserting a 
provision that the fK-rmission of the .Sheriff 
or Chief of Police should he necessary to 
have a set-to. This was voted down by a 
vote of 33 to 86. 

When the roll wai called upon the pass- 
age of the bill there were only .^ayes, Mer- 
rill of Han Francisco voting "Xo." A call 
of the House was demanded, but before 
the doors were locked three more votes 
were gathered in and the bill was declared 
passed amid a burst of applause for 
Boothby. 

PILOT COMMISSIONERS. 

The Men Who Will Probably 
Be Appointed. 

SACRAMENTO, March 14. — Philip 
Caduc of San Francisco, John Hackett of 
Oakland and Mayo of the Hibemia Bank 
will probably be the new Pilot Commis- 
sioners and may receive thefr appoint- 
ments to-morrow. 

Governor Hudd stated to-night that 
Reddy, Campbell and Metson had not re- 
quested Caduc's appointment, but the ao- 
pointment has been recommended by 
many prominent citizens, among whom 
are W. D. English, W. W. Foote and 
others. 



SAN BAFAIL WILL CASE. 

AHealdsburg Man Disinherited 
BY HIS Wife Resorts 
TO Law. 



The Facts of an Interesting 
Contest Involving Thirty 
Thou&and Dollars. 



SAN RAFAEL, March 14.— Herman J. 
Zellar, residing at Healdsburg, is contest- 
ing the will of his wife, Mrs. Sophia Zellar, 
who died at San Rafael, at the Cypress 
Villa, about two years ago. 

Mrs. Zellar was an aged German lady, 
who had been boarding at tbe villa for sev- 
eral years. Mrs. Jordan, the proprietress 
of the Cypress Villa, as well as the guests, 
was under the impression that Mrs, Zellar 
was a poor widow, and she was shown 
many acts of kindness by Mrs. Jordan. 
Shortly after ber death it was found that 
she was wealthy, and also that she had 
left a will bequeathing Mrs. Jordan $20,000, 
to Mrs. Vater $10,000 and to her husband $1. 

Mrs. Zellar had not lived with her hus- 
band for over twelve years, and the money 
she loft was hers before she married him. 
Three mouths after her death her husband 
produced a check for $19,000, drawn about 
thirteen years ago in his favor by Mrs. 
Zellar. He brought soitagainst the execu- 
tor for the amount, but lost his suit. He 
then carried it to the Supreme ' Court, and 
the decision of the Supreme Court was 
against him. 

Zellar is now taking apother tack. He 
is contesting the will and trying to prove 
that Mrs. Zellar was of unsound mind 
when she made the will. The testimony 
so far doesfttot bear out that idea. The 
San Rafael plople are giving the case much 
attention, as Mrs. Jordan of the Cypress 
Villa is well ana favorably known in the 
community. The defense will not likely 
introduce any testimony until Saturday, 
as the contestant has a few more witnesses 
to offer. The case is teing tried by a jury 
in Judge Angelotti's court. The legal at 
em in tbe case is as follows: Attorneys 
Duffey, Crowley and Caatleton for the con- 
testante, and Attorneys Hepburn, Wilkins 
and E.B. Martinelll (District Attorney) for 
proponents.

SACRAMENTO, March 14.-The Penttte 
investigating Committee will meet to-mor- 
row night at 8:30 to listen to the evidence 
in support of the charge ma<lc by Senator 
Biggy against Senator Dunn. Senator 
Biggy will come np on the evening train to 
attend. 

Attorneys Foote, Kongnes and Dwyer 
will request that a general investigarion 
shall be made into the truth or falsity of a 
Senatorial combine. The committee will 
not consent to this, and will on Saturday 
report to the Senate the result of the 
night's investigation. The Legislature 
will adjourn on Saturday. For this reason 
the committee does not desire to sit be- 
yond that period, though the attorneys 
have urged such a course. 

But the investitration will notendheie. 
The Grand Jiii-y of .Sacramento County 
will be in seBsi.Hi Monday. H. M. Iji Rue, 
Its foreman, will demand an investigation 
of a Senatorial combine. Mr. La Rue 
visited the Capitol building to-day. (itlicr 
men have also been making investigations. 
They claim to have discovered facts. An 
investigation into tbe combine proposition 
will follow. Certain lobbyists may protest, 
and it is significantly whispered to-night 
that following the adjournment of the 
I.e.^;islature will come disclosures of the 
most startling sort. Beginning with the 
earlier votes of the session, an independent 
investigation has led to a signilicant re- 
sult. On certain doubtful matters of legis- 
lation the same votes recur with startling 
regularity. 

Tbe Southern Paelfie lobby will also re- 
ceive attention at the hands of the Grand 
Jury of Sacramento County. Instead of 
Le-Towing Pan Francisco, it is now pro- 
posed to Lexow the Legislature. Attor- 
ney-General Fitzgerald has not been idle 
and may take a hand. The open remarks 
of lobbyista in the corridors are matters of 
record, and they wiU be called upon to ex- 
plain the signifioaaee of their taIk«bottfe 
being "braced for stnIL" 

The committee on investigation had a 
brief session this morning. As Senator 
Biggy was absent little was done. Attor- 
ney Nougues suggested that the whole 
subject of a combine be investigated. 

Attorney Foote declared that Senator 
Biggy would be ready to answer as to the 
truth of his assertions. He added that if 
the committee would open its doors and 
give full scope to the investigation of the 
charges that a combine existed many wit- 
nesses would be summoned. He Intimated 
that he had some sensational evidence to 
submit, and that Biggy was prepared to go 
before the Grand Jury. 

Senator Smith of tne investigating com- 
mittee regretted the shortness of time 
owing to the approach of the day of ad- 
journment. Attorney Nougues told the 
committee that it certainly had the power 
to hold over after the adjournment. Sen- 
ator Dunn did not appear before the com- 
mittee. 

COUNTY GOVERNMENT BILL 



It leads TO Lively Discussion in 
THE Assembly. 

SACRAMENTO, March U.— When the 
amended county government bill came 
back to the Assembly a roar went up. Tlie 
representatives of Tehama, Modoc, Shasta, 
Alameda, Mariposa, Tuolumne, Santa 
Barbara, Santa Cruz and Santa Claia, re- 
fused to concur in the amendments made 
in the salaries of their officials. 

Bledsoe of Humboldt objected to the ap- 
pointment of an extra Deputy Sheriff and 
an extra Iieputy County Clerk for each 
county having a new Superior Judge. 

The Assembly refused to concur in these 
amendments, and a conference committee, 
consisting of Dodge, Osbom and Reid, was 
appointed to confer with a similar commit- 
tee from the Senate. 

The committee met and agreed npoD a 
few minor amendments. A free conform 
ence will have to be asked for the amend- 
ments of greater importance, aa no i^iee 
ment eonld be reached.

Had it not been for hia action the Senate 
would certainly have passed the bill in the 
interest of the Market-street combine, re- 
pcaliiii; the McCoppin iu t ali'i pi rmittiiis 
thcMr. vt r^iil-.v,; ;. > n! San Fraiirioxi to re- 
fuse transfers anil lo charge more than 5 
cents on most of its lines. 

When the bill came back from the 
printer to-day all of the amendments 
which Bif»gy had insisted n)>on were ac- 
cople'l with si'arci'ly a!:y c!:~>''iit. The 
Krefiuan bill was rf-ton-.l i.i ii^ original 
comlition, that which cxi-ioil jirior t'l the 
Soutliern Pacific's successful effort to Micalc 
in amendments, and bej-ond that a proviso 
was added that the act should not be con- 
strued to repeal the HcCoppin act in any 
way. The bill was then declared to be sat- 
isfactory to sil, and was sent back to the 
printer. 

So s little bravery on the ] Senator 
Bipgy. coupled with the earncsi efforts of 
Senators Kiirke, McAllister, Withinnton 
and others, has saved San Francisco from 
another scheme of the octopus. 

As the bill now stands, it is said to be 
chiefly of value to help out certain rail- 
road-bond projects in Los Angeles. 

Another instance of the woeful decrease 
that has taken place in the influence of 
the Southern Pacitic Company since the 
expose of the Senate "combine'' by Bij^fiy 
of San Francisco came to lipht to-night 
when the iniquitous anti-Robinson, anti- 
stopover bill was withdrawn from the 
urgency file. 

The bill was placed on the urgency file 
by 8i>eaker Lynch. It was so amended 
that it had no terrors, but if the Sonthcrn 
I'acitic h,id had its former power the hill 
would have been transmitted to t!ic Sriiate 
ami rcamcnded into shape there and tiien, 
bi.iyj!it back to the As.embly and the 
amendments concurred in by it. 

Dodge of Alameda, Bledsoe of Humboldt 
and sevenii other gentlemen were loade<l 
to the muzzle with red-hot arguments and 
cleverly worded amendments, witii wliidi 
they intended to effect the final and uner 
dcnumilizalion of the measure. 

Ulieii the bill was reached Speaker 
l.yiich aiuiouiiceil that a Senate bill re- 
lating to leasing agricultural lands would 
be inserted, and before any one quite real- 
ized what was happening he ordered the 
new bill read a second time. It took a 
half minute for the House to recover its 
presence of niirid. Then I!!edsoc bci:aii 
frantic howN to attract ;lie Siuaker's at- 
tention. Ilut it was Lyiich s own iiill that 
was con(;crneil. and that gentleman leaned 
back smilingly in his big chair and paid no 
attention to the uproar that almost 
drowned the stentorian tones of Clerk 
Branch's voice. ' When the clerk had fin- 
ished reading the substituted: bill Ljrnch's 
head reappeared above his desk, and when 
Bledsoe beean to object he announced 
that the objection came too late. It was 
further e.\]ilaiiieci that the substitution 
had henn decided upon last night. 

The withdrawal of this bill is an ad- 
mission that Dr. Robinson has once more 
beaten the Southern Pacific. It is now too 
late for it to be revived in any form. 

A LIVELY ROW. 



Senator Burke Accuses Earl of 
Breaking a Promise. 
SACRAMENTO, March 14.— The feat- 
ures of the session of the Senate to-day 
were the passage of the constitutional 
anieiidnicnt to submit to the people of the 
Stale t!ie proposition to grant suffrage to 
wouicii, the passage of the election law, 
and the refus;il of the Senate to pass the 
bill giving the Board of Examiners control 
of the State penal and charitable inrtit- 
utions. 

The last brought out a bitter colloquy. 
Karl of .Vlameda voted aeainst the biil. 
Burke of Santa Cruz walked over to Earl's 
desk and accused him of eoing back on 
his promise. He declared that Earl had 
promised when section 3 was stricken out 
a day or two ago to vote for the bill. 

"I did not," said Barl. 

"Yon did! you did! yon did I" said 
Burke, Withington andO«Bf<ndin chorus, 
and a little profanity enlivened the dis- 
cussion. 

Earl said, "You can't blntf me," and 
waved Burke away. 

Senator Karl siibsofiuently made the fol- 
lowing statement to the press: "The 
Senator is greatly mistaken about my 
promising any one that I would -vote for 
Assembly bill .026, and was laboring under 
great excitement over the defeat 
of a favorite bill. Yesterday when 
the hill was up Senator Ford tend- 
ered an amendment strikii-.j; out sec- 
tion :( of the bill, and at the time 
lie and .Senator Bert pu'ulicly di'i lared to 
the Senate that they would support the 
bill if the amendment was adopted aii<l 
they were taken n|) on their offer by the 
friends of the bill and the amendment was 
accepted. I made no declaration 
whatever. But after the friends 
of the bill had acce|it"d the Foril 
amendment and lujt Ufore 1 did 
say to some about my seat that I intended 
to support the bill so amended, but this 
declaration did not and could not hav6 
affected or in the slightest degree in- 
fluenced any man's vote, for those that 
may have heard me had already accepted 
the amendment and were advocating it. 

"Upon ciaminiiiij the bill as amended I 
found that the i'ord aiiieiidmi-nl did not 
carry with it all tln' olinoviiju^ p;u-ts of the 
bill, and 1 felt obliged to v.jti- against the 
measure. Had any Senator ni the slightest 
degree been influenced by my statement I 
would deem myself to have surrendered 
any further independence of action in the 
matter. 

"If Senator Seawell's proposed amend- 
ment had been adopte<l tlie last poison 
fang in liie bill would havi boon out and I 
would have stipirorted the liill." 

Burke insists that he did promise to vote 
for the bill. He also accuses Seymour of 
dodging.the vote. 

. "StmUbrBejiioortt inade the pi<etezt that 



he was downstairs and that he dia not 
know that the bill was coming up. It is 
very strange that these changes should 
take place within twenty-four hours," was 
his comment. "I was informed by Bomck 
before the vote was tal^en that the men 
would break on its passage." 

At the night session Senator Hart made 
an argument in behalf of legalizing gam- 
bling. 

The proposed constitutional amendment 
providing that nine men on a jury may 
convict was refused a passage at the after- 
noon session. 

A concurrent resolution was adopted 
graating J. M. Hntcbins of Yosemite 
Valley use for ten years of a cabin and sur- 
rounding five acres. 

Mathews of l.os Angeles made a good 
fight for his Ijill authorizing counties of 
the second class to builil. lease and operate 
railroads. It was refused passage early in 
the week, but came up on reconsideration. 
There was little opi)Ositiou to the bill, but 
when the roll was called the negative votes 
piled uD'and Mathews demanded a call of 
the House. 

Ford of Sierra was brought in and voted 
aye, but this gave only sixteen votes each 
way, and the bill was declared defeated. 
This bill was designed to permit Los An- 
geles to issue bonds to aid in the construc- 
tion of a railroad to Salt Lake. 

The bill repealing the act creating a 
State Bureau of Labor Statistics was re- 
fused passage. 

The following bills were passed:

ASSEMBLYMEN IN ANGER. 

The Philbrook Bill Leads to 
AcRiMO.N'ious Debate. 

SACRAMEXrO, March U.— Acrimoni- 
ous personalities were occasioned by the 
attempt to reconsider the bill makinir it 
impossible for Judges to disbar attorneys 
utiless by trial. The motion to reconsider 
was made by Judge Waymirc, but was de- 
feated by a vote of 26 to 34, and Hr. PhU- 
brook's friends are congratulating him. 

"This bill has occssioned more disgrace- 
ful and annoying lobbying than any other 
this session." said the Alameda Judge in 
making his motion. "The lawyer inter- 
ested [referring to Philbrook} was bother- 
ing me continually. I told hira then that 
1 was opposed to the bill, as I thought it 
was a gratuitous instilt to the Supreme 
Court and its Judges. I see by a morning 
paper that I promised to vote for his bill. 
This is n<)t true. Philbrook told me he 
had letters from these Judges aiiproving 
the bill. 1 said if he could show me tiiem 
1 would vote tor it. liut I have had no 
reason to elian.'e my mind." 

Wayinire wanted to introduce and have 
read Chief Justice Bealty's opinion on the 
case. The House objected and as soon as 
his minute wae up made him sit down. 

North of Alameda began reading the de- 
cision as his speech of the subject. Time 
was called before he was half through and 
Belshaw grabbed the book and linished the 
decision. 

Judge Spencer said he made an appeal 
for justice, lie denied that the Judges 
were exposed to insult. If a man misbe- 
haved he could still be fined and impris- 
oned. The bill takes out of the hands of 
one man the power of refusing an attorney 
permission to earn his living. So grave a 
punishment shotild not lie in the discre- 
tion of a man who might be moved by 
prejudice. 

Wade of Napa said that a Judge would 
not have the right to refuse any otljcr 
class of men the rightto practice their pm- 
fession because of contempt they might 
have displayed. He therefore thought it 
wrong to wreak such vengeance on an 
offending lawyer. 

Dixon of San Francisco is much in 
earnest in favor of the bill. AVhen lawyers 
on the floor of the house imlulged in 
severe criticism of .\ttorney I'bilhrook for 
lobbying for lii^ bill, the San Francisco 
Assemblyman said: "Is that any worse 
than making a trade of your vote and agree 
to sui>port a bill to license architects to ob- 
tain a reconsideration ? I don't think it is. 
And, gentlemen—" 

A clamor arose and drowned even the 
voice of the Speaker and the banging of 
his gavel. 

Dixon subsided with fierce glances at the 
gentleman from Alameda, who Hushed 
deeply, but said nothing. 

The chair announced that he would allow 
no personalities, and a vote was taken with 
the result that FhUbi»ok will, if the bUl is 
approved by the Ooveiaw, be readmitted 
to practice. The vote was as follows :

ALAMEDA SALARY RAIDERS, 

They Gain a Victory in the 
Leg:sl.-\ture. 

S.VCR.\MKNTO, March 14.— The salary 
raiders of .Vlameda won a victory in the 
Senate to-night and delayed the passage of 
the general approi)riation bill. 

Senator Earl declared that six out of 
nine of the Alameda delegation were op- 
posed to the conference report which re- 
duced the salary of the Treasurer of Ala- 
meda Connty from leOOO to $4000. 

"I sat up till 1:30 o'clock waiting for the 
Alameda delegation to agree," said Sen- 
ator Withington. "The .\sscmbly made 
all concessions for higher salaries voted in 
the Senate for Alameda, e.Tcejn tliat of 
treasurer, and Assemblyman North ^eeme d 
to think an agreement of a majority had 
been reached on the treasurer's salary. 
The Alameda delegation had better settle 
its own differences instead of delaying leg- 
islation." 

"We can't dance attendance on Ala- 
meda any longer. Alan^eda has been in a 
stew over salaries for the past two raonth.s," 
said Senator Smith. 

"If the fair-minded Senator from Kern 
would attend to his own county and leave 
Alameda alone he might do better," re- 
torted Karl. "I am tiled of this injustice. 
I resent it here. It is reserved for the dis- 
tinguished Sen.itor from Ban Diego, from 
the hunu d-ioad district, to dictate what 
Alameda shall do. He did not sit up till 
1:30 o'clock waiting on Alameda." 

"The Assembly and the Senate failed to 
agree," said Withington. "The confer- 
ence committees were appointed. The 
Assembly receded from all the reductions 
on salaries except one. The conferees 
agreed on the cut Now, the Senator from 
Alameda wants to nndo aU this and delay 
matters." 

Senator Seawell asked Senator Karl if the 
men elected had not been elected on plat- 
forms pledged to retrenchment. Earl's re- 
ply was lost in the hubbub. The Senate re- 
fused to recede, and so a new oopference 
will have to be held. 

The general appropriation will be de- 
layed and the chances are that not a single 
salary in Alameda will be cut. Senator 
Heard voted to accept t!ie conference re- 
port. Senators Earl and Denisou voted 
against it.

John C. Pelton, the old schoolteacher, 
who has been begging something from 
every session of the liOgislature for a»e 
last ten years, in spite of his having a well- 
to-do son in Oakland, obtained the passage 
to-night of a bill giving him ?5000. 

O'Day of San Francisco, after a gallant 
fight, succeeded in having tlie bill appro- 
priating $10.52 for .Icroine O. Deasy, which 
was defeated yesterday, reconsidered. The 
bill was then "pass ed by a vote o f 4S to 21. 

Senator Thurtton Makes an Argument in 
Favor of a Itemnrrer. 

I'ORTLA.VD, Or., March 14.— Senator 
John M. Thurston to-day argued in favor 
of the demurrer to the bill of tlie .\merican 
Loan andTru.st Company against the Ore- 
gon Short Line and Utah Northern liail- 
way Company. 

He said the first mortgages on the origi- 
nal Oregon Short Line and the Utah and 
Northern were first liens on the properties 
and that any subsequent mortgage was 
subject to these prior liens. 

Thurston held that judicial propriety, 
which the solicitor ot Dilftn.a trustee, had 
no right to disregard, required that when 
the foreclosure suit was brought it be com- 
menced ill the IJiglith Circuit, whXch had 
primary jurisdiction. 

He said in these proceedings the counsel 
for complainant had referred time and 
again, by innuendo rather than by plain 
speaking, to errors in the orders made by 
the Federal courts from the beginning of 
the Ames suit down to date. He said he 
sliuuld never stand and criticise theactions 
of the Federal court of his country. 

He said that in the Dillon case the court 
of Oregon and the court of Idaho conceded 
by their orders that the Wyoming conrt 
was of primary jurisdiction, and conceded 
to it the right to primarily make any order 
in that case. 

Thurston then paid his respects to Mr. 
Story's statement tliat the -Vmerican Loan 
and Trust Conijiany did not ask for the ap- 
pointment oi its receiver, but for 
the appointment of a proper court 
receiver, and said the petitioner had 
picked a receiver, meaning John M. Eagan, 
eliairman of the Managers' Association 
during the great strike of last summer, 
had brought him clear across the con- 
tinent, he had sal in the courtroom during 
all of the argument, and sat there as "pe- 
titioner's exhibit A" in the case.

THE VALLEYS SUFFER. 



Fruit Trees in Solano and Te- 
hama Counties Sustain 
Much Injury.

The Loss to Farmers In Th«t Section 
Will Amount to Over 
9200,000. 



"The frost of last night," said Forecast 
Official W. H. Hammon of the Weather 
Bureau yesterday, "was nearly as severe 
as any that we experienced last winter. 
The low temperature extended as far south 
as Tehachapi Pass, ami it must have had 
an injurious effect on ilic fruit crops. It 
was not unexpected, however. Vie sent 
out warnings throughout the State yester- 
day morning, and if the growers took 
proper precautions their losses cannot be 
heavy. 

"The frost is the result of a cold wave 
which started from Montana and the 
Dakotas last Sunday, ami which, after 
sweeping the entire length of this Stale, 
will swing around through Arizona, New 
Mexico and Texas. The progress of the 
cold weather has been carefully watched 
and every locality has been warned of its 
approach. On Tuesday night it reached 
the Sacramento Valley ; last night the San 
Joaquin felt its effects, and to-night I ex- 
pect a light frost in the region south of 
Tehachapi Pass. 

"This is the season at which fruit trees 
are temlcrest— that is, most affected by in- 
clement weather. Pears and apricots are 
now in Hower, or have just cast tiieir 
petals, and a touch of frost at this time 
injures them infinitely more than would 
be the case two weeks hence. Prune trees, 
however, are still in the bud, and will 
probably escape injury; but grapes, being 
so near the ground, are likely to have 
suffered severely. Tlie ;iroduce men can 
probably give more delinite information 
concerning th" advancement of different 
crops than I, but I received a letter re- 
cently from the Board of Trade at Visalia 
stating that the fruit trees are now at 
their most critical stage. 

"The severity of the frost? Well, it is 
not what we call black, for it would injure 
only delicate crops and those trees which 
are now putting forth tender shoots. Its 
wirle extent is somewhat unusual, and ap- 
parently tlie conditions of clear, cold and 
still atmosidiere must have existed every- 
where. In the Sacramento Valley the 
temperature ranged between 30 and 40 de- 
grees, though the freezing point was 
reached at only one point, Ctmnigans. 
The temperatures as reported from other 
points at 7 o'clock this morning were: 
Biggs Station Ked Bluff 37, Wheatland 
38, Willows 3.'), Williams 3t, Krnito 3.") and 
Germantown The niinimum at .Sacra- 

mento was .'ill degrees, but that is accounted 
for by the fact that in that section the 
coldest weather come yesterday afternoon, 
and it had already begun to grow warmer. 

"The San Joaquin Valley was not so for- 
tunate, though, at Stockton ; because of the 
city's position at the head of navigation 
the thermometer did not fall below 39 de- 
grees. Tlie reported temperatures at 7 
o'clock are: Oakdale .33. Lathrop li'i, Mo- 
dc<to 3.'), Borden :■<:>, (ioslien 30, Lemoore 3;i 
and Xulare City 35, At Fresno the mer- 
cury registered 34 degrees, which is pretty 
cold for grapes. Independent, on the 
other side of the mountains, was frozen 
down to 26 degrees. 

"Kp Petaluma way and in Sonoma 
{'ouiity the temperature was even lower. 
M Glen Ellen the lowest point, 29 degrees, 
was reached. The other reports are: Kl 
Verano 31, Napa 32 and Santa Rosa ,34. 
From the Santa Clara Valley we have no 
rejiorts, but during former cold seasons, 
when the glasses in surrounding sections 
have registered precisely what they do 
now, Santa Clara has registered aboitt 35 
degrees." 

"You think that none but the fruit crops 
can have been injured?" 

"The truck farms and gardens back from 
the coast, such as those in the vicinity of 
Fruitvalc, were probably affected, butthose 
crops can he readily replanted and their 
loss will therefore be small." 



S«waHm at TaeavUte. 

VACAVILLE, March 14.— The frnit in- 
dustry in this section of the State received 
a severe blow last night, and to-day the 
effects of the unusually heavy frost are to 
be plainly seen. 

An examination of the orchards by their 
ownets revealed that their worst fears liad 
been realised. The apricot crop, which 
was badly affected before, is now prac- 
tically wiped out of existence, and only in 
a few exceptionally well-favored places 
will there be any to speak of. The apricots 
had reached the size of large peas and 
would have been the earliest known for 
years. The blow is severe, as many or- 
chards were entirely planted to apricots. 
The almond crop, whicli was in about the 
same stage of development, is also de- 
stroyed. Early cherries have been kUled 
and early shipments stopped. lAter varie- 
ties have not reached that stage in blossom 
where there will be much damage. 

The general opinion seems to be that 
part of the i>e:ich <:rop has e,scape<i. This, 
however, cannot be told with any degree of 
certainty, as the fruit is still in the cup and 
may never develop. The same is also true 
of plums and prunes, and it will be fully a 
week before anything certain can he said. 
Trees and leaves escaped unharmed. 

The estimated gross loss on fruit will not 
be less than $200,000 in the valley. The 
loss ill vegetables will also he many thou- 
sands of dollars. The weather is cool this 
evetiing, and there are indications of 
another Xrust to-night, although it will not 
be near as severe. 

RED BLTJFF, March 14.— The observer 

of the Weather Bureau displayed the frost 
Hag all day yesterday and to-day as a 
warning to fruit-growers. Last night the 
temperature re>;i.~tered .'.0 dcLTees, and as 
the atmosphere was clear there was con- 
siderable frost. 

The apricot, peach, cherry and almond 
trees have been in bloom for some time. 
The frost of Wednesday night certainly did 
some injury, but to what extent cannot be 
ascertained at present. The injury cannot 
be estimated for several days yet, when the 
bloom will begin to fall. Another heavy 
frost is expected to-night. 

The apricot crop of this cooaty gave 



promise of being very short, and the frost 
may destroy it entirely.

SACBAMBNTO, March 14.— The heavy 
frost of last night caused considerable 
daraage in the fruit interests lying along 
the low river lands bordering the Sacra- 
mento and American rivers in this vicinity. 

Apricot orchards have been the heaviest 
sufferers. ICarly peaches were also hit 
hard and the late blossoms of the almond 
are blighted. 

It is almost impossible to state at the 
present time the amount of damage that 
has ensued. Orchardists, however, com- 
bine in raying that the licavicst dainago is 
confined to the low-lying, damp [ilaces. 

Oraiigevale and Newcastle frviit-raiscrs 
report that they have sustained no damage. 
Small fruitmen from the vicinity of 
Brighton report that the strawberry crop 
is heavily damaged and vine products, 
noticeably string beans, have been cut to 
the ground. 

Between Sacramento and the town of 
Folsom the orchards on the lowlands have 
been materially damaged, the atiricot- 
growers, as in other localities, being the 
heaviest l.i~ers. On the high lands lying 
iwck from the river the loss is merely nomi- 
nal, and Tinyardists claim that the frost 
has been to their interests, as it has driven 
the sap back into the roots of the vines 
and hindered the buds of the fruit spur.s 
from burstiii!.' into leaf, to be nipped and 
destroyed by lii'avier frosts, which are ex- 
pected by local weather prophets later in 
the season.

PORT TOW!. SEND. Wash., March 14.— 
Captain Charles A. Peterson of the British 
bark Darra, which sailed from Puget Sound 

for Sydney last ,\u£rust, and is now at 
Shanghai, has .-enl t!ie following letter to 
the Branch Hydrographic Office here: 

On the :tO:h of December last, wliile iiiy ves- 
sel wa.s in latitude 40 north, longitude lt>3.50 
east, the men working in the rigging reported 
reefs to the westward. 1 went up with srla-sses 
and found for about eight miles the water wa.s 
milk while, with detaclied patches at tlie north 
end, with a clear blue water between them. 
The ship was lying in a dead calm, with aglassy 
sea. 

-Vt noon the reef was clearly visible, and at 2 
p. M. it j.H'sed, traveling at the rntc ot one and 
a half to three miles per hour, rushing past the 
sliip as if she was lying moored broadside on 
in a string tide. 

The sea was covered with a belt of wlilte, 
trali'iuii loaiii. a mile ami a quarter rjrtiad. und 
in it were all kinds of rubbish from the shore, 
such as bark of trees and cocoanut husks. 

All kinds of deep water fish, as well as four 
distinct sorts of fisb found in the silftllow 
water or on tke reels, were playing arounrt liin 
ship, while the reef, or wliiitever it was, passed 
by us, 

.\t o V. M. the foam belt was out of sight to 
the eastward. I write fully on this, as it proves 
how easy a man might report false danger. 
Had I had a breeze before noon and sailed away 
from it, I would certainly have thought a reef 
existed. As you will see by my meteorological 
log, I had no current for that twenty-four hours.

WASHINGTON, March 14.— CoUis P. 
Huntington bad an interview with the Seo- 
letary of the Interior to-day regarding the 
interests of the Pacific railroads respecting 
the report that the Serretary intends to is 
sue an order direotinp that no more 
patents for land is5iie to the Union and 
Central Faci&c roads until there has been a 
settlement of the indebtedness of these 
companies. 

Huntington represented to the Becre- 
tary that the lands had all been earned in 
time, and in many cases they ha<l been 
transferred to persons who had occupied 
them for ten to twenty years. He also 
.'aid that the nnii | ,i:iif s were not seeking 
j-atents in iti^tani fv where ilie roads had 
not disposed (if the hi:;'!s. a^ itii-y became 
taxable as soon as patents issued. States 
and ooontieB in which lands were situated 
were more interested in securing patents, 
as they became entitled to taxes as soon as 
the patents were passed. Further than this 
the companies desired to dispose of lands 
to secure money to meet payments now 
about due. 

Huntington thonpht it would binder the 
company from securing money on the 
lands if such an order had been issued, 
and he represented that nothing ought to 
be done by the Government to prevent the 
company from raising funds. 

Huntington, however, did not consider 
this of so much importance as he did the 
question of settlement for tlie racitic 
roads debt, and lie believed li-.e rt(Mi;i- 
mendations made by the Secretary of :'ic 
Interior would have great weiylit in ihf 
next Uongress. He insisted that before 
U87 the Government must act or it would 
lose heavily. 

Himtington ex|iressed the hope that the 
reports of the Secretary and Commiarioner 
of Railroads would elaborate on the sub- 
ject of the indebtedness and device a just 
and eijnitable plan of settlement. 

Kepresentative Caminetti delays his re- 
turn to California in order that he may 
watch Huntington's work before the Land 
Department. Caminetti is strongly pro- 
testing against the further issuance of 
patents to the Southern Pacific, and Hunt- 
ington is bringing all his influence to bear 
to have the patents rushed through. He 
has employed several attorneys.

Teller of Colorado takes a hopeful view of 
the possible action of the proposed inter- 
national monetary conference. He believes 
a bimetallic standard will be adopted. 
He bases his belief on the theory that 
Germany will fall into line with France, 
the I'liited States and the other silver- 
using nations and force the res\ilt. 
Hitherto every step toward an inirr- 
national understanding has been blocked 
by the attitude of Germany. .\t all pre- 
vious conferences the German delegates 
have insisted that their Government was 
satisfied with the present system and 
would not consider the probability of a 
change. Now, however, the Senator savs, 
a change has come over the spirit of Ger- 
many, and he believes that she will be will- 
ing to take steps independently of Great 
Britain. Great Britain will never consent 
to bimetallism for herself, but she may 
consent to reopen the mints of India and 
jMWsibly keep a part of the reserve in the 
Bank of England in sliver. That would 
be a decided advance toward bimetallism. 



TANGIEBS, March 14.— A Moorish 
steamer has gone in search of the missing 
Spanish cruiser Reina Regente in the hope 
that she had taken refuge in some Moorish 
port havinL' no telegraphic communica- 
tion with tins c ity. As time pas>es and 
no news is received a belief that the war- 
ship has foundered with all hands grows 
stronger. 

MADRID, March 14.— The Government 
was questioned to-day in the Chamber of 
Deputies as to the information it had re- 
garding the Reina Regente. In reply to 
the question, the Prime Minister said that 
telegrams announcing the wreck of vessels 
at various places along the coast had been 
received, and that though the Govern- 
ment had no positive news regarding the 
Reina Regente beyond the fact that she 
had sailed from Tangiers, he feared the 
vessel had been lost. 

The belief is hourly growing stronger 
th:\- the vessel will never again be heard 
f- . .iiid has created a feeling of conster- 
n throu^-'hout the country. In Cadiz

G. Shi ] ard, chief of the revenue service 
of the Treasury Department, died here to- 
day from pneumonia. Captain Shepard 
was stricken with a congestive chill while 
•t work on the 5th inst., and has been con- 
fined to his bed ever since. His illness is 
attributed to his efforts to secure legisla- 
tion for the benefit of the superannuated 
ofTicers of the service. He leaves a widow 
and two children. 

The captain was one of the oldest and 
most efficient officers in the revenue cut- 
ter service. A native of Ma-sachusetts, he 
was appointed a third lieuu ijiiut in 
was promoted to second lieutenant in 1889, 
first lieutenant in 1870 and a captain in 
1878. In December, 1839, Secretary Win- 
dom detailed him as chief of the Revenue 
Marine Division, an office previously held 
by civilians only, and he served there con- 
tinuously ever since. 

Captain Shepard saw much hard active 
service and had an cm cidionally tine 
record. Trior to his transfer to Washing- 
ton he commanded the revenue cutter 
Bear and made several cruitcs in Bering 
8m and Northern A Isskan waters to carry 
out the poliey of the Govisrnment to pre- 
TMtt illicit MsUng. He was very well 
known and hi ghly wteemed .

nations unless Congress comes to the rescue. 

.\s it stands now, owing to the limita- 
tions placed upon the Federal power by 
the statute, the Government finds itself 
powerless to protect foreign citizens whom 
the United States is under solemn treaty 
obligation to protect. I'udcr this peculiar 
condition the National Government can 
only look to the State to extend protection, 
and if this is denied or the measure of pro- 
tection is inadequate it cannot interfere. 

Wean while the State itself is wholly free 
from any responsibility to the foreign 
powers with which the TTnited States has 
enttred into treaty relations, and these 
powers are prohibited from remonstrating 
with the offendinsr State government. 
They can look for rfdrcss only to the help- 
less National Government. So it is within 
the power of any erraiii' ' :ior or weak. 
Mayor, or incompetent Chief ot Police, in 
any city to force an issue that can be 
decided only by war, and the fate of the 
nation may depend on the conduct of snch 
oflicials. 

This matter was brought to the attention 
of Congress by President Harrison at the 
instance of the late Secretary Rlaine after 
the adjustment of the trouble that threat- 
ened war with Italy as the result of the 
killing of Italians in New Orleans, but no 
action was taken to carry out the sugges- 
tion, probably owing to the fact that the 
necessary legislation might be regarded as 
an infringement upon the old States' rights 
theory. 

It is very probable, however, that Presi- 
dent Cleveland will feel olijii;od to 
again call attention to the subject at 
the meeting of the next Congrej-s and 
point out how in the absence of such 
legislation he is obliged to appeal to Con- 
gress to pay ont of money raised by the 
whole people large sums of money for in- 
demnity for outrages committed by a dis- 
orderly element in small places. Justwhat 
shape the proposed legislation will take 
cannot now be iletined, but the prevailing 
iiioa will bo to make it the business of the 
United .'States courts in all parts of the 
country to protect foreigners in the X'nitcd 
States; first, through court deputies, and 
if that is not sufficient to protect them 
through the troops of the National Gov- 
ernment, and to do this without delay in 
all cases. This would require an amend- 
ment of the posse comitatus law, passed 
with the express purjiose to prevent the 
use of troop-^ at elections, but proven to be 
of much widiT s<"!«- than was intended, 
and would otherwise hurt the sensibilities 
of the strict constructionists of the States' 
rights theory, but as between this and the 
ever present danger of becoming involved 
in a foreign war withont a reasonable or 
just cause, it is asserted that CJongreaa will 
not hesitate to declare for the law.

TAMPA, Fla., Man h 14.-An officer of 
the late revolutionary party arrived from 
Cuba to-night by the steamship Olivette. 
Through Colonel Tiraredo the Associated 
Press reporter was informed that a con- 
stitutional convention of Cuban patriots 
has been held in Los Negris and a pro- 
visional government formed. 

General Maximus Gomez was appointed 
commander-in-chief of the insurgent army. 
Jose Marti isdeputy envoy to obtain from 
foreign countries recognition of the in- 
surgents as belligerents. As soon as prac- 
ticable there will be licld at Guaymas in 
Puerto Principe province an assembly to 
organise a provisional government, when 
a president and four secretaries, one for 
each of the states, according to the divi- 
sion in the former revolution by the Cuban 
Government, will be chosen. 

The states are to be Orocento, or Eastern 
Camayaguay, Los Villas and Occident, or 
Western Camayaguay. They will also adopt 
a constitution and a chamber of deputies 
or congress, selected at the point that was 
chosen in the late rebellion. 

At their recent organization a proclama- 
tion was issued and sent to the Spanish 
chief and soldiers saying that the move- 
ment was not made against them, but 
against the Government, and that the 
property of all private individuals would 
be respected. A declaration of inde- 
pendence was also issued. 

In the recent battle the insurgents were 
led by Macceo. The Tceiment of Isabella 
Caiolica, in charge of a colonel of the 
Spanish army, was cat in two and fiOO 
Spaniards killed. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., March 14. -Under in- 
structions from the Costa Rican Govern- 
ment the British steamship Elliott, which 
cleared for a Costa lUcan i^ort, has been 
searched for arms ami ammunition, being 
suspected of having been engaged by 
Cubans for that service, although cleared 
for Costa Rica. 

The crew of the vessel, which has been 
lying in this port three months unchar- 
tered, say the captain informs them that 
he cannot tell them yet where they are 
going. Large boxes weighing 1700 pounds 
each arrived from New York to-day and 
have been placed about thirty feet from 
where the steam y.acht Pedro Pablo is 
lying.

WASHINGTON, March 14.— The De- 
partment of State i> moving with deliber- 
ation in making up its case against the 
Spanish Government based on the firing 
by a Spanish cruiser at the American 
steamship Allianca, holding that in mat- 
ters of such moment it is absolutely essen- 
tial that our Government should be in pos- 
session of the exact facts so as to avoid the 
humiliation of retraction through making 
a demand that ooold not ba sustained by 
the evidence. 

So far no reply has been received at the 
dejiartment in response to the request 
made upon Captain Grossman of the Alli- 
anca for further particulars of the incident. 
In the meantime the officials are industri- 
ously looking up precedents for their guid- 
ance and Mr. Uhl, who is still acting Sec- 
retary of State during the continued ill- 
ness of Secretary Gresham, is in frequent 
consultation with his superior at his rooms 
in his hotel. 

One of the precedents which has been 
unearthed and brought to the attention of 
the acting Secretary as having a direct 
bearing on the Allianca incident was found 
in the proceedings of the Alabama Claims 
Commission. In one of the decisions an- 
nounced by Judge Fitch, the court held 
there n as no authority for the stoppage or 
detention of a mail steamer which is pur- 
suing her usual route, even if that route 
lay at places within the three - mile 
shore limit and so within the jurisdiction 
of the power seeking to stop the ship. 

If this is held to be sound doctrine, then, 
of course, the Spanish Government will 
make reparations for the action of Its 
cruiser, even should it appear that the 
.Mlianca was within three miles of Cape 
Maysi, as the Spanish Minister here be- 
lieves. 

On the other hand, if this decision is not 
in effect then what is known as the head- 
land theory of jurisdiction will probably 
play an important part in the adjustment 
of tb^ matter. According to the conten- 
tion of Great Britain in the Fortune Bay 
fisheries case, in which the TTnited States 
has acquiesced, the line of marine jurisdic- 
tion is drawn tbree miles from a line run- 
ning across from headland to headland in 
the case of a bay or depression in the gen- 
eral coast line. The Spanish authorities 
evidently take the position at this time, in 
the absence of exact advices, that the Alli- 
anca was within such a line, and so within 
their jurisdiction, although the ship may 
have been actually more than three miles 
from the nearest shore. 

Probably based on the Alabama decision 
above referred to a rumor was in circula- 
tion to-day to the effect that the State De- 
partment has sentasinister warning to the 
Spanish Government to the effepttbata 
declaration of war would follow' a repeti- 
tion of the Allianca affair. 

Acting Secretary Uhl this afternoon said 
that be bad no further information to give 
to the press than he had already given out 
and, taking their cue from him, the other 
officials of the State Department declined 
to say anything about the matter. But 
from the fact that no intimation of any 
such precipitate action in the absence of a 
knowledge of the facts has been communi- 
cated to the Spanish Minister here. Which 
would certainly be the case if the usual 
diplomatic amenities were observed, even 
if such a message had been sent to the 
Spanish Government directly through 
United States Minister Taylor at Madrid, 
the story failed to find much credence. 

Senor Murga, the Spanish Minister, has 
not as yet received word from Cuba as to 
the gunboat which fired on the Alliance, 
nor does he know the name of the warship. 
The delay is due to the fact that the gun- 
boat is cruising oB the eastern coast of 
Cuba, 400 miles from Havana.

Vnele Sam Sends a Very Pointed H'am-

CHICAGO, March 14.— A special to the 
Journal from Washington says: This firing 
on American vessels bound to and from 
South Atlantic ports must cease. The 
Allianca incident must not be repeated. 
It matters not whether Captain Grossman 
was within or withont a league's distance 
from the shore. He was in the regular 
route of vessels passing between the TTnited 
States and southern ports. It is a recog- 
nized thoroughfare and must be respected 
by Spain as such as far as ships flying the 
stars and stripes are concerned. 

The message embracing the sense of the 
above, by the direction of Secretary Ores- 
ham, was to-day cabled to Minister Taylor 
at Madrid. 

NEW YORK, March 14.— A special dis- 
patch from Colon to the World says: The 
Colombian line steamship .\llianca, which 
was fired upon by a Spanish war vessel 
off the eastern coast of Cuba on March 
8, took no war materials from here when 
she sailed on March 6. Her 1700 tons of 
general freight and 200 tons of bananas 
quite filled her. Cubans here siiy.that the 
Allianca was fired upon because of the 
belief she was a filibuster. They say it is 
an old Spanish custom to fire npon any 
suspected vessel. 

It is reported that two schooners flyinc 
the American flag and carrying arms are 
wandering between here and Yucatan. 
Cuban patriots here and in neighboring 
countries are anxious to return to Cuba. 

A special dispatch to the World from 
Havana, signed by the editor of La Lncha, 
says: No olBeial report of the alleged firing 
npon a merchantman flying the American 
flag by a Spanish war vessel has been 
made here. It is thought that since the 
Cuban coast is being watched by Spanish 
naval vessels one of them fired upon a sus- 
picious vessel which did not obey itsrignal 

to stop.

Captain Croasman of the Allianca to- 
night mailed an affidavit to Secretary of 
State Oresham to Washington legudtng 
the firing on the Allianca. He stetM in 
brief that his vessel at the time of the 
firing was four miles from the coast of 
Cuba. He said lie had saluted the Spanish 
craft and proceeded on his way. 

"About live minutes or possibly less," 
continued he, "after the salate 1 heard a 
gun fired and tnmed to see what it meant. 
Mr. Kitsaell reported that the Spaniard had 
fired a blank cartridge. As it was on 
the high seas I did not intend to 
stop, so he eonld fire away, which 
he did — another blank shot abotit three or 
four minutes after tlie first and shortly 
afterward at intervals of a few minutes 
three more guns with solid shot were tired 
at us. All fell short, two off the port 
qoarter and the last astern of the star- 
hoard quarter, striking the water about a 
quarter of a mile distant. 

"The Spaniard, after liring the first gun. 
altered his course again. He was heading 
dirpc'i'y for us. We were gaining on 
him, and at 8:30 K. m. he was fullj" five 
miles astern and I saw that the gunboat 
was heading to the west, apparently giving 
up the chase. 

"Then we were fully three miles ahead 
of the Spaniard. Signals were flying from 
her, but we were fkr off and too mneh in 
line to make them out. We were from 
nine to ten miles oft the coast at the time 
the first gun was fired, and at no time 
were we within four miles of the shore. 
After that our course took us directly oB 
thobmd."

The entire 
force numbered something over ViOO men, 
commanded by Brigadier-General Bar- 
tand, under the snperrision pf Major-Gen- 
eral John Glynn Jr. The men were in 
full service uniform with cartridge belts 
filled with u^Iy looking missiles. At the 
ji'iiiu wlicr'- the greatest danger was ap- 
preheiidcd Hotrhkiss and Gatiiiis; guns 
were unlimnf-rpd in sin h tK'^ition as they 
could be quickly trained up or down the 
wharves on bdvancing mobs. 

The headquarters of the screwmen at the

SAMOA, Feb. 27.— Matters political re- 
main in a somewhat similar condition to 
what they were when the last steamer left 

During the teniiiorary absence of Chief 
Justice Iile the President, who was acting 
as Chief Justice, liehaved in such a manner 
as to destroy what vestige of respect re- 
mained for foreign institutions, and Ide, 
who returned on January 31, has caused 
great dissatisfaction by appearing to in- 
dorse the illegal and vindictive acts of his 
locum tenens. 

Of one thing there can be no doubt, this 
group of islands was never in so unsatis- 
factory a condition, and when the unpreju- 
diced observer reflects that this condition 
has been solely brought about by the incom- 
petency of the orticials who wei-e api)ointed 
by the treaty powers (i. e., the United 
States, Great Britain and Germany), one 
can understand the anger of local residents 
when they see the country in political tur- 
moil and everything in the semblance of 
business swept— it is to be hoped tempo- 
rarily— out of existence. 

The German-firm of Frings & Co., which 
was brought into unpleasant notoriety 
through importine and selling to the 
rebels rifles and ammunition, is insolvent, 
and a receiver ^nd trustee have been ap- 
pointed. A large number of local trades- 
men are affected by this bankruptcy, 
which has been brought about by negli- 
gence. 

A bank is about to be opened here— a 
branch of a British institution— which will 

prove an immense boom. 

The dengue fever, which has been the 
prevailing epidemic here for the last three 
months, has now almost left. .V large 
number of deaths have resulted from its 
effects. 

The rebel party are at present congre- 
gated in Aans and are discussing as to the 
advisability of attacking the Government, 
the supporters of which are now so de- 
pleted, owing to the suicidal policy which 
has lieen pursued by the treaty officials, 
that unless the powers intervene the rebels 
will obtain an easy victory. 

The municipal elections which took 
place on the 5th inst. were bitterly con- 
tested on purely national lines, the Ger- 
mans opposing the Britishers and Ameri- 
cans and vice versa. The result was an 
equal division of honors, three Britishers 
and three Germans receiving the suffrages 
of the voters. 

A scandalous rumor has been promul- 
gated here implicating the late Robert 
Lonis Stevenson and his family with the 
importation of guns and ammunition. 
The captain and agent of the United States 
schooner Equator were also imnlicated. 
The author of the scandal has been ar- 
rested and is now awaiting trial. 

The iiritish warship 'Wailaroon is the 
only warship in port at present. The Bus- 
sard (German) is soon ex| f'r;iw|. 

The Samoan King and Government have 
impeached Herr Schmidt, the President, 
and have sent a petition to the powers 
praying for his recall. The words of the 
petition f'lrm a very strong indictment, 
and President Schmidt will have much 
difficulty in disproving the Charges which 
have been made. 

Several of the members of the London 
Missionary Society have taken their depart- 
ure from Samoa, and ao far their places 
have not been filled. 

A new German Consnt-General In the 
person of Herr Schmidt-Lede, who has 
for some time filled tiiat position in Yoko- 
hama, arrived by the Alameda to relieve 
Consul Biermann.

PUEBLO. Colo., March 14.— A warm 
wind at Walsenburg this morning melted 
the snow of yesterday very rapidly and 
dried the earth, so that this afternoon 
searching parties set out again to hunt for 
tbe bodies of the two Italians killed by the 
mob Tuesday night, bnt no trace has as yet 
been found. 

Quiet has reigned all day, but the ex- 
treme close-mouthedness that has charac- 
terized everybody in Walsenburg and 
Rotlse since the mob did its fatal work 
still continues. There is nn doubt but that 
a very considerable numlier of jieople 
know thoroughly well who did the killing, 
but they know too well. 

Walsenburg has tor years Ijecn a rather 
hard town, with an element that occasion- 
ally shows its teeth and uses its guns. 
These men are of more or less prominence 
or notoriety, and as it is believed that they 
did the work no one dares to say so or 
acknowledge any cognizance of the partici- 
pants for fear of being himself used as a 
target. 

The notorious P.oh Ford, slayer of Jesse 
James, ran a danceliall— ami the town of 
Walsenburg— for several years. Six of his

Walsenburg is a' hamlet of bnt 1000 
people with coal mines and miners at her 
doors on every side, and the turbulent 
element is therefore large, and especially 
since the strike of last summer, after which 
many miners who were steady men and 
had accumulated some property moved 
away.

WALSENBI'RC, Tolo., March 14. -No 
arrests have been made in consequence of 
the lynching of the murderers nf A.J. 

The bodies of two missing Italians 
were not found. Opinion is divided as to 
whether they escaped or were killed. Citi- 
zens generally censure the shooting of the 
prisoners, especially the wounded man, 
who frave himself up. It is not known 
whether liny of the Italians who were 
lynched were American citizens. The 
Italians here do not talk of retaliation 
though the feeling among them is intense.

ROME, Mareh M.— It ia semi-officially 
announced that a' dispatch from Wash- 
ington has been received by the Govern- 
ment saying that on the receipt of yester- 
day's first news of the killing of several 
Italians in Colorado the Italian Embas- 
sador addressed a note to the Federal Gov. 
eminent on the matter, and also tele- 
graphed the Italian Consul at Denver for 
information. The Federal Government, in 
response to the inquiry of the Embassador, 
said that it was not in possession of the 
facts in regard to the murders; but the 
Consul telegraphed to the Embassador 
confirming a rejiorl that six Italians had 
been killed in confcquence of the murder 
of a saloon-keeper. As it was unknown 
whether the murdered Italians were 
naturalized Americans, the Embassador 
charged the Consul to inquire into the 
matter of their citizenship. Meanwhile, 
the Governor of Colorado telegraphed the 
Embassador that he bad sent troops to 
protect tbe Italians near the scene of the 
trouble. 

The dispatch received here added that 
the United States autliorities displayed a 
most conciliatory disji.i-ition, and, in pur- 
suance of the Embassador's request, ex- 
pressed their intention of obtaining an 
exact account of the incident and the 
causes of it, and to take whatever meas- 
ures were required. •

Georgia Ladies Withdrav/ From 
THE Federation of. 
Press Clubs. 



They Object to Associating 
Wth Negro Women as 
Equals. 



ATLANTA, Ga., Mareh 14.— The Georgia 
Women's Press Club will withdraw its 
membership from the General Federation 

of Women's Clubs, for the reason that the 
federation has just admitted into its mem- 
bership three clubs made np of negro 
women. This wa.s decided by the govern- 
ing board of the club, which held a meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon at the Caj.ital Fe- 
male College. The board was composed of 
Miss Beck, president. Miss Corrine Stocker, 
Miss Ellen Dortch, Miss Rosa Woodberry, 
Mrs. William King, Miss A. P. Penn and 
Mrs. Bascom Maybrick. 

The club when it was organized was 
asked to join this federation, which it did. 
It was one of the first of the Southern 
women's clubs to take this action, and it 
will the first to withdraw from it. The 
withdrawal was caused by the admission 
within the last few weeks of three negro 
press clubs from the States of Indiana and 
Illinois. 

Miss Beck opened up correspondence 
'with the offlcers of the federation. She 
maintains that the raembereof the Georgia 
Wome n's Press Club were not ready yet to 
belong to a club that admitted negroes as 
their social equals. The .Northern women 
maintained that it was not admitting them 
as social erinals, hut only a.s fellow-work- 
ers. A spirited correspondence has fol- 
lowed between the sections, the Southern 
women claiming that while they were glad 
to see the negroes advancing they could 
not afford to associate with them and ad- 
mit them as equals in the same clubs.

I7is«0m/«rtaUe Feeling Spreading 
Over the Market. 

NEW TORK, March 14.-The Iron Age 
to-day will say: An uncomfortable feel- 
ing is spreading over the 'weak market 
for Bessemer pig iron in the Central West. 
Heavy purehases of recent date have not 
had a lasting effect. It appears that a 
number of consumers are not taking their 
iron as fast as it was contracted for. 

Steel is dull and is easier, although it is 
somewhat ditFicult to locate prices ex- 
actly. The only transaction of magnitude 
reported ia the sale by a Western Pennsyl- 
viania works to an Eastern Pennsylvania 
pU6e miU of 6000 tons of aUbs at |17, deliv- 
ered. The steel-Tail trade is somewhat agi- 
tated over an order of 10,000 tons and 
upward from the Pacific Coast, the new 
road from San Francisco south being in 
the market. The interest grows chiefly 
out of the fact that there will be a sharp 
struggle between the .\merican and Kng- 
lish mills, the iatter having a very de- 
cided advahtage in freights. 

Aside from a few moderate orders for 
plates taken by Pittsburg and the initial 
Boston rapid transit order taken by Har- 
risburg, only a small tonnage has been 
placed in finished iron and steel. To the 
impatient minds the long promised rash 
of work is coming out only too alewly. A

Daily Ddrino Two Months 
Last Year. 



Thp first Government work done on 
HuraboUii harbor was the completion, in 
1SS4. of the project for drcdpiii;: the chan- 
nels In thf hixy, on wliicli yicj.Wl S.'i was 
spent, says the IIumboMt Times of the 3d 
inst. 

The project of improving the entrance 
byobtainiugand maintaining deeperwater 
on the bar was adopted in 1882. The south 
jetty only was contemplated at that time, 
but on December 11, 1S90, the board of en- 
gineers met in Eureka, and after a study of 
the situation moilitied the existing project 
so as to include jettips from both soils. 

The ftrst contra.n was U-t t.i the" Ameri- 
can Bridge and Building Company in De- 
cember, 1888. Thi.s contract was annulled 
and the work stopped October 31, 1890, 
through the failure of the contractor to 
complete bat little more than one-baU the 
work, although his time was extended 
from Decemoer 31, 1889. to October 21. 1890. 
Vv to this time 2767 feet of the south jetty 
had been completed and '{5,943 tons of roek 
dum)>ed, raisinp the jetty to the level of 
high water for 900 feci. 

On February 7, 1891. the contrnct for con- 
tinuing the work was let tu .^::r : ~ ■:i & 
Brown, who commenced work in May of 
that year. By June 30. 1891, they had 
raised the south Jetty to a high-water 
plane 900 feet, matiii'.; l>i'''0 feet of com- 
pleted jetty. Witli tlie bejinnin^' of their 
work in ilay the north spi; oi>mmonceil to 
■wash away, and by .Tunt- M ahuut U'Xi feet 
had gone, w lien the engineers deterniiued 
to transfer operations from tiie south spit 
to the north. The contract of Simpson & 
Brown closed in December, 1891, by whicii 
time the north sliore was protected by a 
jetty 1480 feet lonj;. The cost of jetty work 
up to this time was $i9S,2;« 67. 

No work was done in 1892 on account of 
lack of su:':. ;, i,t funds, but by act oi Con- 
gress d.iti d .luly i ;. yioO.OLH.t was ap- 
propriated and the project placed under 
the continuous contract system. March .S. 
1898, there was an appropriation of $!l'^±.',00i3, 
which, with the previous appropriation 
and 'toe $17S.ihh1 uf unexpended balance 
nnder the previous contract, made an 
aTailable fund of $700,000 when J. C. Bull 
Jr. commenced operations April 1, 1893. 
By June 30, the enrt of tl,e li.cal vear of 
1893, Mr. Bull had exi ^ nded $tO,.M7"i;4. 

The report of t!ie engineers for the fiscal 
year 18P3 says: "The amount of monev 
now available fur the work is JtWH,,^. The 
existing contract re<4uire3 that $175,000 
worth of work be completed at the end of 
the present workine sea.son, and the sun- 
dry civil net of Marcii 3, 1^93, which appro- 
priated fjJ2.lJO0, re<juire.i that not more 
liiaii three-quarters of this amount, viz.:

It is interesting to note in this connection 
that the present contractor has put in more 
than double the quantitv of rock during 
the two years of his contract that the 
other contractors did in three years. 

Of coarse the brush mats and trestle are 
a necessary part of the contractor's work, 
bat it is the rock that makes the jetty. 
The handling of a contract of this maffni- 
tude is no small matter, and rcpiires pe- 
culiar executive ability. For the season's 
work of 1894 the contractor secured as su- 
perintendent \V. E. Dennison of San Fran- 
cisco, who systematized the work so that it 
was conducted in a successful and satisfac- 
tory manner to all concerned. By iayinjr 
a cable across the bay near Fairhiiven all 
principal points connected with the jetty 
improvements were j.laced in telephonic 
connection with the Eureka office. An 
electric light plant at the quarry was an- 
other improvement that was of great value 
in moving rock. Numerous other systems 
were adopted by Mr. Dennison that offered 
an oj'jiortunity to work the plant to its 
best advantage and full capacity. Mr. 
Dennisbn will be in charge of the work this 
season also, and nnder nis able manage- 
ment the largest season's work yet accom- 
plished will result. 

In August and September of last Tear an 
average of 1000 tons of rock a day was 
damped and; this has never been equaled 
in a Government contract, even at the 
Columbia Kiver jetty, where the Govern- 
ment is doing the work. The method 
adopted by the engineer here in putting 
down first a brush mat is no experiment, 
but the resulj of actual eiiierience on the 
Columbia River jetty, which extends 
through shifting sands over four miles out 
into the ocean. Before the brush was re- 
sorted to it was found impossible to make 
a permanent foundation of rock, for the 
reason tliat liie action of the waves would 
wash the sand from under the rocks so that 
they would be continually settling, it was 
found that this was not the case with the 
mats, for the sand would fill in all through 
the mat and make it apart of the spit. 
Wherever a mat has been sunk and prop- 
arly ballasted it stays, and years of 
experience on difierent jetties have demon- 
strated to the engineers that when the 
ietly is built up to hi^h-water mark there 
IS no appreciable settlinir. Of course the 
shifting of a channel will sometimes make 
very deep water alongside the jetty and 
threaten to undermine it. This has been 
the ease with our jtttx, bat experience 
elsewhere has taneht the en^neers that 
spur-jetties and a revetment oi small rock 
will afford ample protection and avert ^iie 
danger. This work has been done on both 
our north Mid south jetties during the 
past season, and what appears to persons 
who have no knowledge of the woiT; as a 
damage to the jetty is. as a matter of fact, 
the protection work of the Government. 
The presence ..f lirnsh scattered here and 
thereon the beach is easily accounted for 
when it is known that every bundle is in- 
spected by a GoTemment officer and is 
thrown overboard if not up to specilica- 
tions; and the further fact that once in a 
while the contractors lose a mat by being 
compelled w cut it atlrift. 

The engineers' department has a corps 
of officers here duriui; the working season 
who inspect all material, make soundings 
and exatniiie the Work, making daily re- 
ports thereof. 

The permanent improvement of the bar 
is no longer a question.

Dr. A. C. Baker, brother of Colonel B. D. 
Baker, who was killed at Balls Bluff dar^ 
ing the civil war, died in Barry, III., yes- 
terday. He was the last of his family, 
his sister, Mrs. T. F. Jerome, mother of E.

The doctor was a surgeon of eminent 
ability, well known througtiout the State 
of Illinois, and his loss will be severely 
felt by those in and about his place of 
residence, as he was a true philanthropist, 
always ready to attend the sick and the 
poor without pay or liope of reward. Dur- 
ing the war he served for four years as 
surgeon in his brother's regiment. He was 
an old man of 83, but was not afraid to 
look death in the face, as the following let- 
ter to his nephew, SpecialDepu^ Collector 
Jerome, will show: 

My Dear Nephew: I am truly glad to hear 
that yon are wea 1 wrote yon a short note, in 
which I intimated that In a few months vt>u 
would have no old oncle. I will explain: 
About the Itt of October I felt a lump at the 
root of my tongue. I went down to St. LouU 
and called nn Dr. Mndd, an old friend and an 
eminent surgeon.

To be educated in a convent and tlicn to 
be thrown into the dregs of society lieyoiid 
even the color line was the singular fate of 
15-year-old Sarah Smith, who was yester- 
day taken into the ctistody of the Society 
lor the Prevention of Cruelty to Children. 

Sarah's mother, a handsome woman of 
32, was arrested at tlie same time in a 
lodging-house near Broadway ami Kearny 
street. ,Slic belongs, it appears, to the 
■V'asquez family of Santa Cniz. and it was 
there she man ie<i ,lohn Uenry Smith. 

A few years after the marriage Smith 
was sent to San (Juentin for burglary and 
his wife lost her love for him. &rah was 
taken care of by her grandmother, Mrs. 
(l«roniino 'V'as.iuei, and was educateil by 
the Sisters of the Holy Cross at Sant.a Cruz. 

Mrs. IJelle Smith, the child's mother, 
had drifted in the meantime to Ban Fran- 
cisco and had become a dive waitress. 
Sometime aeo S.arah xfcw tired of living 
with her grandmother and went home to 
her mother. It was the sort of home that 
parent provideii that caused the Society 
j lor the Prevention of Cruelty to interfere.

Hunters" is a bronze statue more than 
nine feet in heiffht, and as a piece of strong 
work has received strong commendation 
at the Paris Salon, the Columbian Exposi- 
tion and the Palace of Fine Arts in Chi- 
cago. It is now ia Berkeley, and Superin- 
tendent 'Wilkinson of the Deaf and Dumb 
Asylum is most anxious that the work be 
kept tliere as an cvidenceof what a man 
robbed by nature of the senses of sf*ecli 
and hearing may do as an exjiositor of all 
that is best and strongest in art. 

There will be a bill iniroduci'd in the 
Legislature asking for an apjirupriation of 
JIO.OOO for the purchase of this statue and 
a!-king also that it be retained hv the H.-r- 
keley asvlum grounds, lu siieaking of the 
statue Mr. Wilkinson said, "A.8 proof of 
what a deaf-mute may do, Mr. Tilden's 
'Bear Hunters' stands without a single 
rival in the world. As a peiee of sculpture, 
barring none, it is worthy of and lias re- 
ceived compliments from all the art critics 
of the world. That this State should let so 
unusual and so valuable work of sculp- 
tural art pass from its hands, oven to pri- 
vate house ownership, i- to admit that all 
chance for the estal.ili-hinent of an art 
gallery in the State and by State represen- 
tation, is to be given lip because Califor- 
uians refuse to encourage California art. 
Unless this class of work is fostered by the 
State that gives it birth it would be as well 
to give up the idea that California has an 
art entity of its own." 

Even failing the passage of the bill an 
attempt will be made to secure the statue 
to the deaf and dnmb asylum 1^ private 
subscription. 

Should this also fail the statne will, in all 
likelihood, go East, where it has already 
been viewed, and, wliile not t. resented for 
sale, very warmly commemjed. Mr. Til- 
den's early work is not new to San Fran- 
ciscans. His "The National Game," "The 
Tired Boxer" and "The Youne Acrobat" 
are already known to the habitues of 
< i"lden ( iate Park and the members of the 
Bohemian Club of this city. 

The picture presented is the first ever 
reproduced in this city from the completed 
statue, and shows with completeness the 
line and action of the work that has made 
for itself a place in modern sculptural his- 
tory. This is one chance that ( 'alifornia 
has to prove that she is not unmindful of the 
claims of native genius. Should the work 
go East or to Europe, as it is almost sure 
to do, failing of appreciation here, then 
the art critics of the East would have a 
perfi i t right to howl and declare San 
Francisco to be "jay" in art, if not in 
eveiytliing else.

OPPOSED TO PUBLIC POLICY. 



A Ca^e of a Lost Will Tn/ir Indi- 
cates THE Line o>? 
Battue. f 

They have been having a lost will case 
up in the State of Washington, which has 
just been decided by the Sujireme Court 
there, and the lawyers in the Fair will con- 
troversy have been reading its dry periods 
with more absorbing interest than the 
average small boy displays over the stacca- 
tocd sentences of Dick Dead Eye. 

It presents many of the difficulties that 
attend the case now before Judge Slack. 

Tlie w ill in question was that of Daniel 
S. Harris, who died at Los Angeles, in 
August, IHtMi, leaving an estate in the city 
of Fairhaven, Wasii. He left a will dated 
April 6, 1871, attested by two witnesses. 
The will was lost and a copy was presented 
ill lieu of it by the legatee, Benjamin F. 
Harris. The strength of his position in 
face of the loss of the will was that it had 
been recorded long before in the Recorder's 
oitice of the county where it was filed, as a 
precaution taken by the testator against 
the loss or theft of the document. 

But the next of kin and heirs at law of 
the deceased demurred and opposed the 
proceeding. The will was sustained in the 
lower court, but the Supreme Court over- 
threw It, or, at least, reversed the judg- 
ment of the lower court on the material 
points which the attorneys for Charles L. 
Fair are depending upon in their contest- 
ing contention : ttiat is. the proving of the 
provisions in the lost will. In the Wash- 
ington case the lower court is reversed with 
this terse statement: 

"Th'j provisions of the will were not 
proved, as required by law." 

"The Legislature of this State has said 
that no will shall be allowed to be proved 
as a lost will unless its provisions shall be 
clearly and distinctly proved by at least 
two credible witnesses.' It says: "This 
language is mandatory andacannot be dig- 
reearded by the courts." 

The law :of 'Washington is the law of 
California, as the codo of this State was 
adopted almost entire by Washington. In 
the case referred to there was but one liv- 
ing witness who, according to the evidence, 
ever saw the will and he never saw it after 
he sij..ned it as a witness, and he diii not 
read it at the time and had no knowledge 
of its contents, e.vcept what he learned in 
conver-sation with the decedent and from 
an examination of the recorded will. The 
opinion of the court continues thus: 

"There is absolutely no proof of the pro- 
visions of the will, e.^cept the declarations 
of the decedent, if we exclude the alleged 
record from our consideration, as we are 
oldiged to do if for no other reason, be- 
cause it is not proved to be a correct copy. 
In New York the statute, which is other- 
wise like ours, provides that*i correct copy 
I'f a will shall he equivalent to one witness 
in pniviiij; its provisions. But here we 
havi' no such proxisioii and even a cotiy 
proved to be correct would not take the 
place of a credible witness. The term 
•witness,' as used in the statute, evi- 
dently means a person who is sworn and 
tcstities in a cause aad not a dia umetitor 
paver merely. For the error indicated the 
jtiufrnient must be reversed." 

In this case, where the will had been 
spread upon the public records as a precau- 
tion in the event of the real thing being 
lost or stolen, where the testator had talked 
repeatedly about the will, saying that it 
had l>cen recorded and detailing its provi- 
sion?, the iiroponent loses for the lack of 
valid proof as to its contents. 

It can be more readily understood in face 
of such a showing of the difficulty of suffi- 
ciently proving a will why the" struggle 
over the method of procedure in the pro- 
bate, now pending beiore Judge Slack, 
should be so long and bitter. 

The attorneys opposing the will declare 
that it will be next to impossible for the 
executors to prove the contents of the will 
by two credible witnesses, while the ex- 
ecutors declare that they have several 
competent witnesses to all its provisions, 
tstill, however, they very naturally seek to 
avoid the necessity of being put to the test 
and seek the easier path to their end. 

rtic attoriii-vs :or Charies L. Fair believe 
that the stipulation in the will that serves 
to disinherit the heir who opposes the will 
does not necessarily operate to do so. "If 
the court finds that Charley Fair had good 
reasons to believe that the instrument in 
question was not his father's last will, or 
that undue influence was exerted over 
liim in the making of the will, or fraud in 
any way attempted in connection with it, 
even though none of these things be 
proven, he will not be disinherited by the 
provision in the will defigneil to guard 
against a contest suit.'' said lleggerty yes- 
terday. "Tfie best authorities on wills 
and liic law apiiertaining to them declares 
that these provisions are agaiust public 
policy and are designed to entrench 
fraud beyond the rc.icli of tlie courts. 
They can serve their purpose only where 
litigation is carried on with the malicious 
design to waste and destroy an estate, or 
obstruct the carrying out of the provisions 
of the will."

AEGUING THE EOOK QUESTION. 

Owners «f Bitomen Klnea Befora tlie 

Supervisors. 

The Street Committee of the Board of 
Supervisors hcanl arguments regarding 
the proposed change in the specifications 
for street pavements at its session yester- 
day. Representatives of the Jordan Bitu- 
minons Rock Company, whose mines are 
at San Luis Obispo, and of the Santa Cruz 
Rock Paving Company, were present to 
watch their interests in the matter, the 
former to oppose the provision making it 
obligatory to bring the rock to this city in 
Its natural state. 

It was contended that the extra ex- 
pense of mixing it in the hold of the 
vessel in which it must be brought would 
Shut them out of city work. The Santa 
Crus people said that they had the same 
obstacles to overcome, and that what was 
fair for one was fair to the other. 

The discussion finally degenerated into 
a bandying of challenges regarding the 
quality of the work done by the rival com- 
panirs, and the board stopped the wrangle 
by taKing the whole matter under advise- 
ment. 

Supervisor Spreokels offered a resolution 
that the office of Inspector of Sidewalks, 
which was held by John W. Reed, Iw de- 
clared vacant. This was carried, but an- 
otlicr resolution immediately offered by 
Mr. Spreckels that the position be hlled by 
the appointment of George W. Elder was, 
mach to the surprise of the Supervisor 
from the Tenth, beaten. 

The committee reported in favor of re- 
scinding theresolution passed by the board 
on February 28, accepting Guerrero street, 
between Eighteenth and Nineteenth. A 
numirer of property-owners were present 
to testify as to the quality of the work 
done, and all agreed that "it was of poor 
quality and not up to specitications. 

Ruiicriiiteiideni of Streets Ashworth said 
that the concrete was not of good quality, 
but that the lack of uniformity in the 
street was due to the poor work done by 
the railroad company in repairing the 
thoroughfare after tearing up its tracks 
ratherthanto the carelessness of the con- 
tractor.

The Transatlanti c Fire Insurance Com- 
pany of Hamburg has grown restive under 
the restraint of compact rules and has 
threatened to cut loose from the Board of 
Fire Underwriters. 

'V. Oarus Driffield, Pacific Coast manager 
of the company, cannot bear to see his 
business impaired by competition of the 
independent insurance companies, against 
which he cannot show fight withont break- 
ing his pledges to the cnmpact. He ac- 
cordingly notified the Board of Fire Under- 
writers yesterday that he will resign from 
that body unless an agreement with the 
outside companies is speedily effected with 
regard to rates. 

Following the withdrawal of Manager 
Hugh Craig of the New Zealand Company 
Mr. Driffield's unexpected action has ag- 
gravated the feeling of concern among 
local board maagers, who cannot but fore- 
sec the beginning of a rapid process of dis- 
integratiim in the board. The matter was 
discussed in executive session and the re- 
sult was that Manager George H. Tyson of 
the German-American Company was asked 
to confer with the managers of the non- 
boaid companies and urge upon them the 
importance of coming to some understand- 
ing on rates regardless of union rules. 

In view of the position assumed by some 
corporations not m the compact, insurance 
men say. that Mr. Tyson's mission is a 
hopeles one, and that being so there is 
but one alternative left for the Transat- 
lantic corporation— to become an inde- 
pendent company unhampered in any way 
regarding rate cutting. 

Probably the most reckless cutting took 
place yesterday, when stocks of merchan- 
dise in the Baldwin block were insured for 
1 per cent instead of 3U' and ,■> per cent, as 
heretofore. Goods in the rattle-trap frame 
stores of the Blythe block were insured at 
75 cents, where the rate used to be $3 50. 

Summing up the situation a very poor 
outlook faces the insurance companies for 
this year. The receipts on premiums for 
1S!M amounted to almost $11,000,000, and 
the losses were $5jI27,I80. Expenses of 
conducting the business are nearly 40 per 
cent on an averaee, and added to the losses 
left about $l,.i00.000 to be divided as prolits 
on I'acilic coast business. This year the 
total amount of jiremiums will' not go 
much beyond ^il.OOi.i.om. Expenses will be 
about $1^,5(10,000, and losses certainly as 
much as they were last year, if not, in- 
deed, considerably more imder the tempta- 
tions to arson offered by low rates. A 
clean loss of fully $2,000,000 is predicted, 
should the rate w'ar become general and 
continue for any length nf time. 

MUST PAY 'a' LICENSE, 

The Aicenta of Foraign Corporations 
lilable for Taxes. 

In answer to a request from License Col- 
lector Lees that he give an opinion as to 
the liability of agents of foreign corpora- 
tions having the principal place of busi- 
ness in a sister State to pay a license tax. 
City and County Attorney Creswell yes- 
terday returned the following answer: 

From the decisions I hA\o con.^uhcd iii simi- 
lar cases I conchiile that «hcn p.tods are 
brought into this .State from a sister ."^tate and 
offered for sale by itinerant peddlers in broken 
packages they become niindled ivitii and a part 
of the general mass of propertv h ithin the 
State, and as such arc llatile wiiii oi lier prop- 
erty of the State to the burden of lnxii;inn, aud 
persons engaged In the busin, a« of s<'i lint; uad 
offering the same for sale can !.e ^uS^i tcd to 
the same burdens Imposed npon oihers en- 
gaged In similar occupation.s. \ license lax 
upon the business of selling or offering tor salo 
any part o( the general mass of property of the 
State within the Btata cannot be in any'way an 
Interference with interstate commerce. If 
then this license tax does not Interfere with 
Interstate commerce there can be no question 
nnder the constitution and laws of this State of 
the right of a municipality to impose a license 
tax upon the business under discussion. The 
Supreme Court of California In the case of In re 
Guerrero, 89 Cal. 91, holds that sections 11 and 
12, article XI of the present constitution of 
this State, gives the right to municipalities to 
impose lioenses for the purpose of regulation or 
revenue, or for both regulation or revenue. 

Order No. 1589 of the Board of Supervisors of 
the city and county of Ben Francisco imposes 
a license tax npon peddlers, and sabdlvistoa 2 
of section 12 of arUcIe JkliVOl ot the same 
ordinance provides who shall be considered to 
be peddlers.

Other Lakes Wxjjl Be Investi* 
gated by the boarc of 
Health. 



Mayor Sntro has about decided that the 
result of his investigations in company 
with the Board of Health and Board of 
Supervisors in the matter of the city's 
water supply will warrant his bringing the 
matter to the attention of the Grand Jury. 
Should the chemical and microscopical 
analysis of various reservoirs, which are 
now being made, show that the reported 
amount of impure and i>oisonous mattn 
exists, such a course will be pursued. 

"I am of the opinion," said the Mayor 
yesterday, "that what we have already 
found will warrant criminal proceedings 
against the Spring Valley "Water Com- 
pany, and that they can be punished for 
knowingly subjecting the people of this 
municipality to the danger of disease and 
death by furnishing poisonous or at the 
best impure water to the city of San Fran- 
cisco. 

'The horrible sights we witnessed on tho 

stream which runs into Laguna de !• 
Merced are still vividly before my mind, 
and I cannot help but think that a cor- 
poration that will sell or even give away 
such water should be brought within the 
reach of the strong arm of the law. 

"Laguna de lu Merced is not the only 
reservoir of the Spring Valley Company 
that contains impure water. The water- 
sheds of lakes Pilarcitos and San Andreas 
are in manv cases embraced in cattle 
ranches; and in th.' c.i^e oi the latter lake, 

Earticularly. I am cr.-iiiblv informed that 
undreds of cattle are allowed to graze 
down to the very water s edee. Human hab- 
itations also exisit on these water sheds. la 
it to be for an instant supposed that ma- 
terials detrimental to the qnalitv of the 
water do not get into these fakes at 
times when heavy rains wash the hiil.-ides 
and carrj- even earth, sand and such heavy 
matter into the water by a thousand small 
rivulets? 

"Then there is the supply that comes out 
of Alameda Creek in the Xiles Canyon. 
That is certainly impure, for human habi> 
tations, ranches ana camping grounds are 
liermitled all along the waur shed of the 
stream. Such things cannot but make the 
water totally unfit for drinking purposes. 

"I think the people of this city should 
follow the advice of I)r. Uetrensbnrger of 
the Board of Health and boil overv droo of 
water that they use. He does it iii his own 
home, and certainly would nut pursue such 
a course unless be was sure that danger 
existed. I have no donbt that the people 
of Sail Francisco will take the matter into 
their own hands when the full facts are 
brought to their attention. 

"The first gun will be lired by the Board 
of Health when the analysis of Lake Mer- 
ced water, now being made by Dr. Soencer, 
is made public. There is no doubt" in my 
mind that they will condemn Lake Mer- 
ced, and that investigation of other reser- 
voirs will lead to the same course being 
taken. I do not propose to stop antating 
this matter as long as there is an abuse to 
be corrected."

THE EIJD IS AT HAND. 

The enoriuuus imwer the Southern 
raciiic Coniimiiy over the welfare of Cali- 
fornia has been exercised during the last 
quarter of a century only by the consent 
of the people. That this company, in the 
pursuit of its private interests, has inci- 
dentally made possible stich development 
of this sploidid State as all may see, none 
can deny. It is not necessary to discuss 
here the question whether it has distrib- 
uted benefits as great as those which it has 
received. That is a threadbare subject at 
best. The strange, new thing which now 
confronts us is tiie evident fact that this 
magnificent power is waning, and that the 
beginning of the end is at hand. 

The one overshadowing misfortune that 
California has suffered has been the lack 
of sympathy and co-operation between the 
company and the people of the State. It 
woitld be superfluous to di^ou.ss the rea- 
sons for this. So far as we are informed, 
the controlling s|iirits of the company are 
men of distinguished ability, and clean 
and generous in their private relations 
with the community. Doubtless the com- 
pany has been charged with innumerable 
sins which it never committed, and cer- 
tainly it could never have been worse than 
countless knaves who have worked them- 
selves into office by playing on the un- 
popularity of the railroad. A statement 
of the whole truth must include the ad- 
mission that the people, by permitting 
whatever wrongdoing is chargeable to the 
company, cannot evade their share of the 
moral responsibility for its acts, nor plead 
exemption from participation in whatever 
material damage they may have suffered 
from its aggres-^ions. 

But all this i- ni r ly retrospective, and 
is valuable only as it may show ns that we 
are not comiietenl riu'liteously to judge 
others until %ve h;U"e examined ourselves. 
It is more important to face the new con- 
dition of things and in dealing with it be 
guided by the wisdom which our short- 
comings in the past should have taught 
us. Discipline, not revenge, should be our 
motto. Evidences of the disiute;;ration of 
the railroad'.s power are multiplyinir. 
Demagoguery is disappeaiing belure the 
advance of a broadi ni:;;,' jierception and an 
enlightened understandin;,'. Timid men 
arc growing courageous, and strong nieu 
are putting forth their arms. Legislators 
and other public officers who betray their 
trust in the interest of the railroad are now 
denounced where formerly they were en- 
vied. The moral sense of the common- 
wealth is growing finer and stronger. Ihe 
recent violent ajjitation against oiiiiial 
corruption in San Francisco i.s but another 
evidence of the growing spirit which is 
making men less fearful of the railroad 
and more ready to assail it for its sins. 

The Traffic Association, with its tireless, 
patient, dignified, Intelligent work, was the 
i rvMallized expression of a cool and judi- 
cious dt siic to rid the State of the ham- 
i- rinL' monopoly of transportation. It 
d.ired openly to face the Southern Pacific 
;ind fearlessly announce its intention. 
Strange to bay, the heavens did not 
fall, nor did the sun turn back in its course. 
The members of the association went 
calmly about their business, safe in person 
and inspiring awe for their daring. Out of 
their efforts grew the organization of a 
powerful company of capitalists to build a 
railroad from San Francisco to Bakersticld 
in open competition with the Southern 
Pariiic and wit!i the declared intention of 
reducing trnn -port:uiMn rhurfrcs to such 
a figure that tiie f;iriniT5i of the San Joa- 
quin Valley mi;;hi thrive, a largely iu- 
creased population be assured, and the 
growth and prosperity of San Francisco 
placed beyond doubt. All these things 
have insiiired the timid with courage and 
the wealthy with pride and enterprise. It 
is a revolt of the people and the death-knell 
of railroad j'Ower. 

MOT ALL B AD. 

The- passage of the San Joaquiu ter- 
minal bill, is a matter of such profound 
importance to the pi ople tlial very natur- 
ally there i.s the warmest ap)i>roval of all 
who viited in favor lif the measure and a 
hot indignation against those opposed to 
it. The coincidence of Senator Biggy's 
charge of corruption in the Senate adds to 
this indignation, and as a consequence 
the righteous wrath of popular judgment 
is not likely to discriminate nniont- men, 
but to pronounce an equal C'>i? leniULition 
upon all who stood apparently for the in- 
terests of the monopoly against those of 
the people. 

It is^ be admitted that such condemna- 
tion is not unreasonable. The issue in- 
volved in the bill was so great, the terms 
were so clear, the benefits to be gained by 
it« passage so vast, and the popular senti- 
ment in support of it so strong and so 
well founded, it is not ea«iy to see how 
any intelligent and sincere man could 
oppose it. It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that men do not alw;iys lod'.; at sub- 
jects from the same point of view. "Many 
men of many minds" is an old proverb 
whose truth has been approved by the ex- 
perience of a hundred generations, and it 
is not doubtful that Some men are as sin- 
cere and honest in error as other men are 
in the right. 

In the case before us, the issue involved 
questions of constitutional law which may 
wcl! have perplexed those who pay more 
attention to the letter of law than to its 
broad principles, and dealt with matters 
of such great moment that men of little 
enterprise may have been sincerely 
troubled at the thought of entering npon 
them. We do not deny, therefore, that 
there may have been some sincere oppo- 
nents of the bill. We regret, however, that 
a man like Senator Seymour should have 
been among them. His vote in opposition 
is one of those acts which it is hard to ex- 
plain. On the one hand, It is difficult to 
believe that a man of his known integrity 
and approved worth could have voted 
against his convictions; and, on the other 
hand, it is equally hard to understand how 
a man whose knowledge of the State has 
L'iven him such a comprehensive under- 
sKiiiUini; of its needs, could have m;s:ak(Mi 
the right course to pursue in a case so plain 
as this. 

Senator Seymour has so often proven 
bis usefulness to the State and his regard 
for the public welfare that he will not be 
irrevocably condemned by his constituents 
because in (his instance be blundered. 
Nor should he be so condemned in 
the State at large. He should have put 
himself into sympathy with the great 
policy of the people, but failed to do so, 
and a political blunder was the result. 
Other men may have erred in the same 
way, and the people should be willing to 
accept all explanations where honesty is 
discernible. In fact, if tliose who voted 
against the bill on lumest crouuds 
prove their repard for the welfare of 
the jieople and the State by getting 
at once into line on the issue and 
going forth to work for the San Joaquin 
road and doing all in their power in a 
legitimate way to break down tiie monop- 
oly control of the transportation system of 
the State, they will be judged leniently. 

This, however, does not apply to tiiose 
men whose course was too plainly the re- 
sult of subserviency to the monopoly, or a 
desire to be bought, for their infamy to be 
mistaken. The members of the San Fran- 
oiaoo delegation who opposed the bill need 



offer no explanation. The people know 
very well how to gauge their motives and 
judge their conduct. Nor need any of 
those who have lied about the intentions 
of the promoters of the road offer any ex- 
cuses. There are some lies 'that are too 
clearly the result of malice to be excused 
on the ground of a possible mistake. With 
both of these sets of men— the liCgislator 
who wished to be bought and the malicious 
liar — there is but one course to pursue. 
The people must kill them politically and 
nail them like dead skunks to the barn 
door as a \var:iing to others Of their tribe 
to keep off tue premises. 



A SHA MErUL C HABGE. 

The Examiner yesterday made the extra- 
ordinarj!, assertion that "the bill to permit 
a Harl oj Commission controlled by C. P. 
Huntingtwi to give away the entire water 
front has Tjiissed both houses of the I^egis- 
lature." This is a direct char're that the 
Harbor Commission has sold out to C. P. 
Huntington, and that it will exercise its 
power for his benefit. It would be just as 
easy to say that in opposing the only plan 
that has been devised to relieve California 
of the burden of railroad monopoly the 
Kiamini-i- has sold out to C. P. Hu.ntington 
and is exercisinc: its power in his behalf. 

The K'amuiT's eharee is an insult to the 
Harbor Conmiis-ioners, an insult to i lov- 
ernor Build anil Mayor Sutro (who have 
been added to the commission), ^n insult 
to every member of the Legiislature who 
voted for the bill, an insult to the Governor 
in case be should approve it, an insult to 
the Trathc .Association, an insult to the 
public-spirited citizens wiio have sub- 
scribed their money to the valley road 
and who have waited only for this bill in 
order to proceed with the greatest work 
ever nndertaken in California. All opposi- 
tion to this bill and all attempts to bull- 
dose the Governor out of his expressed 
intention to sign it are blows aimed at the 
only hope of relief that we have had the 
opportunity of cherishing, are in effect di- 
rectly in accord with the labors of the rail- 
road lobby at Sacramento, and strike at 
the most vital matter that involves the 
prosperity of the State. 

Men must be trusted in every business. 
There is not the faintest shadow of right to 
assume that the Harbor Commission will 
turn over the entire water front or any part 
of it to the Southern Pacific. Against that 
remote contingency, which is not deserv- 
ing of the smallest attention, and which 
even the corruptest Harbor Commission 
would not dare to iireriiii-.::!e. aTid wliii h 
could be stopped if it made the attempt, is 
the absolute certainty that the bill wUl 
relieve the State of the monopoly which 
has hindered her progress, will develop 
one of the richest and greatest valleys in 
the world, and will insure the jirosperity of 
San Francisco. What grander benefits 
mi;iht come from this begitminj; — what 
outreaehines may ensue tluit shall result 
in a complete riddance of the monopoly's 
hold on California — ^it is now impossible to 
foresee; but it is clear that the crushing of 
this opportunity for a rival road to plant 
its feet in San Francisco would be the 
blasting of every hope. 



IFVESTIGATE MOW. 

The enforced absence of Senator Biggy 
immediately after be had made direct 
charges of an attempt to bribe him was 
most unfortuiftite, but the delay will in no- 
wise serve as an adequate excuse for the 
Senate to forego an investigation alto- 
gether. It has been determined to hold 
the investigation Saturday evening, the 
last day of. the session. This does not 
seem earnest and genuine. Although 
Senator Biggy's charge was the simple one 
that Senator Dtinn had promised him 
18000 on behalf ot the Southern Pacific 
Company to vote as that company might 
desire on any measure affect in;.' its in- 
terests, and that Senator l>i;.uu informed 
him that other Senators had ti'-'reed to 
"stand in" on that basis, it is absurd to 
assume that ^ fair investigation would stop 
at that, or could be made in the time 
allotted. The subject has as many dark 
ramifications and is crowded with as many 
skulls .-is the catacombs of Egypt. 

Mr. No.i^-ues, who represents Senator 
Bii-'i^y and the reform movement of San 
Francisco, has aovised the .'<enate that it 
can appoint a eou.niiitee and arm it with 
power to act after the adjournment of the 
Senate. The plan is so simple that it 
would be idle to say more of it Uian that it 
fits the difficulty exactly. And it cannot 
bo doubted that the Senate contains a 
number of self-n specting men who have 
the coura 'e ;i!i 1 i:i nesty to drag the whole 
shameful truth tn the light. This is a 
duty which they owe as much to the Slate 
as to themselves. It is bad enough that 
"cinch" bills are invariably introduced in 
the Legislature which are coolly and auda- 
ciously aimed at the pockets of rich cor- 
porations ; it is vastly worse that no Legis- 
lature adjourns without making an open 
discovery of bribery. The moral senti- 
ment of the State is emerging from the de- 
graded condition which hitherto has made 
the.se scandals fit subjects for cynical 
pleasantry and enabled the men who 
created them to remain respectable mem- 
bers of the community. Shame, tricked 
out in cap and hells, may no longer pick 
oar pockets with the accustomed impunity 
and then laugh us out of our anger. 

So far as the information of the people is 
concerned on the score of the men who 
may have embraced theopportutiity which 
Senator Biggy declined, many will be able 
to base a conclusive opinion on the record 
of the rolloall. Many, - indeed, may be 
satisfied with tbe disclosure made by the 
vote in the Senate on the bill authorizing 
the leasing of State lands to the 8an 
Joaquin Valley Ilailroad. However that 
may be, it is one thing to suspect a crime 
and another to prove it; and it is one 
thin;: to know that a crime has been com- 
mitted and another to punish it. Taking 
the case of the San Joaquin Valley road, 
if there are any Senators who voted against 
the bill from motives which did not regard 
the interests of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, they will give evidence of the fact 
by doing all in their power to makethis 
investigation thorough. 



SA¥E THE MEADO W LAEK. 

There is still time remaining in this ses- 
sion for the Legislature tosavo the meadow 
lark, and the time Ix ing ample the Legis- 
lature should certainly have the wisdom 
to profit by it. The fact that the bill for 
the protection of song birds omits the 
meadow lark has occasioned no little regret 
to many i)eople, and the report that the 
omission was made piuposely at the insti- 
gation of a Legislator who contemptu- 
ously declared the meadow lark cannot 
sing has infused the regret with a keen 
sense of indignation. 

We envy not the man whose ears can 
hear no music in the voice of the meaiiow 
lark, nor do we envy the heart of the man 
who desires to destroy him, whether he 
can sing or not. Joyous in the morning 
and cheerful all day is the meadow lark. 
He is the blythe spirit of our fields and in- 
carnates beneath his feathers as much of 
the choicest animation of CalHornia as 
can lie found in any visible form among us. 

Can he sing? Weil, if the Legislators 
could legislate half as well as the meadow- 
lark can sing when he doesn't half try, 
there would be such sweet concert of 



voices in the Capitol as wonld fill the 
whole State with harmony and thrill it 
with rapture. Every man who as a boy 
has walked the fields of California and lis- 
tened with a young delight to every natural 
voice from the chirp of the cricket to the 
howl of the coyote and found witliin him- 
self a faculty responsive to the notes they 
utter of joy in the consciousness of healthy 
life, knows that the meadow isik. not only 
can sing bat does mng some of the most 
liquid, lyric melodies ever warbled amid 
the blooms and the blossoms and the aon- 
sliine of the world. 

Save the meadow lark. He has all 
the enemies of other birds, and 
more, for as he builds his nest on 
tbe ground his eggs are a prey to 
animals that do not molest tree-nesting 
birds. Be is slaughtered for the market 
to feed the jaded palates of epicures, and 
is often killed solely for the sake of the 
killing. Give him a chance to live and 
breed and add to the tuneful glory of the 
State. California cannot afford to lose 
him. He is a native of the land we love 
and is worth a thousand imported song- 
sters. The Legislators sliould throw around 
him the protection of law. I<et them do 
this before they adjourn, and then go home 
with the con^eiiei-ii, . f liaving done 
something iiir tin i,ai ii i f California. 

Some of the men who opj'osod the ter- 
minal bill were undoubtedly sincere and 
honest in the belief that it would have 
been better if amended in some respects. 
That issue, however, is past. Let the op- 
ponents of the bill now pet in and prove 
their regard for the public welfare by doing 
all they can as individuals to promote the 
San Joaquin road and any other competing 
line that promises relief from monopoly in 
transportation. 



The prospects of California are now so 
bright and promising that the people can 
afford to drop old time quarrels andtover- 
look slight differences of opinion for the 
s ake of establishing a basis of harmony for 
future co-operative actioif.

It is possible to build a railroad from Oak- 
land to Stockton that will be nineteen miles 
shorter than the present road of the Southern 
Pacific. That means a great .sjiving of time to 
a large passenger traffic between the two 
places. The valley road will undoubtedly be 
constructed on a direct route, as the road 
would thus be enabled to give stroneer compe- 
tiiion to its opponent. Thus constructed a 
traveler can go from iBanford to San Francisco 
in less than seven hours, whereas they are now 
twelve hours bn the road.— Bakersfleld Demo- 
crat.

control. While discussing the present politi- 
cal status of the State of California he said to a 
small audience in the billiord-room of the 
Palace yesterday evening:

I 
tell yon, gentlemen, that the people of this 
t^tiite are rapidly degenerating into a greatly 
misunderstood, ana I might say, o hesitating 
population.

"What are you going to have, Judge Mo- 
loney?" came from the bar, and in a few mo- 
mi^uts his Honor was plunged Into the discus- 
sion of the opera hat and its relation to the 
grand stand ot the racetrack. 

Frank Smith, half owner in the "Sammon" 
gold mines of Oregon, said last night at the 
Ituss House that everything was very dull up 
in the Webfoot State and that he sometimes 
wished that it were twenty-five years ago, wben 
he used to do general advertising work In New 
York City. "Those were the days when we 
bustled, aud made money, too," ctmiinued Mr, 
Smith. "I was well acquainted with Hubbard 
cf New Boveu, Conn., and have heard him re- 
late tbe story of how he went into a large dry- 
goods store one morning, the proprietor of 
which wn.s never known to advertise wliatever. 
Taking a counter stool neor tbe door, he sot 
down and awaited results. This was at 8 
o'clock In the morning, and by 9 he 
had been approached by at least o 
dozen clerks, who asked if "they could 
do anything for him"; always receiving 
the reply that "he waa only resting" they went 
their way. He kept this thing up until 11 
o'clock, standlni? off clerks and floor-walkers 
plike. but by this time he was tbe center of 
much concern. Xt last the proprietor iu per- 
son came to him and said, "Yon seem to be 
very comfortable here, but maybe I can do 
something for yon." "Oh no," replied Hub- 
bard, "I am only resting. Yon see I have been 
very jioorly ei bite and niy physician advises 
perfect quiet, and having learned that you 
never advertise in any sinipe I thought that 
this would be a spot eoualed in solitude to the 
environs of the pyramids of Egypt aud in quiet 
to the primitive forest." Hubbard says he was 
put out, but the little joke bore fruit in alter 
months, and even lo tills day the concern in 
question is a large advertising one, 

"Old Ori/.alia is threatening another erup- 
tion I see," said Milton Caldwell, who knows 
Mexico from end to end, as he sat in the Occi- 
dental yesterday evening. "To most Ameri- 
cans," he contlnned, "Orizaba is but a name. 
To the schoolboy at his geography it Is known 
OS one of tne highest peaks in the world, but io 
the man who has ever sailed on the Mexican 
Coast it is known as 'the barometer.' Going 
from New Y'ork to the City of Mexico, by the 
stcHmi T route, Old Orizaba is the first wonder- 
ful sight. As the ship approaches Vera Cruz 
the time-worn old volcono crest is seen long 
before the coost is visible. It Is locally judged 
to be nearly 18,000 feet above the level of the 
sea, and while the curvature of the earth hides 
the shores of Mexico t bat peak is seen way up 
among the clouds. This geographical logic 
has to be forced on many persons aboard the 
steamers before they will believe that tbe pink 
spot in the clouds is the volcano's crest. It is 
seventy miles back from Vera Cruz, but is seen 
long before that city. Tbe Mexican sailors on 
tbe coast call it the barometer, because they 
say that when Orizaba's peak is clearly seen 
no 'norther' Is probiible within the next 
twenty-four hours. The 'norther' is a gale 
that sweeps down the coast and wrecks nearly 
everything in Its path. Big steamers need all 
their ground tackle or plenty of sea room to 
withstand its force. Orizaba may threaten, 
but I hordly think she will ever become reoUy 
active. If she does partot Mezioo's most fer- 
tile land will be laid waste." 

"The best-paying branch of work for the 
newspaper man to-day is in the advertising 
field," said George T. Burroughs, who has held 
almost every position In newspaper work on 
the largest doilies of the East, and who was at 
the Occidental yesterdoy.

number of advertbsements can be displayed 
upon the rods and sides by means of a strip ol 
convas arranged in the form of an 
endless belt and which Is continuously in mo- 
tion as the wagon posses along the street. The 
day of the 'all-round' newspaper man has, T 
beiieve, gone forever, and by that I mean that 
the opportunities and pay for that class of men 
ore rapidly growing leas. The coming newspo- 
per man is he who has a special field whicn he 
has studied well and understands thoroughly. 
The bond of the college graduote is upon the 
'general work' field, and his influence upon 
woges hos made Itself painfully manifest in the 

East, at least." 

M. H. Holt, a miner well known in this city, 
hos just returned from the vicinity of t:(ip!ier- 
opolis, where he soys there is likely to t>e a 
grand rush of prospectors, judging by the num- 
ber who have recently put in their oppeoronce 
there. "The excitement," said he, "is couaed 
by the discoveries of an old miner named John 
Brown, who is known all over Calaveros 
County. He has recently been prospecting be- 
tween the old camp nt Telegraph City and 
Copperopolis on land owned by a man named 
Oxendinc. This land has been used only for 
graziug, but Brown mode a contract by which 
he was to give the owner of the land a stated 
portion of the yield of ore in ca^c he found 
anything, aud his inves:ti;ii!ion< led him too 
vein of white rock which showed well ond 
which, upon following it up, developed a pros- 
pect from which he extracted over $1000. The 
white rock found contains a fine quality of 
gold; and in addition to this another miner 
named Lewis has struck it rich in o gravel-bed 
in the same locality, from which he has taken 
out pieces of gold as large as a small hickory 
nut." 

"There is o proposition under consideration 
in this city to build an electric rnad in Lake 
County, which, if eou-tructed, will, in ray esti- 
mation, prove not only of ^reat benetil to tliat 
portion of the State, but will also be a tine in- 
vestment for the men bebmd it,"' said A. F. 
Hughes, a civil engineer from the northern 
portion of the Slate, at the Grond lost night. 
"The proposed road will cxtenU from Ramsey 
to Lower Lake, at the southern extremity of 
Clear Lake. The distance between the two 
points is, 1 believe, a little over twenty miles, 
and there is a grade of obout 100 feet to the 
mile between them. There is o plentiftil sup- 
ply of water, and all tliat wouki be necessary 
in order to secure all necessary power would 
be to dam the water at lutervols along the route 
and pnt in local generotors, Snrronnding the 
lake ond oil through that section are a number 
of springs and creeks which are olready in 
great favor and are visited by thousands of 
people every year. If commtmicatlon by rail 
was opened to Lower Lake the steamers now in 
service would give access to all points along 
this splendid body of water."

LOCAL DEALERS ARE SUFFERING 

BY Reason of the Wil- 
son Bill 



Cuts Made Here by British 
Columbian. Sawyers Have 
TO Be Met. 



The lumber industry of California. Wash- 
ington and Orciton has been severely crip- 
jiled by the u|ierntioii of tiuit portion of the 
Wilsoii bill which j laees luini.er among 
tbe articles of merchandise that may bo 
imported free of duty, aud lumber manu- 
facturers and dealers of the coast States, 
and particularly of this city, keenly realia* 
the disadvantage under which they labor 
since the new law has been operative. 

E. C. llerrick. ; resident of the I'.ieilic 
Pine Immber Company, yester.hiy gave 
his opinion of the condition and out look 
for the trade in this city. 

•■There is no wholesale dealer in Cali- 
fornia doing business at a protit at present. 
Hard times affected this branch of luisi- 
ness in the same proiwrtiiui as other 
branches, bnt up to the time of the 
pas.ta'_'e of the obnoxious Wilson bill 
lunibcrmen transacted their business at 
fair protit. When the duty was taken off, 
the British Columbia luinberinen, seeing 
in this conntrv a better market, lost no 
time in shipping immense quantities of 
lumber to 8 n Francisco, and the dealers 
here, already well supplied with Inmber 
manufactured in this countrv at a far 
g reater cost than that imported from Brit- 
ish Colnmbta, had to cut their prices to 
meet their comiwtitors rather than allow 
them to captixre all the trade. 

"In many instances the selling price of 
fir and pine was thus lowered at least 15 
per cent. 

"The Briti-h .Americans can manufac- 
ture lunib(r ;t:iil lay it down in San Frani 
Cisco cheaper than we can. Their laborers, 
Chinese and Japanese, are paid but 60 
cents a day. The original cost of timber is 
virtually nothine, as they pay but 40 cents 
an acre annual rental for their timber 
lands. They ship largely by foreign ves- 
sels, chiefly "Norwegiaii. 

"On the other hand, the American man- 
ufacturer never pays his laborers less than 
$1 a day and board. Uiir timber landscost 
from $15 to $40 an acre, and the cost of 
transportation is much higher than in the 
British provinces. 

"All things considered, we do not look 
for an improvement until the Wilson bill 
is repealed. We are trying to hold our 
own, but are not striving to increase our r 
trade under the disastrously low- prices." 



HB8. OOSTELLO'B DEATH. 



A Coroner's Jury Finds That She Was 
Not Poisoned by Uer Husband. 

The Coroner held an inquest last night 
into tiie cause of the death of Mrs. Co.stello, 
who died suddenly last Saturday morning 
at 747 Braniian street. Her father, John 
Lynch, accused her husband of having 
poisoned her. Lynch and his daughter, • 
sister of the deceased, testified that CosteDo 
had often abused his wife and had threat- 
ened her life. A large number of witnesses 
subpenaed at Lynch's request testified that 
they knew nothingoftheca.se. 

Dr. (Tcorge Rachel testified that Jlrs. ' 
Costello's death was caused by ati internal 
hemorrIia.,'e, and the analysis by Charles 1,, 
Morgan, the chemist, showed that there was 
n.i sii^n of poison in tbe stomach.

Tlic clang of tlic hammer that drives the 
first sj'ike in the valley railroad will 
arouse an echo thai will 1h' heard through- 
out the t-tate. It will he one that the peo- 
ple generally will hail with rejoicing, for 
while heralding the beginning of a new 
and noble enterprise, it 'will also be the 
death-knell of railroad monopoly through ' 
our mountains and valleys. 

Now that the r.r;i„d obst.icle has been 
overeonie, the main iii:esiion for San Fran- 
cisco to consider is the terniinai. 

From interviews made by renresen- 
tives ycsti rilay, the con-ensns of opinion 
was favorable to Oliina liasin as an advan- 
tageous point. The cogent reasons are 
given by leading representatives of all the 
industries of the State. If it were put 
to .a vote the basin would win by a large 
majority. 

Relative to the construction of the road, 
those who know most about it say that 
there are lal>orer3 enousrh in the State al- 
ready to do the wc.ik, ami that it would be 
iiad po'icy to invii;- an iii(li:x of men from 
the East with the exj.ei tailon of getting 
employment. 

From the following interviews it will be 
s( en that the matter has been thoroughly 
discussed in all its phases. 

O. F. von Rhein of 0. F. von Rhein & 
Co., .'51'5 California street, real estate, said: 

I think the railroad should be a San Fran- 
cisco enterprise, and that its terminal should 
be in Hun Francisco. That is about all that I 
would care to say about the matter at the 
present lime. i 

C. C. Bemis, real estate, 324 ilont.soraery 
street, said: 

If we ftet the China Basin as the terminal 
point for Ihe road we have got the cream of the 
whole l>iisines«. As It lies between Second and 
Fonrtn streets It is convenient la every par- 
ticnbir. of course the company will have to 
Imild 1 ridres and make the proper extensions, 
\\h'::'.i id; cost money; but there is plenty of 
rock .'Ti liiiicrm Hill easy of access with which 
to d" i! ii Ht a minimnin cost. Itwlllgive the 
coiiiij:mi\ au opportunity to land their freieht 
as cheaplv as though the road went to San 
Jose, Oakland or Alameda. That part of it 
would make no difference to San Francisco. 
That location, in my opinion, is the key to the 
situation for us and will place u." on equal 
terms with the BoulLeni Pacilic Coiiii)any. It 
is indefinitely snperbir to any landing that 
inieht be had at North Beach or anywhere c" 
cm this side of the bay. It will also ^ive ec|' 
facilities for usine the Lombard-street do 
nf;d Cie union rniiroad, as well as In cross! 
tluinv. At the present time I could not Fce-s 
wlieibcr the road is going to San Jo.se from the 
basin «ir across the bay. ' 

Behrend Joost, the president of the Pan 
Francisco and San Mateo Electric Bailroad 
Company, said: 

I have no hesitancy In giving my opinion of 
the matter, from the simple fact that i have in- 
terests euntctent to entitle me to speak. Those 
interests. I know, are in common with the in- 
terests of the people of the State at laree. The 
Keoi»raphlcal posltton, as U were, olthe China ■ 
h'lsin re-i rs It the most available localilv for ' 
il). 1. mill: - "f the new road. It Is elo'e i" 
Mls.>iun Cre. k and deep water, and la sheltered 
from the heavy northern storms of the winter. 
At that point American and foreign ships 
eonld take grain directly from the cars and ; 
thus cave the exi ea«e of a double handllnu. It ', 
would also I :i hn:: !y limdini; from San Mateo 
or San Jose The mad Itself will not be onlv a 
San Joaquin Valle% mad, but aroad for &n 
Mateo, Santa clam n.nd Santa Cms counties. I 
hellr ve in tlo> croitest Rood to the greatest 
number. My intere-ts, of course, are in San 
rrtiiici.sco and Sa-.i .Miiteo -counties, but I be- 
lieve that 1 am aii-'Tish In what I am saying. 
In 'peakinp of th' benefits aloni; the line, I re- 
fer to what may 1' douo in branch lines or 
feeders. These ieeil rs I would propose to be 
composed of s -ins of electric line<», that 
would run by tli- 'ise of nearly every farmer, 
conveviiie pi^'dKc aud passengers to the main 
line. The motive imwer wonld be eheaperthan 
steam and the system wonld save hauling and 
develop the country rapidly. 

Alexander T. Vogelsan?, attorney-at- 
law in the Mills building, .said: 

The workshops r.ti l treiKht terminal the 
new rond will . be scuta of Channel 
street, of cour>e, ;he fia^setieer traflic must 
be haud'.ed from ilie foot of Market street. 
How will it get there'? Why they cannot stop 
it. The public will demand it, that's all. If 
passeniters are Innded south of Market street 
the iieoiile will have to ride into town on the 
strts't cars of the Southern Pacific Company, 
and that will never do. But 1 desire to say 
right here that by all means I want the toad to 
go through Stockton. 

Frederick Kaufman, grocer and real 
estate man at the southeast comer of Mis- 
sion and Fifth streets, said: 

My interests are at both ends of the road, yon 
might say; that is to say. In this city and 
Fresno. I am so Rlad that we are going to 
have the road that 1 never thought of ter- 
minals until I saw the map In the Call this 
morning. That convinced me that China 
Basin was far and beyond anything else that 
could be .suggested. I am looking forward to 
an era of prosperity now which has never be- 
fore visited the people of this Stato. This road 
is simply a part of the grand forward move- 
ment, and I only hi i e that no mistake will bo 
made in the bcgiiining oi this enterprise. 

James B. Allen, the hatter, who came 
very near defeating McOlynn for City 
Recorder, said: 

As long as the road gets In San Fiandsco 
ft suits me. The competing proposition is 
what we want. It wonld oertalniy make a 

Kreat difference to me in freights. 

U. Mctilynn, president of the Labor 

Council, said: 

The construction of the rood would give 
labor to the unemployed, and that Is what 
pleases me most. The working classes say: 
"Let us have the road." They are the workers, 
as well as the voters, and why should not their 
interests be subserved as well as others? 

Kobert Trewin, the steward of the Re- 
ceiving Hospital, was one of the first men 
to pitcn a tent at the present site of Fresno 
during the building of the Southern Pa- 
cific from Merced south. He was eniploved 
as a carpenter, but afterward located at 
Bakersfield, and was the originator of the 
Pioneer canal, now known as the Carr & 
Ilaggin irrigating ditch. He says : 

I believe the new road will be a good llilni!; 
for the Stale and Sun I'raiicisca. I lived a iiniii- 
Ijer of years in llie Mm .lonquin \'iil!ev np.d 1 
know the facilities oi that section. 'Ihevu.-e 
jiroctlcally andeveloped. hut the new rend wiil 
doit. It looks to mc, hut (it course I uiii mil u 
railroad man, as though the line iiropesed 
would be built down through San Msten. s-.nra 
Claraand Ban Benito counties and reach the 
valley through Pachcco Pass. In this way it 
could secure connection with the Monterey and 
l-resno road, which might, under the circum- 
stances, become a branch of the valley road. 
About the terminal? Well. I don't know. It 
will be a good thing for San Francisco and the 
State, but just whether those Innds sh.mld be 
given or leased by the Lepislnture I cnnuot say. 

W. W. Jones, manager of the Fruit 
.\ notion Company at Battery and Jackson 
streets, said: 

I have been a dvU engineer a good portion 
of my life and consequently favor railroad 
building. I believe railroads should have all 
Ihe facllftles they require for terminals, I 
think the valley road will benefit the State at 
large and San Froiieisco in particular, but as to 
Ihe giving or leasing of the lands for a term- 
inal I am not prepared to speak as 1 have not 
given the matter suIBclent thought to warrant 
an exprcsJrion, 

Frank Ualton of Dulton Bros., commis- 
sion men, who was prominently spoken of 
as a likely appointee for Harbor Commis- 
sioner and who is an ex-president of the 

Produce E.xchange, said : 

I believe it is a g"od thine to have comt>eti- 
tioli ill every line ol biisine.s.s. The leasinic or 
erMiitiiif: 01 State limds to a railrcad is a 
.stimulant for coni|ietitiuii. Every new road we 
get here, whether through State grants of 
terminals or not, helps to bnild up the State 
and city. That la what we meed, hot at the 



same time the fact siiould be considered that 
tlie labnr *if ih>- Slate shtmld be put to work 
niid lii;- i!:,. ui;y in which it ciaild be done. 
^^'e have eiamudi ofunempluved here to do the 
w ork and 1 hoi.e they w ill get it. 

Thomas Cazneau, who has heard more 
complaints of theatrical and travelinir men 
about California only having one railroad, 
than any other man in the city, says: 

The valley road is e. i:ood thing both for the 
State flfid citv, \Vlii'e some people may think 
the granting of terminal iV.cilnies at China 
liasin to the new road involves selfish motiyes, 
I cannot overlook tlie fact that California is 
big enough to hflve, and ought to have, iour or 
live railroads, and uh) much cannot be s;iveu 
by the State to bring this alwiut. Every time 
such a proposition is ccnsitlercd it helps San 
Franci.soo and the State to the extent that it 
stirs up pnblic s.-ntiment and relegates slluri- 
anism to w here it beli.ntts. Let u.s have the 
Valley road, and as many more as the State can 
accommodate. 

F. W. Dohrm.ann, president of the Mer- 
chants' Association, is in he.irty sympathy 
with the road and is happy over the fact 
that the Legislature took the position it 
did in granting the t£le lands of China 
Basin to the road. He/said: 

1 am glad the Legislature took the stand it 
did and gave the road a terminal. There is one 
thing I would like to see, and that is that the 
work of construction be given to people who 
have lived in California for six months and not 
less. We have enough people here out of work 
to build the road, but just as soon as word goes 
forth that the road is tobebnilttbere will be a 
rush fur Culifornia of other unemployed labor. 
This should be counteracted at once. The road 
itself will not mean an immedeate relief of the 
present financial stringency, but wlU be a 
wheel within a wheel, which will have a ten- 
dency to bring about better times. Let us have 
the road by all means. 

flCharles Stepps, president of the Alma 
lining Company, said: 

The giving of the China basin tide lands to 
the valley road by the Legislature seems to 
meet with favor. 1 know that 1 am satisfied, 
for It is a good thing lor the State and San 
Franeisco. we need roads here and that is the 
way to get them. 

Joseph King, Supervisor of the First 
Ward, says: 

While I believe the road a good thing for the 
city and State, I am opposed to the donating 
of anything belonging to the people to a cor- 
poration. China Basin belongs to the people, 
aud I do not see that the Legislature had any 
right to lease or give that land to any one. As 
far as the road is concerned it will be a good 
thine for the city, and also the State, but I do 
not like to see the people's property given away 
like that.

Amos 
Howe is the name of the granger, and 
Frank W. Bacon, a young San Josean. will 
interpret his part and eventually straighten 
out all the complications and troubles in 
the play of "The Eatate of Hannibal 
Howe." 

The piece is a fotir-act comedy-drama by 
Jndson C. Brusie, a member of the present 

Assembly from Sacramento, and is the 
second dramatic effort of the young states- 
man. Some two years ago," during idle 
hours, he wrote a play which he called 
"The Assemblyman" and in it tried to 
teach a political lesson. The hero was a 
political boss, who, strange to say, hail uo 
vices and was endowed with virtues galore. 
He produced the piece in his native city, 
himself appearing in the role of the re- 
former. It ran for a week and. Brusie's 
aspirations as a playwright were somewhat 
chilled, but one oit in it made him decide 
to keep on per.scverin!: as a dramatist. 

One sinall character in it, Jsiliis Mul- 
ford, is taken from actual life, and though 
one that the dramatist had not considered 
of much importance it made the hit of the 
piece. Mnlford w;:? patterned upon an 
old farmer whom liehiul known intimately 
when a boy. So Brusie sat down and wrote 
a play witii the farmer as a central figure, 
and on its production by a local stock 
companv last January the play-(ners of 
the capital city gaveitapronounced stamp 
of approval. 

Bacon, who was for some years a news- 
paperman in San Jose, .Mountain View, 
Mayfield and Napa, seemed to have been 
molded for the part, and in the language 
of an enthusiastic critic, "scored the suc- 
cess of his career. He has given an indi- 
vidiiaiiiy and strong new flavor to the part 
of the huniuue, impulsive, loving old 
farmer that is artistic work in the highest 
sense. He has to deal with a part easily 
made ridiculous, but he carefimy avoids 
going too far."

A HEROINE OF THE OCEAN. 



Brave Mrs. Sjogren Watched 
THE Wounded for Three 
Days and Nights. 



Among the passengers of the steamer 
Arawa, wlia h arrived from Sydney yester- 
day morning were Captain X. P. Sjogren, 
his wife and four seamen, coinpi'ising the 
survivors of the bark Ridgway, now a dis- 
mantled wreck lying at the mercy of wind 
and tide on the rocks of Bellona Reef. 

In the terrible ezpbrienoes whteh pre- 
ceded and followed the abandonment of 
the vessel Mrs. Sjogren, a pleasant little 
woman whose clear eyes denote a courage- 
ous spirit, proved herself a true heroine. 

The Sarah E. Ridgway. a bark af 829 
tons burden, owned by J. Ridgway i; Sons 
of Philadelphia and llyiiif; the American 
colors, left Newcastle on Januarj- lu bound 
for Singapore with a cargo of coal. On 
January 25 she struck the path of a terri- 
ble storm and was forced to heave to for 
several hours. That afternoon the gale 
raged with great violence and carried away 
the goosewiii;;, the lower maintopsail and 
the foretopsail, leaving the ill-iated bark 
scudding along under bare poles, the sea 
breaking over her decks. 

The next day the wind blew still fiercer 
and the heavy seas toreaway the mainsail, 
wrecked the pilot-house and drenchetl the 
cabins. Botli hatches were swept away 
aiid the water poured into the hold. Cap- 
tain Sjogren called to Olsen, the ship's 
carpenter, to come aft and secure a cover- 
ing for the main hatch. Olsen attempted 
to obey orders, but just as he reached the 
mainmast a iniglity wave washed him 
overboard. The skipper seized a halyard 
and tlirew it toward llie drowning carpen- 
ter, but it failed to reach him. A moment 
later another comber swept Henry Barley, 
a seaman, to his death. An effort to save 
him was alike unavailing. 

The hurricane increased in violence, and, 
owing to the rolling of the bark, orders 
were given to cut away tlfe fore and main 
topmasts. The sailors bravely responded. 
Ijoon the topmasts fell, and, dragging the 
mizzen topmast down, carried away the 
bowsprit. The ri^'i^'ing of the forelopmast 
struck a sailor named Olstrup, breaking 
his leg and rolling him into the scuppers. 
As he lay there Bleeding, brave Mrs. Sjo- 
gren and two of the crew went to his res- 
cue. It was dangerous even to be about 
the decks, but this did not deter th^'oman 
from helping tho men carry the wounded 
man to the cabin. There slie did all she 
could possibly do to ease his sufferings. 

The sea soon claimed another victim. 
The mass of rigging impeded the work of 
the seamen, and while the crew were en- 
deavoring to cut some of it away the water 
rolled over the port rail and carried a sea- 
man witti it. Like his mates Albert 
Bchroeder died within reach of the life- 
saving line, which the eleuients prevented 
lum from grasping. The survivors were 
appalled, but continued their work almost 
without hope. 

The third day the gale died away for a 
few iiours, but the sea still ran very' high. 
In the aiternoon a cyclone even worse than 
the storm they had gone through sprang 
up. While tlje crew took to the pumps 
and worked like leavers, ( aptum .-jogren 
tried to keep the vesstl heaiied to^lhe 
windward, but with little success. 

In the cabin Jlrs. Sjogren was trying to 
soothe the unfortunate Olstrup. The 
pitching and rolling of the vessel made it 
bard for her to keep her feet, but she 
steadied herself as best she could and 
bravely continued her self-aiipointed task. 

The lifth day the storm moderated and 
a jury mast was rigged. By this time the 
bark was close on to Bellona Reef, and as 
the water was pouring into the hold, 
tlireateniiip to sink ttie vessel at any 
moment, it was decided to abunjon luT. 
Two boats were l.jwered. Tiie injured 
Ul-trup and anotlior disabled saiior were 
placed in the one in charge of the captain. 
Mrs. Sjogren at once installed herjeif as 
nurse, and during the three days that they 
were adrift on the sea she kept a ciaseU -s 
vigil over the wounded. 

At last the two boats reached Lady 
BUiott Island, where a landing was 
effected. Tliere the survivors were taken 
care of by hospitable people, who gave 
them accommodations until they took pas- 
sage for Sydney, at which port they 
b(Mided the Aiawa for this city.

Uix)n a shortage in his accounts amount- 
ing to $31, 7;^4 »i4, which Burns, the then 
Secretary of State, could not satisfactorily 
account for, he was indicted by the tlraiid 
Jury of Sacramento and was tried in both 
the Police and the Superior courts of that 
county. 

Hart set forth that he defended Bams 
on an indictnu nt in the Su]ierior Court of 
Sacramento on November 28, 1884; again 
on December 2, 1884, he defended Bums 
on six indictments for embezzlement and 
four for felony, and on November 24, 1.185, 
he defended him and iiis bondsmen in a 
suit to recover the money missing. All 
these claims of Hart arv nieiitiuned in 
Burns' answer and his ilefi iise in eaeii is 
the same. He says be never employed 
Hart to defend him and what was done bv 
Hart was done gratnitonsly and unsoli- 
cited. 

When the cases came up, the answer 
states, Hart offered his services, and he 
made no agreement as to fee or conditions. 
The defendant thoagbt he was working 
gratuitously, and when it was all over and 
Bums had been released bv the hjacramento 
courts. Burns went to his frieno Hart and 
gave him $2000. This was not as a fee, the 
answer is careful to state, but was given as 
a sign of gratitude and as a sign that the 
value of Hart's services were appreciated. 
Hart held that tiie $'.'000 was the first pay- 
ment on a $25,000 fee, but this Mr. Burns, 
through his attorneys, Kstee and Miller, 
denies. It was purely a gift of gratitude 
for unsolicited services, and on uiat line 
the case will be fought.

THE PUBLIC MAY VIEW IT. 



Talbot Clifton Will Soon Start 
His Daily Coach— A Tan- 
dem Club. 



The public will soon have an opportunity 
to get a taste of polo, and at Ihe same time 
the polo-|iIayers at Burlingatne will have 
their lirst chance to test their prowess 
against an outside team. The oliicers of 
the Fourth I'nited States Cavalry, sta- 
tioned at Walla Walla, have for some time' 
been trying to arrange to play with the 
Burlingaine people, and now about all the 
preparations have been made for a tourna- 
ment to begin on the 3(ith of this month. 
The Riverside Polo Club has been asked to 
join in the totirnment, but it is not certain 
yet that it will do so. 

The Walla Walla people will bring down 
a team of five players, about a dozen ponies 
and a number of men to care for them. 
This all will cost a good deal of money, 
and, in order to help out, the Burlingame 
Club will charge an admission fee to the 
games. Special trains will he run from 
this city landing the visitor.s at the grounds. 
Tickets will be sold to the public covering 
the fare both ways and admission to the 
grounds. 

The tournament will probably cover a 
week, with games on Saturday, the .SOth 
inst., and the following Wednesday and 
Sattirday. Until it is definitely Iniown 
whether the Riverside Club -will send up a 
team the schedule of games will not be set- 
tled tiiiiiii. 

The Walla Walla officers have been 
playinK lor some time, and several of them 
liavt had considerable experience in the 
Fast. The younger officers in the army 
have been playing polo of late years con- 
siderably, as it adds much to their horse- 
manship, particularly in teaching them 
command over their horses. 

Lieutenant Cassat. a son of President 
Cassat of the Pennsylvania Railway is the 
most prominent member of the northern 
team and is an experienced polo-player. 

The Burlingame team of fiiur will be 
made up from a few regular plavers. name- 
iv: Harold Wiieeler, H. I!, slmpkins, R.

But C. P. Tobin and 
Brewer will probably be absent, and there 
remain very few to chose from. .Tud'jing 
from the remarks of visitors, old I"mo- 
players from India and the Eastern States, 
the' Hurlingame players would not rank 
very high on their lields. This is due to 
flic" fact that they have had no opportuni- 
ties to play with rr.tek players, just as men 
will never learn M play gixxl billiards un- 
less they have some jiraetice with experts.

The taking of testimony in the case of 

Joseph Simms against Mary O. Stanton 

was continued before United States Com- 
missioner Heaeock yesterday. Mrs. Clara 
I'ultz aii'l Joseph 1). Bedding appeared as 
counsel for iJr. .'^imms, while Mrs. Ktan- 
ton's inti-n-sTs were represented hy Whea- 
ton, Kallof h ifc Kierce and Fisher Ames. 
The trouble arose over a book on physi- 
ognomy which Dr. Simma copyrighted 
and published. Mrs. Stanton later pub- 
lished a book on the same subject and Dr. 
Simms now asserts that she pirated many 
of his ideas and took copious extracts from 
his volume. 

The entire session was taken up by Mrs. 
Stanton in reading extracts from Dr. 
Simms' work and the corresponding pas- 
sages in her own book. She then quoted 
from the works of other authors to show 
that they had published the same ideas 
years before simms had ever thought of 
'Writing a hook. She insisted upon making 
comments upon everything she te.«tified to 
arid Mrs. Foltz vigorously objected. 
Finally Mrs. Stanton was allowed to have 
her own way, 'as the Commissioner is only 
empowered to take the testimony as given 
and note the objections. 

Attorney Wheaton had very little to do 
except correct an occasional lapse of gram- 
mar on the part ot his client. In this 
respect Dr. Simms notes a nuniher of 
lapses in Mrs. Stanton's book. For in- 
stance, "Where the nosesof scientists is ob- 
served to be shorter and Ijroader" ; "Pug 
noses, hence pugnacity, the verb express- 
ive of a quarrelsome disposition." 

"Any schoolboy versed in grammar," 
comments the doctor, "ootild inform Mrs. 
Stanton that pugnacity is a noun and not 
a verb." He also accuses her of spelling 
Bradlaugh. Braillaw; Laocoon, I.aokooii ; 
Hercules, Herakles,'' and Patrick Henry, 
Henri. 

Toward the close of the session Mrs. 
Stanton began reading from a book written 
by PiofMaorRflMS of Boininugh o'rer a oen- 



only woman who was present at the ter- 
rible siege of Delhi, which shocked the 
stoutest hearts and drove men to madness. 

Mrs. Tytler belongs to a race of soldiers. 
Her father was an olUcer, her husband an 
otlicer and she is a luutlier of officers. 
She is now lio years of age, and fifty of 
these years have been spent in Indian gar- 
risons. She is a pleasant little woman, 
bright and intelligent. 

"I was born in India," she said yester- 
day. "I am a Hindustanee by instinct, 
and pray to my Maker in that "tongue. I 
have had an eventful caiccr. My mother 
was a woman of FrcM h descent, who 
marrio'l my father in KiiL-laiid. They re- 
turned to India shortly idter their mar- 
riage and u few years later I was born. 
.Mmost the first thing I can remember is a 
trip with my parents up the Ganges. 
There was a ifreadful famine in the coun- 
try at the time, and both banks of the 
river were lined with hniuan beings who 
were dying of starvation. We went to 
the assistance of some, hut could afford 
the poor wretches but littli r.-lief. In time 
of famine the Ganges is fiirlv mveredwith 
corpses or skeletons. I liv natives bulieve 
the river is sacred, and all they pray for 
is that their bodies may be washed in its 
waters after life has lied." 

Mrs. Tytler then went to England to be 
educated, and on her return to India she 
heard of her father's death. She was mar- 
ried lo l iiliinel Robert C. Tytler soon alter 
and followed him intu the fever-stricken 
districts of the peninsula. The great ex- 
perience of her life, hoHover, was at the 
massacre and siege of Delhi, where she 
was the only woman with the troops. 

"I look back upon that terrible period in 
my history with pain and horror after all 
these years," said Mrs. Tytler. "1 could 
have escaped the sufferings that fell to my 
lot afterward had I not decided to remain 
by my husband's side. He entreated me 
to leave Delhi while there was yet time, 
but I declined to do so. 

'■During the siege I lived with my two 
children in a cart covered with rugs. 1 
was doing nicely until June 'il, 1857, when 
my son, whom I christened Stuidey 
Delhi-Force was born. It was a bright 
moonlight night and the shells were fall- 
ing aliiiiit tis > vi'ry\vhi're. ,-\.ll the clothing 
I iiad for the litllo stranger was a i)iece of 
flannel. I was my own nurse, and bad 
little comforts to enjoy, but our danger 
was so imminent that I did not think of 
inconv<miences. 

"During the time we were there I saw- 
men butchered by fiends as if they were cat- 
tle. I saw battalions mowed down liku 
grass to the cry, 'No quarter.' Executions, 
assassinations, crimes of every descriptiuu 
were so frequent we became in a way 
hardened to all we saw. My family had 
escaped the massacre with a poor sujiply 
of clothing and of course wu snffeTcd ter- 
ribly. The hunibardnient was incessuut, 
and shells burst about tis in every direc- 
tion. 'Vet through it all my little baby 
never winked an eye." 

The story i f .Mrs. Tytler's life during the 
great Sejioy n-ljellion reads like a roiuance. 
She gives a curious exphiualioii of the 
causes that led to the niut iny, the main 
one being the alleged fact that the English 

freased the cartridges for the Hohamme- 
an soldiers. Her husband's regiment de- 
serted him almost to a man, but he was 
well thought of hy his olhwrs, and as a re- 
sult they spared the lives of himself and 
family. 

Mrs. Tytler will deliver the first of a 
series of lectures at the old 'V'oung Men's 
Christian Association Hall on Sutter street 
this afternoon. She will relate remi- 
niscences of the rebellion and with the aid 
uf curios brought with her from India will 
give an illustration of the scenes of horror 
she saw and tne privations endured for 60 
many years.

A QUEER LEGAL TANGLE. 



How A Gay Deceiver 'Was Sup- 
ported BY Two Confiding 
Women. 



Samuel McBimey was a gay deceiver 

who lived and died in the trusting smiles 
of two wives who loved and supported 
him, and he is jirohably even now chuck- 
ling in glee over the legal tangle which his 
evil ways made of the women's affairs. He 
was married first in Ohio. In 1874 he came 
to California, and while still fettered to his 
Ohio love he bestowed the remnant of his 
affections upon a Western woman who 
was divorced from her husband, and, as 
she thought, legally married her. 

With extensive assistance from wife No. 
2 McBirney succeeded in acquiring some 
little property, and upon this and a trilie 
that now and then came from Ohio he 
managed to live in peace and to work but 
little. 'When he died his local widow filed 
a homestead upon the property which she 
and McBimey owned in (x>mmen. But 
the news of the death of thedoubly wedded 
McBirney frraveled eastward rapidly, and 
the widow in Cincinnati sent out here to 
see what property her long-absent husband 
had left. She found first of all a house and 
lot on Pine street, near Broderick, in this 
city, and living umm it was Mrs. McBirney 
No. 2 and a family of three grown-up chil- 
dren. Mrs. McBirnev found, too, that a 
homestead had been tiled on the proi>crty, 
and this she moved to set aside. The ca.sc 
was tried yesterdav before JikIl'c Slack, 
and for purely legal reasons the Eastern 
Mrs. McBirney's petition was granted, and 
the homestead has been set aside to her. 

By the testimony submitted yesterday it 
was shown that McBirrtey's course of de- 
ception was complete aha premeditated. 

Mrs. Mary who was the Ohio wife, 
through her attorney, snbmitted letters 
which her recreant spouse had written to 
her, and also the matriage certificate dateii 
J'ears ago back in the '(iO's, which bore testi- 
mony to the fact that she and AlcBirney 
were one. 

Mrs. Eudoxia McBirney, who was the 
California wife, had an "answer to the 
certificate, however. Her husband had told 
her, she said, that years before he had 
married her he had met a woman in the 
Fast, that she had borne him a son, but 
that the woman had never been anything 
to him. To quiet her he had said, he had 
forged a marriage eeriiiicate, and although 
she kept it and believed in it, it meant 
nothing. It was wife number 2, however, 
w horn he was deceiving, for the certificate 
sh owed on its face tiiat it was a legal doon- 
nient. 

Mrs. Eudoxia McBirney showed also 
that the property upon which the home- 
stead bad b»en filed was purchased almost 
entirely with her money after her mar- 
riage with McBimey, but here a strange 
turn of the law takes it from her. Unfor- 
tunately, as was said by the court, she 
never had beeu the wif« of McBirney and 
could tnereforc have no claim upon' com- 
munity property. On the olher hand Mrs. 
Mary A. McBimey had always been her 
husband's wife, so to speak, and half of all 
property which he left at his death be- 
longed of right to her. It made no legal 
difference, so far as the case under trial 
was concerned, whose monev purchased 
tiie property so long as McBimey had a 
lawful title to it, and It then became com- 
munity property between- himself and his 
true wife. She, thnefore, was given the 
homestead. 

Mrs. Eudoxia McBirney has still another 
chance, however, in a civil action she can 
show that it was her money wixich bought 
the property, and so little was McBirney 
financially mterested in it her attorneys 
have no doubt that it will all be given 
back to her.

ITS AUTHOR OUT OF REACH. 



Chai^les O'Brien Writes That 
He Was Paid $400 to Destroy 
THE Sacramento Trestle. 



One of tlie most exciting and sensational 
ei'i-oilesin tlie trial of the strikers, John 
( assidy anil John Mayne, developed yes- 
terday in the United States District Court. 

Attorney Mouteith, for the defense, had 
J. R. Hughes, president of the A. II. U.

■witness testified to the reeeipt of a certain 
letter on the IGth of July, and identified

■When Hughes was questioned after the 
court had adjourned for the dav, he said :

I consulted the attorney em- 
ployed in the 'Worden case and he advised 
me to lock it up in a safe and have it ready 
whenever he called for it. He never asked 
for it and I sent it to Hr. Knox for use in

W. 'W. Craig, who was Secretary of the 
Sacramento A. K. V. lodge during the 
Strike, had this to say regarding the sup- 
posed author of the letter: 

"July 11th at 1:15 p. H., a roan calling 
himself Charles O'Brien took me outside 
of the A. li. U. headquarters and toki me 
that he was an A. R. U. man and that he 
had loosened the rail that caused the wreck 
over the Yolo. He asked me for money to 
enable him to get away. I told him to 
meet me in half an hour, when I would 
probably be able to assi.st him. I sought 
Kno.\ and we soon ascertained that he was 
not a member of our organization. When 
we went to keep my appointment be was 
not there. 

"I again saw O'Brien on the 17th of Janu- 
ary last. He was in the United States 
District Aitornev s oiiice. I got Melvin 
Hatch, wlio was with rac, to shadow 
O'Brien while I reported the matter to At- 
torney Monteith. Hatch failed to keep 
•track of O'Brien and neither I nor any of 
US have seen this man O'Brien sin( <-. He 
is a man about ."i feet .5 inches lii.;h. lie 
had a mustache of a light color when I (irst 
saw liim, but when I saw him in the Fed- 
eral building bis mustache was black. His 
eyebrows were aghter than his mustache 
and his hair wasligbt. I believe his eves 
w-ere blue, but am not sure. He liad a 
thin fate, with a peaked nose. In form he 
was heavy set, and I judged him to he Ije- 
tween .'a and 40 years old.

SPOE OF GEORGE ELIOT. 



Jenkin Lloyd Jones Delivers a 
Pleasing Literary Lec- 
ture. 



He Said That the Author's 
. Greatest Book Is "Daniel 
Derond.i." 



A lecture on George Eliot was delivered 
last evening at the Second Unitarian 
Church, Capp and Twentieth streets, hy 
Jenkin Lloyd Jones. The church was 
crowded with an audience largely com- 
posed of ladies, who appeared to appreciate 
the interesting discourse. 

Mr. Jones said that only a mind tised to 
criticism and broadened by culture could 
do justice to the subject. It was fitting 
that the name of the great woman shfiuld 
be hidden as becoming great souls. It is 
only the little artist who desires to see his 
naiiie made public. 

George Eliot was rather revealed by her 
work than hidden behind it. In her work 
there is evidence of the most marvelous 
encyclopedic mind of the present century. 
She was endowed with the power of pene- 
tratinf^ away into motives; she was the 
analvtical c'hemist of conduct, and her 
work reveals a noble philanthropy. Here, 
too. is revealed the religions heart She 
w as a scholar, a philosopher, a reformer, a 
devotee. 

Under these fotir heads Mr. Jones con- 
tinned his lecture, taking up her books. 
The steirv of Romola was beautifully told 
bv the leeturer, wno here and there inter- 
rupted the narrative with criticisms, or 
rather, eloquent praises for the respective 
beauties of Romola. "The scholar in this 
book," said he, "uses her scholarship to 
a Ivanee the cause of righteousness." 

Mr, .lones said he believes that George 
Kliofs greatest book, not her greatest 
novel, is ' Ilaniel Jleronila." It is a good 
book for the boys and the girls to read. It 
will teach them the insignificance of trifles, 
how useless it is to spend lives in search of 
wealth. Ministers would do well to rcail 
tiiisbook. for itwould show them how wide 
is the difference between ministry that 
conforms to doetrincsand the priesttiood of 
kindness and saintliness. The disaiipoim- 
ing ending shows the higher art, which is 
truer to nature, and which only ettoh gen- 
ius as Shakespeare and George Eliot dare 
venture on. Providence docs not permit 
men to eat the plum and keep it. 

Other books of George Eliot were dis- 
cussed in a pleasant vein, while interest 
was sustained with charming bits of read- 
ing that impressed Mr. Jones most pro- 
foundly as inimitable touches of art hy the 
woman of genius.

Every place appropnated to the crew of the 
vessel shall have a space of not less than sev- 
entj--two cubic feet, and not lc?.« than twelve 
superficial feet, measured on the deck or floor 
of that place, for eaeli seaman or apprentice 
lodged therein. 

.Such place shall I* securely constructed, 
properly lighted, drained and ventilated; 
proTwrly protected from weather and sea, and 
as far as practicable properly shut oft and 
jirotected from the effluvium of cargo or bilge- 
wa er. and failure to comply with this pro- 
vision shall subject the owner to a penaltv of 
SBOO. 

Every place so occupied shall be kept free 
from goous ur stores of any kind not bein? ihe 
personal property of the crew in use during 
the voyage, and if any such place is not kept 
free the master shall forfeit and nay to each 
seaman or apprentiee lodged in that place the 
sum I.I .'>o ei'nis a .lay tor each day during 
which any gi.otls, as aforesaid, are kept in the 
place alter complaint has been made to him hy 
any two or more of the jseamen so lodgea. No 
deduction from tonnage shall be made unless 
there is permanentlv eut In abeam and over 
the doorway of every such place the numller of 
men it is allowed to accommodate with These 
words: "Certified to sccommodate sea- 
men."

THE RAM IN NAVAL WARFARE. 

Suggestions I*r«oii tlie Iteeent Disaster 
in tlie North St-a. 
The sinking of the North German Lloyd 
steamship Elbe by the British steamer 
Crathie, with its resulting loss of life, in- 
evitably revives the dtsctission of the tre- 
mendous distructiveness of the ram as a 
weapon in naval warfare. The rapidity 
with which the ill-fated steamship went 
down and the comparatively small size of 
the vessel that struck her are points tliat 
are rightly considered to be significant. 
They show that even inferior craft, like 
tugs, if they have sufficient speed, might 
be employed as rams. 

Then the fact that the Crathie was able 
to go to port without difficulty is sug- 
gestive, writes a correspondent of the New 
York Sun. It appears that her stem was 
completely carried away above the water 
line, but she was able to retitrn to Rotter- 
dom. Yet the damage to her was more 
severe than to the ramming vessel in 
some other collisions, the case of the 
schooner that sank the Ladv Elgin being 
one among many th us recalled. It is also 
not ■(iiite ecrtuiii how mticli damage the 
Cratliie really sustained. But in any case 
the destructive power of a vessel built like 
the Katahdin, expressly for ramming, and 
her defensive strength, derived from a 
specially constructed prow, must be ob- 
vious. She might sink a ship like the Elbe 
and do herself no harm of consequence. 
"No blow," said the report of the McCann 
Board, often known as the Policy Board, 
"which can be indicted by any weapon 
other than a mine or a torpedo carrying 
very large quantities of high explosive can 
compare in effort to tliat of a vessel mov- 
ing at a high rate of speed." 

On the other hand it remains to be seen 
how far the disaster to the Elbe mieht 
have been minimized bv a system of biuk- 
lieads hetlcrconstructed or better operated. 
Perhaps it may be some time yei before 
detailed knowledge can be had of whether 
the bulkhead doors were closed and 
whether one lesson in this case is not 
practically the same as in the case of the 
Victoria. But, be the responsibility what 
it may of construrtinu' ships that cannot 
wholly be stink as the r"snit of eollision, it 
remains true that war vessels as now con- 
structed are in great danger of a ram that 
can strike the machinery compartment 
below the water-line. It "is reported that 
the Elbe had fewercoin|iartn;ent3 than the 
most modern stetimshiiis and that she 
had bnlkheel doors where now it is 
recognized tnai the only safety is in 
solid jiartitions. Suggestions of rusty 
doors and otlier causes of failure to shut 
off promptly the flooded apartment from 
otiiers have been made. Again, it is 
thouirht that the EUie was struck at the 
Dulkhead aft of the engine-room, possibly 
breaking in two compartments. But, look- 
ing at the matter in anv wav, it is evident 
that the attack of a hostile ram, which can 
be repeated if necessarv, must be more 
dangerous than an accidental collision. 

As as offset we have the vigilance of the 
attacked vessel in a combat, and her ability 
to avoid or diminish the damage of an at- 
tack by maneuvering. Many of the acci- 
dental collisions occur in darkness or fog, 
when there is no time to move so as to 
avoid collision. 

Perhaps after the Katahdin goes into 
commission, which will doubtless be at no 
distant day, since she will soon have her 
trial trip, something may be learned in 
practical experience of the handiness of 
vessels expressly built for ramming. The 
general belief in the capabilities of this 
ram of wwluv nwylw Jadg«d£nHatb« 



common practice of giving ram bows to 
war vessels. Perhaps a fair conclusion is 
that for harbor defense a ram like the 
Katahdin may have a specific value, al- 
though it cannot take the place of the guns 
and torpedoes. Its functi'ui is that of an 
auxiliary. Bat it also famishes a vessel so 
built as to reduce the liability of receiving 
damages from ramming an enemy.

The wealth of tlie Deinidoffs is so vast that 
it is beyond calculation, and, strangely 
enough, the fortune is of relati . ely recent 
creation, its founder having hM;eii a country 
blaeksinitli in the days of Peter the Great.

Some pros- 
pectors have started to work already, but 
there's a little too much snow on the 
mountains yet for general work. 

At the Wide West gravel mine, Lowell 
Hill, Nevada County, twelve Chinamen 
have been steadily at work for live years 
running a bedrock tunnel to tap the chan- 
nel. They still have aboat 200 feet to go to 
reach it. 

The placer miner is on the qui vire and 
will be prepared to take advantage of the 
early run of water. A pood season is ex- 
pected, and if it is realized the amount of 
dust extracted will assume large propor- 
tions before the season is at an end. 

The case of the Keystone Mining Com- 
pany vs. the South 'Sprmg Hill Mining 
Company, a suit for ^,000,000 damages, 
and the ease of the Argonaut Mining Com- 
pany vs. the Kennedy Mining ( onipanv 
lor $330,000 damages, will probably both be 
tried this summer in the Superior Court of 
Amador County. 

The Gover, in Amador County, will 
probably find an owner after awhile who 
will keep it jiumped out lone enough to 
make a mine out of it. 

A San Francisco syndicate is said to have 
in contemplation the purchase of a group 
I I nrlni s west of San Andreas, Calaveras 
Ciuiity. 

The Kawhidc mine, Tuolumne County, 
after four vears' steady work has nad its 
tirst accident, by which a miner named 
John Poperale was killed. The Coroner's 

tiirr e.xonerated the company from all 
lame. 

The **desert country" in the southern 
part of the State is showing up well as a 
mining region. A good deal of prospect- 
ing is goinf; on and several new ducoveries 
have recently been made.

«ie being operated around Baker City. Or. 

None of the bills introduced in the Ore- 
gon Legislature affecting the hydraulic- 
mining interests of the State were passed. 

Word comes from Denver to several of 
the chief mining operators in .^alt Lake 
City to the effect that already have the 
smelters of the Centennial State tired of 
the cruel competition which was inaugu- 
rated on the loth of the past month, and 
are now negotiating for the reorganization 
of the Colorado smelters' clearing-house. 
The recently completed electric light 
lant. whose motive power is furnished by 
eiton wheels driven by the (low of water 
from the Ontario drain tunnel, at the On- 
tario mine, Utah, is now in full commis- 
sion and doing splendid work. All of the 
connections have been made with the sys- 
tem except those for tlic machine-shop. 
There the motors hav^^ not yet arrived and 
it will be several days before the machin- 
ery in the shops can be operated by the 
electric current. 

Captain John R. de Lamar, of the De 
Lamar mines in Idaho, has a new process 
for working gold and silver ore, whii h has 
proven satisfactory on a small scale, and 
experiments in a larger way are being 
tried. As usual with all the new processes, 
it is to save more and cost less than the 
old ones. 

Theiie will be much prospecting in the 
mines of Sierra County this sprine. Many 
of the old hyiiraiiiic miners wifl return, 
and with rockers or a few sluice-boxes 
they will prospect in the placer regions as 
soon as the snow disappears. 

Another cnmpp.ny, this time at Sterling, 
San BeruarJ'.!iii i ir.iiiy, has found after 
putting up a mill, that there is not ore 
enough in the mine to keep its mill run- 
ning. This is number a thousand or so of 
this kind of mining company. 

The Eedlands Citrogrami says that the 
Wg suits against the Waterloo Mining 
Company, which have been in court for a 
long time, have been conuiromised. The 
suits were fifteen in number and aggre- 
gated over $1,000,000. The mines are 
situated near Calico, in San Bernardino 
County, and are very rich. We may now 
expect to see a large force of bmu pat at 
work. 

The Nevada Transcript says that .Tohn 
T. Bradley of San Francisco nas sued 
Samuel P. Dorsey of Grass Valley for a 
$10,000 commission due for finding a backer 
to the extent of $125,000 to assist the 
defendant in operating the Marvland 
mine.

the Castle Chief Mining Company et. al., 
Judge Gardner of South Dakota facetiouslv 
says: "For the purpose of enabling mvself 
to more intelligently weigh the testiniony 
in the case I have visited the preini.-.es in 
controversy. And while there is much 
testimony to show that the value of the 
labor performed on each of said claims for 
the year 1892 exceeded $100, since inspect- 
ing said claims I am quite clearly of the 
opinion that if said ojiinion is true the 
labor of miners at that time commanded a 
much hii;hor compensation than does the 
labor of lawyers or circuit judges."

»Ue boom m Paris, in London and in 
Berlin in gold mines. At present it is con- 
fined entirely to South Africa, but I be- 
lieve that before midsummer it will extend 
■o as to take in the newer gold districts of 
the United States. The center of the move- 
ment is in Ixindon, but Paris is rapidly 
warming up and Berlin is just beginning. 
During the last four months the French- 
men have sent over 200,000.000 francs to 
London for theparcha^cof mining shares." 

To the Bflnliif; Kegiona. 
On the last steamer tor Alaska wont a 
member of the San Francisco Stock and 
Exchange Board to engage in active prac- 
tical mining on, the Yukon River, instead 
of carrying on mining operations with cer- 
tificates of stock on Pine street.

try the experiment, but notwithstanding 
tiiat his going on such an expedition nas 
surprised his many friends. The fact is, 
however, if many others with little or noth- 
ing to do in these dull times would strike 
cut for the minine repions and go to «-ork 
it would be a good thing. It would add to 
the producers and the product would lessen 
the number on the community who are 
either idle altogether or making a bare 
living. 

An adventurous man can always make a 
livini; in the mining regions one way or 
another, an<l there he nas a chance for 
making a good "stake" which he never 
will have working on a salary or for wages 
in a crowded city. Hundreds and hun- 
dreds of young men with no families to 
support could do better than they are by 
seeking new fields where mining work is 
goiiit; on. In the case of the individual 
referred to, though he had no mining ex- 
perience, he went with those who nad. 
There are plenty of men here with knowl- 
edge of mining to be had as companions 
for such a trip. It is not by any means 
necessan,- to go so far off as Alaska, how- 
ever, for there are fields lor prospectors in 
our own State in all the counties in the 
, t;old belt. Some of our oldest counties 
i iiave of late been showing up the greatest 
; number of new mines because they arc be- 
ing more vigorously prospected than ever 
before. If our idle yoiine men congregated 
in the cities would strike out for them- 
selves into the mining regions they would 
be much better off and have much less 
competition for employment than here. 

Eztravscant Notions of Talae. 

A gentleman who has just made a trip 
among the Arizona mining districts says 
there are numbers of claims and there 
would be little difficulty in getting the 
necessary capital for development pur- 
poses if the owners did not hold them at 
such extravagant figures. With a little 
more modesty in this direction the mining 
industry of Arizona would receive an im- 
petus that wonld enrich the Territory to 
an almost inconceivable degree. 

The same complaint will fit almost any 
of the mining States and Territories. As 
soon as a purchaser is in sight the owner 
goes out of sight— in price. Men will not 
pay mine prices for prospects if they know 
anythine. and they usually do when they 
are buying mining property. The ten- 
dency also to exaggerate values of devel- 
oped properties prevents purcha.sers from 
ever looking at local mines, and it is sel- 
dom any one contradicts any highly col- 
ored statements publicly made. A refresh- 
ing instanc? to the contrary, however, 
occurred last week, when .1. R. Farreli took 
an Oregon paiier to tusk for overestimating 
the value of a mine. The paper's state- 
ment was that while the mining property 
in question brought only ^fcXK) at Sheriff's 
.'.ale it was reported to be worth $.'>0O.00O. 
Mr. Farreli explodes the statement in this 
ueat but convincing way : 

"Before any reduction of ores can be un- 
dertaken ou this property it will be neces- 
sary to tear down the mill, freight it up 
the big mountain and rebuild it in a place 
at once secure from snowslides and acces- 
sible to the mines, and further to arratige 
an expensive plant to transmit power, 
either by electricity or compressed air, 
from Pine Creek to the mill. 'The old ore 
Imdies in one claim are almost exhausted 
and iii actically a new mine must be opened 
ta supplv the mill with ore, the chances 
being taken to find such body of ore. The 
lowest estimate made of this necessary ex- 
pense has been $.10,000. An average of all 
assays at the mine from the time work 
commenced until closed down gave less 
than $7 perton. During the last run the 
mill car samp!".'-, as..^ayed dailv for five 
months, averaged ifii per ton. ^^\• the ut- 
most economy working expenses are a lit- 
tle over $4 per ton. This at best leaves 
only $2per ton margin, and to get back 
the 150,000 necessary preliminary expense 
would require a continuous run of 25,000 
tons of ore. That quantity of ore would 
completely till a viin 4 feet wide, 000 feet 
lon^ and 200 feel deep. Such a body of 
ore IS certainly not opened in those mines. 
To realize tl'ie $500,000 given as reputed 
value the ore body would nave to be 4 feet 
wide, aOO feet long and 2000 feet deep. No 
such ore body has ever been opened m pay 
ore in Oregon." 

Betnnu of Gold Frodnet. 
If the miners throoghout the State would 
take the very little trouble to respond to the 

inquiries as to their gold and silver prod- 
ucts sent out by the United States Mint, 
California wouid have a very much higher 
standing in ilic Government reports. The 
report in precious metals, issued by the 
Director of the Mint, is the only publica- 
tion on which a record is kept of comi>ara- 
tive yields of counties and Mates, People 
seeking information on this subject lind it 
only in these rejioris, as no other ofUcial 
statistics are compiled and kept. Circulars 
arc sent to every mine-owner, and they are 
assured that if ilesired the return will be 
kept confidential and only used as the 
aggregates in the respective counties. Yet 
not more than half of tho'^e addressed an- 
swer properly, if at all. The larger com- 
panies particularly are reticent. There is 
no reason at all for this, but on the con- 
trary, reason for answering the inquiries. 

California has, since the discovery of 
gold within its borders, held first rank 
among the gold-producing States. Colo- 
rado is creeping up rapidly, however, and 
while California is increasing its yield, un- 
less the companies give their returns to the 
mint authorities, it will not so appear in 
the reports. In Colorado they Hkc to ad- 
vertise their mines. In this State they 
like to secrete all information. Nevada 
County haslong held the lead as the best 
gold-producer in California, but this year 
will probably have to give place to Cala- 
veras County, mainly because the Nevada 
County miners do iiot seem to want the 
world to know what they are doing, and 
fail to respond to mint incjuiries. If their 
business was made public it would be dif- 
ferent, but, as stated, when requested, the 
returns are considered confidential. By 
reason of the failure of so many to make 
retnrns to the inquiries of the mint, Cali- 
fornia will not show the increase of gold 
product which has been anticipated. There 
IS yet time, however, for minerq to respond, 
if they only wilL 

El Dorado County. 
Thomas O. Hardy is opening his gravel 
claim on Weaver Uill, says the Placenrille 
Democrat. The old mine in early days 

yielded a large amount of gold, and as 
there is considerable new ground remain- 
ing there is reason to believe that, like 
many others of its kind in the county now 
being resuscitated, it will prove betterthan 
ever. 

A company has been organized to thor- 
oughly prospect the Blue Gouge lead near 
Sly Park. E. Bind, the superintendent 
has great confidence in this lead, which is 
of a low grade and of immense body. 
There are already two tunnels tapping the 
ledge down to the 200 level, and a third, 
surveys for which are now being made, is 
intended to tap the lead at a depth of r.OO 
feet. With an ore body 100 feet wide and 
500 feet deep, with baoks inexhaustible, 
who wouldn't think they had the world by 
the breeches? 

The Georgetown Gazette says that water 
has been turned on the Wilton gravel 
mine and hydraulirkins; begun uni'er a 
pressure of isaj feet. Superintendent (ireen 
says everything worked nicely. Its atl- 
vantages for storing debris at« all that 
could be desired, a substantial dam having 
been built on Otter Creek, about two miles 
below.

THE Attorney for the Dive- 
Keepers Wants a Change 
OF Venue. 



Judge Campbell Denies the Mo- 
tion AND Gives His 
Reasons. 



The argument on the motion of Attor- 
ney Alexander Campbell, on behalf of the 
saloon-keeper arrested for violating the 
dive ordinance, for a change of venue, took 
place before Judge Campbell yesterday 
afternoon. 

The cases in .ludge Joachimsen's and 
Judge Low's courts had been transferred 
to Judge Camplif-irs court on affidavits 
that the Judges were biased because they 
had adopted jdauks in the platform of tlie 
Xon- Partisans regarding the euforcement 
of the laws relating to dives. 

Affidavits asking for a change of venue 
were also filed in Judge Campbell's court 
on tbe ground of bias. 

Attorney Campbell read extracts from 
the platform of the Republican party, one 
of which was favoring restrictive, repress- 
ive and suppressive legislation regarding 
breeding places of vice and crime, and the 
oilier that the party was unalterably op- 
jiosed to dives. .\s the Judge was elected 
on the Republican ticket he was bound by 
the platform of the party, and the adop'- 
tion of these dechiration- he conteud'-d 
constituted liias. He therefore moved lor 
a change of venue. 

The Judge denied the motion. He had 
given no pledges to any party, but had 
only pledged himself to honestly and fj^r- 
le*;sly discharge tie- rluties of his otnce. 
Besides, the iudiciar/ was never asked to 
adopt any platform. " He Was prepared to 
give the "dive cases a fair and impartial 
trial. 

.Vttorney Campbell urged that the Judge 
was bound to abide by the decision of 
Judge Murphy in the case of McAuliffe, 
where it was laid down that it was only 
necessary f'lr t!ie defendant to allege t'ias. 

"I have every respect for Jiiuge Murphy's 
decisions in criminal cases.'' said the 
.ludL'i'. "but I tbink he ne ver intended his 
decision to be of such a sweeping charac- 
ter, li any defendant alh jed personal 
bias on my part it would Ije different. Be- 
sides, where would vou want the cases 
tried?" 

The first case will be tried by a jury on 
March 19, but meantime Attorney Camp- 
bell said he would apply for a writ of man- 
damus to compel the Judge to grant a 
change of venue.

Perilous Trip Up the 
Volcano. 



BESTED TWO OTHER NATIONS. 



Mexico Illustrated by Stereop- 
ticon vle'ws and described 
AT Pioneer Hall. 



The Society of California Pioneers lis- 
tened to a lecture at Pioneer Hall last 
night and le.anied more about Jle.xico from 
D. S. Richardson, e.x-secretary of ihe United 
.States legation, than they could obtain in 
a year'.s study of geograjdiii al or historical 
works. That they appreciated the descrip- 
tions given by Mr. Richardson was evident 
from the frequent bursts of applause. 

Mr. Richardson read from notes care- 
fully prepared from data collected while 
he was in the employ of the United States 
Covcrnment in the southern republic. 
Mexico he considered a marvelous land, 
both in history and romance. Egypt it- 
self, he said, does not surpass the country 
as a field for the investigation of archeolo- 
gists. , 

"The day of revolutions has gone by," 
said the lecturer, "and peace reigns 
tliroughtmt the entire republic excepting 
internal disarrangements ol luouiitains 
which no man or politics can control. The 

8ress reports of the eruption of Mount 
rizaba which appeared on Mondav last 
were suflicient evidence of that." 

I'ictures of this famous sufiposed-to- 
have-been-dead volcano were thrown unon 
a large canvas at the end of the hall. 
■White-cai)ped peaks were shown with a 
black crater yawning near the summit. 
Three figures were depicted making the 
ilaiigrrous ascent over jagged ice and 
drifted snow. 

"This majestic mountain." said the 
speaker, "is one of the most conspicuous 
and interesting objects of Mexicanjand- 
scapes. It towers to the enormous height 
of IH.iHK) feet above the sea and can be seen 
in clear weather at a distance of IhO miles. 
For many years its heights were consid- 
ered iliac cessible. Its lirst recorded ascent 
by w hite men was made in 184S by a party 
of American officers. In 1851 a Frenchman 
named Boignon succeeded in reaching the 
top, where he found a staff with the date 
hsis cut upon it and the tattered remains 
of a United States flag flapping in the 
wind. 

"If I mav be pardoned a reference to 
ftiy personal experience in ascending this 
volcano's sides, I would illustrate theditli- 
culties of the undertaking 'oy telling you 
that only three of a party of twelve who 
started reached the top. It was agn ed 
that the lirst one to reacli the top should 
have the privilege of plantiujg his country's 
flag thereon. My companions were an 
Englishman and a Mexican. National 
spirit spurred us all forward, but 1 am 
happy to say that despite the intense suf- 
fering I endured Old Glorv was placed 
upon Orizalia, and as far as 1 know waves 
there t(i-day, " 

Mr. Kii li.iidson gave a vivid description 
of the country suri'uundiiig the mountain 
now in eruption, and (das.sed it as "the 
most ilesirable portion of Mexico in which 
to dwell, for there the tircducls of the 
three zones mingle, corn and coffee inter- 
lace their leaves, peach trees lift their 
heads above fields of tasseled cane, and 
grapes and mangoes grow together in 
blooming gardens." 

By the stercopiicon route the audience 
was taken through the entire republic, the 
verbal descriptions accompanying each 
picture as it appeared leaving the hearers 
under the impression that they were 
actuallv in the land of the Aztec. 

K.xhibits in the \ational Museum and a 
birdseye view of the proposed exhibition 
grounds were greeted with' applause, while 
the flag of Mexico could not have been 
better received had it been thrown on a 
canvas before an audience oi natives.

The old btiilding at 5 Hinckley place is 
the home of one of the city's youngest 
bread-winners.. It is the home of eigbt- 
yearold Willie Fernone, who supports by 

his earnings a family of five persons. 

Willie's father is James Fernone, an 
Italian laborer, whom fate has treated un- 
kindly and who has had no steady work 
tor nine months. He came here three 
years ago with his wife and four children. 
The children arc li, S, 10 and 12 years old 
respectively. They all attend a kinder- 
garten on 'Telegraph Hill. 

Tbe family story may best be told in the 
words of the mother, a kindly-featured 
and brave little woman, who spoke with 
earnest jiride concerning her young flock. 

"Except for the few pennies my husband 
earns working as e.\tra-man at bootblack 
stands little Willie supports the family. 
He is 8 years old, and besides going to 
school regularly sells flowers every day 
after 3 o'clock, when he comes home from 
school. Willie never comes iiome from 
downtown before 10 o'clock, and some- 
times it is half-past 12 before he goes to 
bed. Then he arises in the morning at 0 
or half-nast G and buys the supplies for the 
day. When he comes back I hare the hre 
ready and cook whatever Willie brings 
home. 

"I don't know what we would do if it 
wasn't for our little boy. Our other chil- 
dren do not work but go to school. We 
have consented to allow Willie to work be- 
cause be seems to want to do so and be- 
cause people btiy frfim him on account of 
his being so small, lie makes from 40 
to (iO cents a day and could make more, but 
he has to pay for the flowers he sells. We 
are often worried on account of his staying 
out so late, for he will not come home until 
his biMKiuels are all sold. The police officers 
and other people send him home some- 
limes and appear surprised that we should 
allow him to stay out so late. But you 
see no one can feel so badly as bis mother 
that poor Willie should have to support 
the family. We cannot help ourselves, we 
cHiinot help ourselves."

Oaklanders Want It— Channel Street to 
Be Dredced bjr the State and 
Wharf Iiessees. 



At a meeting oi the Board of Harbor 
Commissioners yesterday afternoon the 
subject of the proposed East-street brfdge 
was discussed.

of Oakland against the opposition in the 
lA'gislature to the measure was referred to

AH ELEVATOR WANTED. 

Hall of Keeoril^i Copyists Coraplaiu of 
tlie Winding Stairs. 

Joseph Cooney, supervising copyist of 
the Recorder's oflicc, aud several other 
deputies of tbe same dei^artment of the 
city government, are formulating a peti- 
tion to be presented to the Board of City 
Hall Commissioners, asking for an elevator 
in the Hall of Records. 

Futile eSorts in tbu direction have been 
made since the erection of the new City 
Hall. 

"You see this is frightful," remarked Mr. 
Cooiiev. as he gazed from the third bal- 
cony cf the rotunda building down eighty 
feet to the mosaic flooring below. 

"We cannot work down on the lower 
balconies, as there is not light enough. 
This is the only suitable place for copying. 
Nearly all of our copyists are ladies", and 
they are compelled to make their way np 
those two lung flights of winding stairs 
four times a day at least. But I am now- 
speaking only of the discomfort to the 
attaches of the office. If that is so great, 
what an inconvenience it most be to the 
general public. 

"In the middle of the building an ele- 
vator could be constructed that would 
reach to the roof. It would be both orna- 
mental and strengthening to the structure.

Passengrer-Carrj-iiisf Coast Steamers I.os- 
iiig 'I'lieir X.umber Trade. 

Another rate fight is being fought 
between coast carriers, and promises to be 
a war to the death. The lumber schooners, 
steam and sail, plying between San Fran- 
cisco and the Hnmboldt Bay ports have 
been adding a passenger trade to their 
freight traffic, which cut pretty deeply 
into earnings of the steamers. The little 
vessels have no accomodations for ]iassen- 
pers, but their low rates and quick trips 
made the new business remunerative. 

The steaiiicrs Humboldt and I'omona 
retaliated by cutiiug freiaht charges in 
lumber and shiiijlt s, lowcrinji the rate of 
the former from $;J 50 to |2 ana that of the 
latter from 25 cents to 10 cents. This is 
carrying the war into Africa with a venge- 
ance, for the lumber-dealers, the owners 
or charterers of the schooners are finding 
themselves undersold by rivals taking 
advantage of the cut-rate freight charges.

Davies lan !. ,I (runs for the Insurgents with 
his little M-anier \Vatmanalo. He said lie re- 
celved only .■JJO lu cash. His sentence was ten 
Tears and $10,000 fine, and It was suspended 
for him to leave the country. He was hope- 
lessly in debt. 

Captain Davies said yesterday that he 
had tmaToidably gained an unenviable rep- 
utation at the islands for having been 
caught supplying the insurgents with rifles 
and ammunition, but as he had stood trial, 
been convicted and then relieved from 
punishment, he was of the opinion that 
when he was talked about it should be 
Otherwise than with a spirit of libel. 

"In the first place," said Captahi I>avies. 
"I have not a bad record on the i>iaijds, I 
never was tried for murder and 1 was never 
sned for divorce, nor was I ever a drank* 
ard." 

The captain further stated that he was 
able to show a f lean record during his 
many years of active sea life, which would 
speak lor his character better than any- 
thing else. 

"I sailed from the port of San Francisco 
from 1873 to 1881," he said, "first coming 
from New York as second mate on the 
ship Charles H. Marshall, on which lx>at I 
served three ycar^. After this I sailed in 
European trade as .second otticer on the 
ship Glory of the .'^eas, and from this ship I 
w«it with the Harrietic H. McGilvery, 
shipping from Philadelphia and serving as 
second officer. Next, I became secomJ 
officer of the ship William H. Marcy, car- 
rying teas from Japan to this poh. but 
after two years I became the chief olBcer 
of the Centennial, sailing also from K.ol>e, 
Japan, to San Francisco, touching at Ha- 
waii. After this I shipped as chief officer 
of the Anjer Head, engaged in the same 
trade as my former ship, the Centennial. 

"It was when in command of the Anjer 
Head that I met the first trouble of my 
life, which happened at Honolulu on 
Christmas day, 188L In the forenoon of 
that day we wen about to weigh anchor for 
this port, when I was«iotifled hy my first 
officer that some of the crew were rioting. 
Aciiui; at once, 1 discovered that serious 
trouble was brewing on board between the 
Chinese portion of the crew and the Eng- 
lishmen, and while endeavoring to pacity 
the Chinamen, I was attacked by three of 
tfaem, and in order to save my life I shot 
one man and killed him. 

'•I immediately gave myself np to the 
British Consul and was tried. It was fully 
nine months t>efore the end of the trial 
when I was acquitted. In this way com- 
menced my life at the islands, and from a 
prison cell I worked my way up to the 
oommand the finest vessels ui tms island 
trade. 

"I was first in the employ of the Inter- 
Island Steamship Company as mate of the 
James Mcijec 1 was one year in com- 
mand of the steamer C. A. Bishop and one 
year in command of the lAholiho. From 
the employ of this company I entered that 
of the Wilder Steamship 'Company and 
took command of the Liicelike, then the 
steamer iiehua, but after one year 1 was 
pnt in command of the finest steamer en- 
gaged in island trade, the Claudine, which 
position I held for three years, and, in

HELD A STATE PRISONER 
, 

LiLiuoJcALANi Confined in the Ex- 
ecutive Building. 

HONOLTILU, Maich 7.— The Military 
Commission concladed its labors last week 
and has adjourned over until Monday, the 
10th inst., when it will probably be dis- 
solved. The object of hi'liliniT ;t over was 
simply to allow time t.. ih^-.' who had 
agreed to leave the country fi r the cnun- 
try's good, to do so. Should tin y fail to 
keep their agreement they would be re- 
arrested and tried at once before the com- 
mission. It is anticipated that by March 
iry not one of these will be left in Hawaii 
and that martial law will be at an end. 
That the end is coming is apparent from 
the gradual withdrawal of the restrictions 
heretofore imposed. It is no longer neces- 
sarv to possess a pass signed by the mar- 
shal permitting one to be at large on the 
streets after 9:30 p. M., and the saloons are 
now allowed to run on full time, that is, 
from 5:30 A. m. to 11:30 p. m. 

At 2 o'clock on the afternoon of ?'eb- 
ruary 27 Major Potter. Major M,T,eod, 
Charles B. Wilson and Mrs. Wilson visited 
the apartment now occupied by Mrs. 
Liliuokalani Dominis in the executive 
building for the imrpose of reading to her 
the sentence pronounced by the military 
commission and approveci by President 
Dole, as the result of her being found 
guilty of misprision of treason. The ex- 
royal lady remained seated during tHe 
reading of the sentence and manifested 
comparatively little concern over it.

At one time there 
was considerable talk of sending her to 
Oahu prison, where she was to be given 
the position of matron. As there are but

VOLUNTABY STATEMENT MADE BY CAPTAIN WILLIAM DAVIES 

YESTEBDAY 

EDITOR "CALL"— Dear Sir: The report 
published in your paper some time ago tell- 
ing of how I was coerced into giving evi- 
dence against the so-called rebels in 
Honolulu contained some mistakes. I will 
give the facts briefly. 

I was arrested at 4 o ' clock in the morn- 
ing and was handcuffed by two soldiers and 
Luther Wilcox. I was put in solitary con- 
finement and was threatened with death by 
W. 0. Smith, Attorney-General, if I did not 
give testimony against the so-called 
rebels. I gave the testimony as requested 
under duress. 

It was not true that I was triced up by 
the thumbs or tortured, otherwise than by 
solitary confinement. With that exception 
your account of how I was induced to tes- 
tify against the so-called rebels is cor- 
rect. 

On the 5th of the present month, about 8 
o'clock in the morning, I was arrested 
under martial law and taken to the Mar- 
shal's office, when a letter to the "Call" 
disputing your former article, as repub- 
lished in the Honolulu Advertiser, was 
presented to me and I was asked to sign 
it. I did so of course. I had no choice. 
Xhe article was a little too strong, but 
I was under martial law and I had to sign 
it. The Government helped me out of the 
country by lending me money.

THE JUDGE ADVOCATE TALKS, 



Highest of all in Leavening Power.— Latest U. S. Gov't Report 




Says Ex-Queen Liliuokalani Is 
IN A Comfortable Prison. 

W. A. Kinney, a Honolulu attorney, 
who was Judge Advocate of the military 
commission that tried the charges of 
treason against the insurrectionists of 
Hawaii, was one of the passengers who 
arrived on the Arawa yesterday. 

Hr. Kinney has come for the purpose of 
securing evidence in relation to the 
schooner Wahll^rp, which delivered arms 
to the revolutionists off the coast of Oahu 
on the nitjht of Januarys last, and was 
afterward seized by the United States au- 
thorities at San Diego for violating the 
neutrality laws and aiding insurrection in 
a foreign country. 

The Wahlberg was registered from San 
Francisco in the name of Captain Martin, 
who commanded the vessel and navigated 
her to Hawaii. In an interview at the Oc- 
cidental Hotel yesterday Mr. Kinney said : 

"I have with me two witnesses, George 
Townscnd and Charlie Warren, besides a 
great deal of documentary evidence which 
I shall turn over to the United States 
authorities. I will take no part in the 
prosecntion of the case. Townscnd and 
Warren were employed on boanl of the 
Waimanalo, the steamer which brought 
the arms from the Wahlberg to the shore, 
and which was commanded by Captain 
Davies. These men will be able to identify 
Captain Martin and his crew, and their 
evidence, I think, will be conclnsive." 

When asked concerning the reported tor- 
ttura of Captain Davies by the Provisional 
Government in order to obtain his confes- 
sion, Mr. Kinney told a story which is 
wholly at variance with the statements 
made by Captain Davies himiH^lf, Mr. 
Kinney said :

"There you've got me in a puzzle. I 
have not the slightest knowledge what the 
charges against me were, if there were any 
at all. beyond a mere suspicion that I 
might be in sympathy with the royalists. 
There was no statement of any charges 
made to me. I was simply arrested and 
forced to sign an agreenienf to leave the 
country for an indefinite li'ii;,'ili of time. I 
was given no opportunity whatever to de- 
fend myself. 

"Of course, it is a severe hardship on me. 
I have an extensive mercantile and com- 
mission business in Honolulu, besides two 
large fruit orchards, that need constant 
and careful attention. I have several trust- 
worthy employes there, but still that is not 
the same as a man attending to his busi- 
ness in person." 



'What steps, if any, will you take to 
escape from the hardships of exile?" was 
asked. 



"I shall look to the Government of 
Greece, whose subject I am," Mr. Cama- 
rinos answered, "for such diplomatic inter- 
ference as will restore to me my rights as a 
peaceful and law-abiding property-owner 
of Hawaii. I have already communicated 
with the Greek Consul-General in New 
» ork, and he has laid the matter before 
the Greek Foreign Office. If this does not 
frcure for nie permission to return and re- 
sume iiiy propertv rights, I shall go back 
to Hawaii anyhow." I shall retnm without 
permission if permission is refused. I have 
never, even in the slightest degree, taken 
any Interest or hand in politics, and I can- 
not understand why the Qoremment 
riioald have picked me out fov a Tiotim of 
itoin. Then may be persoaal inAosnow 



— actuated by business jealousies — of which 

I know nothing at the present time." 

WORKED HARD TO CONVICT. 

AsHFORD Tells About Hawaiian 
Revolutionists. 

Among the exiles from Hawaii who ar- 
rived in this city by the steamer Arawa yes- 
terday was C. W. Ashford, a leading at- 
torney of Honolulu, an ex-Attorney-Cien- 
eral and an ardent constitutional royalist. 
He is at present a guest at the Lick House. 
.\ccording to Mr. Ashford, who related his 
experiences during an interview last night, 
the Provisional Government of Hawaii re- 
sorted to some rather queer practices in its 
prosecution of revolutionists, suspects and 
sympathizers after the attempted insurrec- 
tion of January 6. 

"I will relate some facts that will sound 
almost incredible." said Mr. Ashford. "For 
instance, Charles E. Dunwell, a British 
subject, who came from .Taraaica to Hawaii 
about three years ami, was arresti ,i on sus- 

Eon of being a sympathizer with the cx- 
len's cause and of knowing something 
ut alleged plots and intrigues to restore 
her to power. There was no specific charge 
briiupht a;:ainst hini. ] lunwell was thrown 
into a dark cell, was stripjied of all his 
clothing and was kept there for fourteen 
hours without food. I was also in prison 
at the time, having been arrested on the 
pretext of suspicion. 

"When Dunwell was first arrested he 
was asked to testify atrainst me. He re- 
plied that he knew imlhing whatever 
afiainst me as regarded the Government or 
otherwise. The Marshal and Mr. Kinney, 
the jud^e-advocate, then told him to fry 
and remember something the next day 
alter he had sjient the ni^ht naked in the 
dark cell. After fourteen hours Dunwell 
was called upon to state whether or not he 
had recalled anything which he could give 
as testimony against me on the charge of 
misprision of treason. He replied that he 
had net. He was then placed in an ordi- 
nary cell where he was kejit for several 
weeks, hut was hnally discharged. 

"Alexander Smith, a halfcasteand anon- 
combatant, was arrested on mere suspicion. 
He was very sick when taken into custody. 
Shortly after lieing arrested he was con- 
fronted with a charge of treason. He de- 
nied the charge. He was then stripped of 
all his clothing and jdaced in a tank of 
cold water to make him confess. When 
taken out of the tank Smith fainted and 
fell, striking the back of his head on the 
edge of an iron bucket, thereby sustaining 
a serious wound. His subsequent ill treat- 
ment and sickness completely broke his 
spirit. He was subdued and finally 
],leaili 1 guilty of misprision of treason. He 
was SI ntencetl to five years' imprisonment 
and In pay a line of '$.W00. He is now in 
prison scrviiiL' h;^ scuteuce. 

"An Knglishman, whose name I am not 
now at liberty to tell, was arrested without 
any specific charge being ma,le against 
hira. While in jail he was visited by a 
military otficer, who was a member of the 
commission. This ofHcer took the Eng- 
lishman up on the roof of the jail and there 
offered him JUXK) and his liberty if he 
would give evidence tliat would" convict 
my brother, V. V. Ashford. Ha declined, 
was kept in jail another month and then 
released. 

"There was another British subject, Mr. 
Ilickards, who fell under the ban of the

Government. He has a wife and is the 
father of no less than seventeen children. 
He had been tried and found guilty of trea- 
son, and was sentenced to serve thirty-tive 
years in prison and pay a tine of Jpi,iiij,i. 
"it was arranued lliat the sciileiice should 
be read t., llirkaids on a certain Friday 
evening at 7:';0 o'clock. After the time for 
the sentence had been agreed upon, Judge- 
Advocate Kinney sent a n^essenger to me 
to induce me to leave the country. I was 
then a prisoner, but refused to leave of my 
own free will. The messenger reported the 
failure to Kinney, who was eight miles 
from the city at the time. This was 
about 6 p. M. on the Fridav referred 
to. Kinney immediately telephoned the 
authorities to postpone Rickards' sentence 
until he (Kinney) returned to the city, 
as some important matter intervened. At 
Oo'clockthat night Kinney and the Mar- 
shal took Rickards into the jailor's private 
otiice and labored with him until midnight 
in an endeavor to persuade him to give 
evidence against me. As a persuader they 
held up to him his duty to try to procure 
his freedom, and reminded him of the de- 
plorable condition of his wife and seventeen 
children, should he decline the proposi- 
tion. Kinney said to him : 'I am the judge 
advocate, and whatever I recommend to 
the commission will be done.' Well, Rick- 
anls refused. Next morning at 0:,30 o'clock 
he was seiiteuced to thirty-five years in 
prison and to pay a line of "$10,0tK)." I sub- 
sequently secured this information in a 
fun statement made by Rickards and 
sworn to by him. This statement has been 
sent to the British Foreign Oflii e. 

"On the day following the sentence of 
f!ii k?.rds, Kinney went to another pris- 
oner, a w oman named Mrs. Kaae, one of 
the most intelligent half-castes in the 
islands, and tried to secure from her testi- 
mony against me. But she was plucky 
enough to refuse and scorned all proposi- 
tions of liberty and other rewards, 'Very 
well,' said Kinney, 'if you will not testify 
against -Ashford your sentence will be the 
same as that given to the Queen, live vears 
in prison and $5000 tine.' But Mrs. Kaae 
refused. She was subsequently released as 
nothing could l>e brought against her. 

".\fter it was generally known that the 
Military Commission had decided to pass 
sentence of death on C. F. Gulick, Major 
Seward, W. 11. Ilickards, T. B. Walkerand 
R. W. Wilcox a jietition bearing the sig- 
natures of several liundrcii men, women 
and children, all innnbcr.i of the Ceiitral 
Congregational Clnirrh, was presented to 
the coniiuissiiiu. The potiliun asked that 
the sentences of death be carried out and 
that no commutations be made in favor of 
any of the men. 

"On the other hand the American League 
adopted several resolutions asking leniency 
for the prisoners. It was not until the 
American Congress had been heard from 
that the sentences of death were changed 
to imprisonment and lines. As to K. W. 
Wilcox, who has been styled the leader of 
the attempted revolution, that is all a mis- 
take. Wilcox went Into it, not as a leader, 
but because he could not sit idly by and 
see his countrymen fighting forwhat they 
believed to be their rights.' 

When asked if he expected ever to return 
to Hawaii Mr. Ashforti said : 

"Go back? Yes, of course I shall go 
back; and I'll not a^k Mr. Iiole's permis- 
sion, either. We are all going back— all of 
us exiles — and the time of our going ia not 
very far off."

a probability, if not a certainty of the near 
future. 

The birth of the sclicnie is unrecorded. 
It has sprnuf,' ui. s..iui where in that in- 
comparable lifly-mile stretch of God's 
green earth between the Golden Gate and 
San Jose which smilingly keeps the gentle 
waters of the hay from rippling against 
the picturesque foothills. 

The project has been the natural result 
of the stimulant of prncrcssiveness awak- 
ened in a region that neeikd <rood hi^'li- 
ways more than anythim,- li-c 1 he 
valley road down the western side of the 
bay is the next thing to a certainty, and 
with it a fine boulevard that will draw still 
more the wealth and population destined 
to enrich those slopes has sprungupwtth 
vij.'nr in a very natural way. 

Many people living or owning property 
down that side of the bay are taking a vig- 
orous interest in the scheme, and the pa- 
pers published in Kedwood City, San Ma- 
tao, San Jose and other towns on the route 
are discussing it approvin^dy. The Bnr- 
lingarae Club is especiallv interested, and 
so are many wealthy iJan Franciscans 
whose residences are down that way. The 
dwellers along the route are enthusiastic- 
ally in favor of it. The project would in- 
volve the e.tpenditure of pe'rh:ips ^I'.'iO.IXH) 
and the issuance of tionds by the counties 
of San Mateo and Santa Clara, but so far 
no voices have been raised against it. 

In a freneral wav the plan which is 
fathered by many protrressive residents of 
San Mateo County, is to liave a tine road- 
way, attractive every furlong of its length, 
extending from Market street in the city 
clear to San Jose. 

The only highway now leading downjthe 
picturcs'iue and inviting stretch of plain 
south of San Francism is the San Jose 
mail. A coach, a carri;i;:e, a bti^gy or a 
bicycle must now travel some miles of cob- 
blestones and dusty streets to fairly reach 
the country highway. 

l'"roni the cemeteries south the San Jose 
riiad now affords an exceediuKly attractive 
drive during certain seasons of the year. 
When it rains much the San Jose road is 
muddy except for some short stretches in 
Santa Clara County^ where it is macada- 
mised. In summer it is very dusty, except 
for the short stretches in the same enter- 

§ rising county, where the road is sprinkled 
aily. The sections which are macada- 
mized and sprinkled present at all times one 
of the best drives the world affords. 

The agitation of the enterprise has been 
commenced in San >fatco County and has 
been taken i,|> in SaTiia i lara. The San 
Mateo idea is to macadamize the Ran Jose 
road the whole leu^ith of the coi;nty ac- 
cording to the latest and must scientilic 
methods of road building. Residents of 
8an Mateoand membersof theBtirlingame 
Club have projected a new connection be- 
tween that old highway and the boulevard 
of the city. It is proposed to build 
a new road from Colma wept 
to about the junction of the 
county line and the ocean shore, where the 
highway would connect with the ocean 
boulevard being built by the Park Com- 
missioners. This would afford a contin- 
uous hard driveway over easy grades from 
Market street out Golden Gate avenue to 
the park, ocean and the stretch of country 
to the south. 

There are other routes by which an im- 
proved highway through the city might 
connect with a macadaiuized boulevard in 
San Mateo I'ounty. At present one must 
drive fur miles out .Mission or Valencia 
streets anil the Mission road to reach a 
roadway where riding may at any time be 
called pleasant. 

San Jose County has disidayed far more 
enterprise in roadmaking tiuiii any county 
in the State, having built the nia^nilicciit 
road to Mount Hamilton, which affords 
one of the notable drives of the world. 
The continuation of the boulevard from 
the San Mateo County line to San Jose is 
therefore regarded as an easy project. 

There is not in California a grander op- 
portunity for a boulevard of that ]. ;;. : h 
and description than through the • , :i 
that skirts the bay on the west. In winter 
or in summer one quickly leaves and for- 
gets the possible harshness or chill of the 
winds and fops of San Francisco and en- 
ters a veritable Arcadia. Sunshine is no- 
where more soft, airs more cxnuisitely 
tempered or rich plains more securely and 
invitingly sheltered by mountain ranges 
that inspire by their beauty and pictur- 
esqueness. Then for forty miles orchards, 
vineyards, vast groves of aged liveoaks and 
villas surrounded by lawns blazing with 
color delight the eyel Such a ooulcvard as 
is ^)lannea would acquire world-wide fame. 

bo far the project has been to improve 
the present San Jose road by macadamiz- 
ing it and planting its sides with palms 
and other trees. Some who have artiitic 
ideals like those of Willis Polk, which take 
small note of finures, %vouM lik.^ t i s.-c :in 
entirely new hi'uhwav laid out that sliouM 
forsake the old San Jose road entirely and 
"wind along the still more picturesque foot- 
aill reginn, wUoh ia now contpusttTely

"It Would niuKe .San Mateo County ac- 
cessible as a >i:hiirban region insteau of 
hciiLi; si.i.t o ;t ill. Ill the citjr except by 
tram, ' hi sail! ;ii discussing It yesterday. 
"Why, way back in the 'jU s it used to be 
the thing to drive down to Gamble's resort 
at San Mateo and go out spearing fish. 
It was a rough trip— rougher than it is 
now— but pi-iiple don't go that way now 
on jileusure drives. Lveryliody seeius to 
be in favor of the scheme anil the only 
question about it is the burden it will place 
1111 the ciiiiiitv. l!ut it would ill. no burden. 
It has l.ieeii ruUL-hly estimated that the 
boulevard could be" built cl.-.ir tliroUL-li 
Sau Mateo t^uunty, past Colma and by 
a new r, .ir.e to the ocean at the 
county line for $175,000. That would not 
cost the county as much, counting interest 
and the amounts necessary for a sinking 
fund lor twenty years, as it costs now to 
keep up bad roads. Last year San Mateo 
County spent $ti2,0UO in keeping up its 
roads, and the amount was mainly spent 
on the county road, which is no better 
now than it was last year. To bond the 
county and' build a magniiicent boulevard 
would cost about $15,000 a year for twenty 
years. That is about one-fourth of what 
the county now spends on its roads. The 
bicycle organizations will quickly take up 
the enterprise when they are approached, 
and in fact all classes cif people will favor 
it. Nothing else would bring bo many peo- 
ple into the i ouii'y. ' 

What a magnilicent opportunity for 
coaching such a boulevard would afford! 
Henry J. Crocker, president of the Horse 
Show Association, wants the boulevard. 
He says that everybody who drives a 
buggy or rides a bicycle will want it. 

'•Such a boulevard would stimulate 
COiichuig here at once, ' he said, •■but the 
'dudes' would not be the only ones to ex- 
joy it. Everybody who could take a 
buggy ride would glory in it and it would 
keep .1 stream of visitors going into the 
country to the south, besiMs stimulating 
residence there. 

■■1 iliiuk the tlir-e counties ought to unite 
at oiu e 111 eijii.-irueiiiig the boulevard. It 
would be like a streetcar line. Xot every- 
body would ride the whole length, but 
plenty of people would be constantly en- 
joying every portion of it. Out i.>: Chicago, 
New York and many other Kasieru cities 
there are tine driveways, but we have none 
here." 

Willis Polk has for some years had his 
eye on the artistic imssibilities of the 
region in q'acstieiii and li.- would have a 
boulevard tu-iiiorruw it he cuiiid. llis idea 
is that it should run thro tiie fiHiti.;IIs. 

"It is exactly What 1 h.ive iiaii m luind 
for several years," he said yesterday. "It 
is really a matter of the greatest incon- 
venieace that so many desirable country 
places are entirely dependent upon a single 
railroad, which, skirting tidewater as it 
does, leaves the prettiest and healthiest 
villa sites too remote to be occupied except 
as farms anvl ranches. 

"A boulevard constructed on the plan of 
the celei rate 1 turnpikes of Kentucky, if 
laid out Iriiiu two to three miles west of 
the railroad, would at ouce render many 
magnihcent places accessible for country 
residences. 'X'hislormof living is rapidly- 
coming into vogue on this coast. Indeed, 
no other section of this country is so well 
adapted to country life, and no other form 
of living so pleasant. 

'•The celebrated 'coloniar homesof Ken- 
tucky, Virginia and Mew Kngland are 
more than likely to be idealized here, with 
all the pleasant surroundings that rendered 
them so enticing to the dames of early 

days. 

"Already Burlingame is assuming pro- 
portions that absolutely demand the con- 
struction of a boulevard. Redwood. -Menlo 
and i'alo Alto would complete the connec- 
tion between the city and San Josr. The 
j propo>ition could not receive enough en- 
■ cour.igciiient, and as a rinancial inv estment 
' the increase in real estate v.i.-' s would 
pay for it many times over."
